Reports  That  Strikes  Will  Also  be  Declared 

On  Several  Roads  Running  Out  of 

Chicago. 


A  Three-Cornered  Fight,  the  Older  Societies 
Seeking  to  Annihilate  the  Amer- 
ican Railway  Union.

Engineers    and    Firemen's    Representatives 

Holding  a  Conference  With  President 

Hill  and  General  Manager  Case. 


Chicago,  April  i6. — A  local  paper 
declares  this  morning  that  it  is  now 
settled  that  within  the  next  week  or  ten 
days  strikes  will  be  declared  on  several 
northwestern  roads  running  out  of  Chi- 
cago. Preparations  are  now  being  com- 
pleted for  the  organization  of  a  struggle 
of  men  with  the  Pacific  coast  lines,  which 
is  expected  to  result  in  the  settlement  of 
differences  now  existing. 

It  will  be  after  the  order  of  a  corner 
fight,  in  which  the  older  organizations 
will  seek  to  annihilate  the  American 
Railway  union.  Conferences  were  held 
;n  Chicago  yesterday  in  regard  to  the 
situation  on  the  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  lines  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent Howard  of  the  union  left  tor  St. 
Paul  from  which  point  orders  are  to  be 
issued  today  making  the  Great  Northern 
strike  general.  Beginning  today  the 
work  of  organizing  the  Northern  Paci- 
fic men  in  the  American  Railway  union 
will  be   pushed  rapidly  forward. 

A  bitter  war  between  members  of  the 
union  and  the  grand  chiefs  of  the  engi- 
neers, firemen  and  trainmen's  orders  is 
locked  for.  

NOT  A  WHEEL  MOVING. 


fealed  and  compelled  to  join  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  union,  the  present  mem- 
bers of  that  union,  being  in  a  large  ma- 
jority, would  control  its  affairs  and  the 
engineers,  firemen,  conductors  and  train- 
men of  the  brotherhoods  would  have  to 
submit  to  the  greater  voting  power  of 
the  lower  paid  employes. 

A  local  leader  in  die  union  said  today 
that  when  the  first  cut  was  made  last  fall, 
their  organization  was  too  weak  to  fight, 
but  now  they  have  qo  per  cent  of  the 
men  in  their  membership  and  will  fight 
the  cut.  The  strike  leaders  have  been 
careful  to  avoid  interference  with  mad 
cars  or  cars  carrying  mail,  claiming 
thereby  to  have  avoided  danger  of  clash- 
ing with  the  government  officers,  but  a 
Great  Northern  oflicial  today  said  that 
in  the  big  "(j"  strike  the  courts  had  de- 
cided that  the  whole  train  was  included 
in  the  term  "mail  train"  and  the  Great 
Northern  believed  itself  clear  of  obliga- 
tion to  move  a  single  mail  car. 

President  Hill  and  General  Manager 
Case  todav  are  in  conference  with  the 
local  chiefs  of  the  l»rotherhoods  of  En- 
gineers and  Firemen.  Mr.  Hill  says  he 
knows  (if  nothing  whatever  new  in  the 
situation  and  Mr.  Case  explained  that  as 
far  as  Grand  Forks  everything  is  running 
as  usual,  but  beyond  that  point  he  was 
entirely  without  information.  When 
asked  regarding  the  statement  of  the 
American  Railway  union  leaders  at 
Seattle  that  they  bad  been  refused  a 
hearing  by  the  company,  the  officials 
turned  the  question  over  to  the  brother- 
hood leaders,  who  said  they  could  not 
speak  for  any  one  but  themselves,  but 
that  they  had  always  been  promptly  re- 
ceived. 

The  representatives  of  the  conductors 
and  trainmen  handed  to  General  Man- 
ager Case  this  afternoon  signed  state- 
ments antagonizing  the  strike  declared 
by  the  American  Railway  union  on  the 
Great  Northern  system.  These  two 
brotherhoods  had  not  yet  agreed  to  the 
new  schedules  but  their  leaders  believe 
the  strike  premature,  at  least,  and  there- 
fore thev  oppose  it. 

\'ice  President  Ilov/ard  this  afternoon 
said  the  men  hire  would  probably  go  out 
within  twenty-lour  hours  unless  their 
demands  are  granted. 

VIOLATED  THE  RULES. 


COKE  STIE  KILLED 


The  Failure  of  the  Frick  Men  to  Come  Out 

Ended   the  Coke   Region 

Strike. 


No  Trains  Running  Over  the  Gieat  Northern 

in  the  West. 

Seattlk,  Wash.,  April   i6.— Despite 

the  statements  of  the    officials    that    the 

strike  on  the  Great   Northern    does    not 

extend  further  east  than  Minot,    N.    D„ 

the  leaders  herie  say  that  the  claims  of 
lames  Hogan  that  the  whole  system  is 
lied  up  are  correct. 

Rumors  are  afloat  among  '.he  strikers 
and  are  also  heard  among  the  Great 
Northern  officials  that  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific is  to  be  tied  up  on  Tuesday,  and 
that  before  next  week  every  road  west  of 
the  Missouri  river,  with  the  possible  ex- 
ception of  the  Union  Pacific,  will  receive 
the  same  fate. 

Word  was  received  from  Hogan,  at 
Butte,  that  Superintendent  Currier,  of 
the  Montana  Central,  had  started  in  a 
buggy  from  Helena  to  Great  Falls,  a  dis- 
tance of  100  miles.  He  also  instructed 
Secretary  Adams,  of  the  local  lodge,  to 
furnish  men  to  protect  the  company's 
property  here,  if  necessary,  and  Adams 
made  the  offer  to  Superintendent  Cope- 
land,  of  the  coast  lines,  but  no  disorder 
is  feared. 

The  mail  car  of  the  South  Westmin- 
ster «Nc  Vancouver  train  was  brought  out 
this  morning  to  leave  at  9:11,  but  the 
officials  refused  to  let  it  go  without  the 
passenger  cars  and  it  was  left  on  the 
track. 

The  strikers  then  took  out  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  cars  which  run  on  this  train 
and  transferred  them  to  the  Seattle,  Lake 
Shore  &  Eastern  tracks,  over  which  they 
went  to  Sumas,  connecting  there  with 
the  Canadian  Pacific.  The  strikers  have 
a  kindly  feeling  for  the  Canadian  Pacific 
because  it  formerly  submitted  a  dispute 
to  arbitration  of  its  own  engineers  and 
when  the  Great  Northern  car  cleaners 
were  reduced  to  $1  per  day  and  they 
struck  last  March,  the  Canadian  Pacific 
hired  two  of  them  at  $2  a  day  to  clean 
its  cars  running  on  the  coast  lines.  No 
trains  of  any  kind  have  left  Seattle  to- 
day over  the  Great  Northern. 


IT  WILL  BE   EXTENDED. 


The  Great  Northern  Strike  to  Reach  This  End 
of  the   Line. 

St.  Pall,  April  16.— Vice  President 
Howard,  of  the  American  Railway  union, 
arrived  in  the  city  today,  and  told  an 
Associated  Press  representative  that  the 
strike  on  the  Great  Northern  would  not 
be  extended  to  this  end  of  the  line  for  a 
day  or  two  yet.  Meetings  of  the  Railway 
unions  will  be  held  in  this  city  and 
Minneapolis  tonight  and  tomorrow  night, 
until  which  time  trains  will  continue  to 
run  at  this  end  of  the  line. 

Last  night's  train  went  only  as  far  as 
Crookston,  and  the  road  from  Grand 
Forks  west  to  the  coast  is  reported  tied 
up  completely.  The  triangular  nature 
of  the  contest,  as  mentioned  in  dispatch- 
es from  here  yesterday,  is  exciting  much 
comment  among  both  railroad  officials 
and  strikers.  It  is  considered  somewhat 
in  the  nature  of  a  fight  for  existence  on 
the  part  of  the    brotherhoods,    for  if  de- 


Engineers  and  Firemen  Have  Broken  the 
Brotherhood  Rules. 

Chicago,  April  16.— Chiet  P.  M. 
Arthur,  of  the  15rotherhood  of  Loco- 
motive Engineer:-,  and  Chief  Sargent,  of 
the  Firemen's  order,  passed  through 
Chicago  today,  the  former  en  route  to  St. 
Paul. 

"I  am  going  to  St.  Paul  to  investigate 
the  Great  Northern  strike,"  said  Chief 
Arthur.  "When  I  was  up  there  some 
weeks  ago  the  engineers  entered  into  a 
contract  with  the  company  which  was  a 
settlement  of  their  differences  with  the 
company.  The  strike,  in  so  far  as  the 
engineers  arc  engaged  in  it,  is  a  violation 
of  that  agreement  and  a  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  engineers'  brotherhood. 

"Some  of  the  engineers  have  struck, 
but  whether  the  ones  who  have  gone  out 
are  members  of  the  brotherhood  or  not  1 
don't  know.  If  they  are,  they  have  vio- 
lated the  rules  and  must  take  the  conSe- 
(juences.  My  object  in  going  to  St.  Paul 
is  to  meet  the  executive  of  the  engineers, 
the  chairman  of  which  telegraphed  for 
me  yesterday." 

"Will  you  order  the  engineers  who  are 
on  strike  to  return  to  work  if  they  are 
members  of  the  brotherhood?"  Mr. 
Arthur  was  asked. 

"I  can't  say  as  to  that.  Even  if  they 
should  return  to  work,  that  would  not 
save  them  from  the  consequences  of  vio- 
lating the  rules  of  the  brotherhood." 

Chief  Sargent  said  the  firemen  on  the 
road  who  have  quit  work  also  violated 
the  rules  of  their  organization  and  will 
receive  no  aid  or  comfort  Irom  the  order. 
Chief  Sargent  is  not  going  to  St.  Paul, 
but  to  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  local  lodge  of  firemen 
there.  

THE  ST.   CLOUD   MEN. 


A  Strike  Very    Probable    Inside  of    Twelve 
Hours. 

St.  Paul,  April  16.— A  St.  Cloud  spe- 
cial to  the  Dispatch  says:  The  Great 
Northern  men  met  again  today,  expect- 
ing to  hear  President  Debs  but  he  had 
not  arrived  up  to  noon  and  they  ad- 
journed till  tonight.  The  men  will  only 
say  that  a  strike  is  very  probable  inside 
of  twelve  hours. 

The  shopmen  were  expected  to  quit 
work  and  participate  in  today's  meeting, 
but  did  not  do  so.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  excitement  among  the  railroad  men. 
The  men  are  all  out  west  of  Barnesville. 
No  action  will  be  taken  by  the  men  here 
until  tonight. 

V^ice  President  Howard,  of  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  union,  denies  that  there  is 
any  opposition  between  the  union  and 
the  brotherhoods. 

THE  NEW  PATENT  BILL. 


Provision  for  the  Protection  of  Innocent  Pur- 
chasers of  Patents. 

Washington,  April  16.— The  bill 
amending  the  patent  laws  in  various 
particulars  recently  agreed  on  by  a  sub- 
committee of  the  house  committee  on 
patents  has  been  printed.  The  expecta- 
tion now  is  that  it  will  be  laid  before  the 
full  committee  at  its  next  meeting  and 
speedy  action  is  hoped  for  by  the  friends 
of  the  bill. 

The  measure  contains  provisions  for 
the  protection  of  innocent  purchasers  ot 
patents  and  limits  to  oue  year  the  time 
within  which  applications  for  patents  on 
articles  already  patented  abroad  must  be 
made  in  this  country.

Strikers  So    Discouraged  That  They   Are 

Ready  to  Go  to  Work  at  Any 

Time. 


Disturbance  Today  at   the  Wheeler  Works 

When  Women  Drove  the  Men  From 

the  Yards. 


CoNNKLi.svii.Li:,  Pa,  April  16.— The 
only  disturbance  in  the  Connellsville  re- 
gion today  was  at  the  Wheeler  works  of 
the  Cambria  Iron  company,  when  the 
women  drove  the  men  from  the  yards. 
No  one  was  hurt.  The  women  are  still 
on  the  grounds  and  declare  they  will  re- 
main there  till  midnight  in  order  to  keep 
the  plant  closed  down.  The  other  works 
in  the  region  are  generally  in  operation. 

The  leaders  of  the  strike  now  admit 
that  the  failure  of  the  Frick  men  to  come 
out  has  killed  the  strike.  The  strikers 
are  so  discouraged  that  they  are  ready 
to  go  to  work  at  any  time.  They  are 
only  waiting  for  the  strike  to  be  declared 
off.

CUT  THIS  OUT. 


Fire  Near  the  Roof  of  the  First  National  Bank 
Building  Today. 

There  was  a  fire  in  the  First  National 
bank  building  today  and  everybody  was 
nervous  for  awhile.  It  caught  in  the  rear 
of  the  building  between  the  roof  and 
ceiling  of  the  sixth  floor,  presumably 
from  the  telephone  wires.  The  depart- 
ment was  very  prompt,  arriving  in  just 
two  minutes  trom  the  time 
the  box  was  pulled.  The  chemical 
engine  hose  was  run  up  the  fire  escape 
and  a  couple  of  lengths  of  water  hose 
also  and  the  fire  was  squelched  in  a  few 
moments.  It  was  in  a  dangerous  place 
and  hard  to  get  at. 

The  quickness  with  which  the  depart- 
ment responded  was  freely  commented 
on.  In  five  or  six  moments  three  or  four 
hose  wagons,  two  or  three  chemicals, 
two  steamers  and  two  hook  and  ladder 
trucks  were  on  band. 


Burned  Down  Their  House. 
Dknvkk,  April  16— Louis  Plante,  for 
whom  detectives  are  here  to  take  back  to 
Toronto,  where  he  was  wanted  on  a 
charge  of  robbing  a  Chinaman  of  a  large 
sum  ot  money,  confessed  last  night  to  a 
News  reporter  that  he  and  Clara  Fred- 
ericks, the  woman  with  whom  he  has 
been  living,  burned  down  their  house  in 
this  city  some  time  ago  for  the  S7C00  in- 
surance. It  is  believed  Plante  owns  up 
to  this  crime  to  avoid  extradition.

DIED   IN   THE   LOCKUP. 


Excessive  Drink  Caused  the  Death  of  a  Well- 
Known  Explorer. 

William  McGill  was  taken  in  charge 
on  the  street  last  evening  while  suffering 
from  the  effects  of  drink  and  lodged  in 
the  police  station.

Boston,  April  i6.— First  Lieutenant 
H.  L.  Hawthorne,  U.  S.  A.  military  in- 
structor in  the  Massachusetts  institute 
of  technology,  is  in  high  dudgeon,  and 
has  applied  to  be  relieved  from  duty  as 
professor  of  military  science  and  sent 
back  to  his  regiment,  the  Fourth  ar- 
tillery. It  has  been  known  for  some 
time  that  there  was  trouble  in  the  in- 
stitute and  that  Lieutenant  Hawthorne 
refused  to  drill  the  students,  but  just 
what  the  trouble  was  has  just  come  out. 

In  the  battle  of  Wounded  Knee,  a  bul- 
let from  a  Sioux  rirte  drove  the  works  of 
Lieutenant  Hawthorne's  watch  far  into 
his  body.  The  wound  healed,  but  be- 
came troublesome,  and  finally  being  ad- 
vised to  seek  tirst  class  medical  aid,  the 
lieutenant  came  to  the  Massachusetts 
general  hospital.  The  operation  per- 
formed there  was  delicate,  but  was 
cessful,  the  surgeons  finding  one 
watch  wheels  near  the  spine. 

The  discovery  of  a  wheel  in  the  lieu- 
tenant's body  excited  the  risibilities  of 
the  students  whenever  the  matter  is  men- 
tioned, and  when  the  junior  class  men 
who  publish  the  Technique,  the  institute 
magazine,  made  the  lieutenant  the  sub- 
ject of  a  satire  he  hotly  resented  it  and 
asked  the  faculty  to  expel  the  editors. 
The  faculty  refused  to  do  so,  and  the 
lieutenant  asked  to  be  relieved. 

Some  of  the  boys  have  hinted  that  the 
officer's  technical' lectures  on  Hannibal, 
C;csar.  Napoleon  and  other  great  gen- 
erals and  their  wars  were  just  a  bit  ted- 
ious, so  in  the  last  number  of  the  Tech- 
nique, they  got  back  at  the  lieutenant  in 
a  mock  examination  paper,  '^  ^ 
questions  m  this  paper  was: 

"What  are  the  three   greatest 
of  history?" 

The  answer  to  this  was,  "Waterloo, 
Gettysburg  and  Wounded  Knee." 

Then  followed  kindred  questions,  ring- 
ing in  "Wounded  Knee"  at  the  end  of 
every  answer.  Wounded  Knee  was  con- 
spicuous all  through  the  paper,  but  the 
question  most  offensive  to  the  lieutenant

"If  a  lieutenant  in  the  regular  army 
should  have  a  watch  shot  into  him  what 
would  you  call  it,^  'Time  flies'  'or  a 
watch  on  the  spine?' "

or  less  personal  and  when  the  lieuten- 
ant's attention  was  called  to  the  paper 
be  took  the  matter  before  the  faculty.

HILL'S  NAME  WAS  HISSED. 

An  Audience  at  a  Single  Tax  Meeting  Hissed 
the  Senator. 

New  Yokk,  April  i6.— Senator  David

After  Mr.  Johnson  had  discussed 
single  tax  he  announced  that  he  would 
answer  questions,  and  a  man  in  the 
audience  wanted  to  know  by  what  right 
the  Ohio  congressman  came  to  New 
York  to  insult  "Dave"  Hill,  the  "greatest 
living  Democrat." 

Mr.  Johnson  had  no  opportunity  to  an- 
swer this  for  a  minute  or  two.  There 
were  hisses,  catcalls,  and  cries  of  "Hill  is 
a  traitor  to  the  Democratic  cause." 

When  quiet  was  restored  Mr.  Johnson 
said  he  would  answer  all  (juestions  that 
had  a  direct  bearing  on  the  case  and  the 
same  speaker  asked  if  Mr.  Hill  was  not 
all  right  in  opposing  the  income  tax.

Munich,  April  16.— Count  Adolphe 
Frederick  von  Schack,  the  well  known 
author  and  millionaire,  is  dead.  He  left 
his  immense  picture  gallery  to  Emperor 
William  on  condition  that  it  be  added  to 
the  Berlin  museum. 

Count  von  Schack  was  born  at  Bruse- 
wilz  near  Schwerin,  Mecklenburg,  on 
August  2,  1815.  In  earlv  life  he  was  a 
great  traveler  in  the  F.ast,  making  a 
study  "f  the  manners  and  customs  of  the 
people  of  Egypt,  Syria,  Turkey,  etc., 
and  also  pa>ing  particular  attention  to 
the  history  of  the  Moors.  Subsequently 
Count  von  Schack  wrote  a  number  of 
books  relating  to  the  Moors  and  Arabs, 
and  in  addition  several  tragedies  and 
dramas  were  the  outcome  of  his  histori- 
cal researches.

Montevideo,  April  16.— As  exclu- 
sively cabled  to  the  Associated  Press 
Saturday  afternoon,  the  rebellion  of  Ad- 
miral de  Mello  against  the  government 
of  President  Peixoto  has  completely  col- 
lapsed and  the  capture  of  the  rebel  ad- 
miral by  the  fleet  of  President  Peixoto  is 
looked  upon  here  as  being  only  a  ques- 
tion of  a  tew  hours. 

As  told  in  these  dispatches  on  Satur- 
day, Admiral  de  Mello,  after  sustaining 
a  severe  defeat  at  Rio  Grande  City,  los- 
ing from  400  to  500  men,  succeeded  in 
putting  to  sea  with  the  Kepublica  and 
transports,  and  attempted  to  make  a 
landing  in  the  department  of  Rocha, 
Uruguay,  intending  to  surrender  his 
whole  fprce  to  the  Uruguayan  authori- 
ties. Biit  at  the  last  moment  a  disagree- 
ment took  place  between  the  rebel  ad- 
miral and  Gen.  Salgado  and  the  latter, 
accompanied  bv  400  armed,  sick  and 
wounded  and  '  almost  starving  men, 
landed  upon  Uruguayan  territory  and 
tended  their  submission  to  the  autho- 
rities. . 

After  Gen.  Salgado  had  gone  ashore, 
Admiral  de  Mello  sent  an  offer  to  sur- 
render to  the  Uruguayan  authorities,  if 
the  latter  would  guarantee  not  to  sur- 
render him  to  the  government  of  Brazil. 
The  Uruguayan  officials  were  unable  to 
give  this  pledge  and,  consequently.  Ad- 
miral de  Mello  remained  on  board  the 
Republica.  That  warship  afterwards 
went  to  the  Province  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  according  to  a  report  received  here, 
and  attempted  to  make  a  landing,  but 
the  rebels  were  driven  back  to  their  boats 
by  the  forces  of  President  Peixoto  and 
the  whereabouts  of  the  Republica  is  now 
unknown. 

The  Brazilian  government  fleet,  after 
taking  possession  of  the  Aquidaban,  for- 
merly the  rebel  flagship,  at  Desterro,  is 
said  to  have  captured  that  city,  and  the 
state  of  Santa  Catharina  is  also  reported 
to  have  returned  to  its  allegiance.  These 
reports,  however,  lack  confirmation. 

THEY  WERE  REPULSED. 

Attempt  of  the  Rebels  to  Land  at  Rio  Grande 
Defeated. 

London,  April  16.— The  Brazilian 
minister  has  received  the  following  dis- 
patch from  Rio  Janeiro:  The  insurgents 
have  abandoned  all  their  remaining  ves- 
sels at  Parana  and  Santa  Catharina. 

The  attempt  of  the  insurgents  to  land 
at  Rio  Grande  City  was  defeated.  The 
rebels  lost  600  men  and  af teward  landed 
in  the  department  of  Rocha,  Uruguay, 
from  whence  Admiral  de  Mello  and  Gen. 
Salgado  went  south.  The  Uruguayan 
authorities  refused  to  allow  the  rebel 
ships  to  remain  where  they  had  anchored 
and  they  eventually  left  after  landing 
400  disarmed  men. 

The  insurgent  troops  were  moved  from 
the  shores  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  by  the 
insurgent  warship  Republica  and  by  the 
insurgent  transports. 


Treasury  Accounting  System. 

Washington,  April  16— Probably  no 
other  measure  except  the  tariff  will  be 
longer  debated  during  the  present  ses- 
sion than  the  bill  now  pending  to  reor- 
ganize the  accounting  systeni  iri  the 
treasurv  department.  The  bill  is  so 
radical  in  the  changes  it  proposes  that  it 
will  meet  with  a  great  deal  of  opposi- 
tion. It  has,  however,  the  approval  of 
all  the  members  of  the  commission.

Stirring  Scenes  Recalled   by  a  Meeting  With 
Hatfield. 

A  medium  sized,  well  dressed  man  of  the 
purely  blond  type  and  wearing  a  mustache 
which  was  almost  white  crossed  Fifth  ave- 
nue, at  Twenty-third  street.  New  York,  a 
few  days  aKo.  My  attention  was  attractetl 
to  hitn,  and  ns  I  realized  who  he  was  I  re- 
called the  time  when  he  was  the  most  talked 
about  man  who  ever  played  ba.seb<ill.  He 
was  John  Hatfield,  the  Kreat  out  fielder  of 
nearly  a  (juarter  of  a  century  aKO,  but  he 
lo»)ked  not  half  a  dozen  years  older  and 
stepped  with  scarcely  any  the  le.ss  agility 
than  he  did  away  back  in  the  years  just  fol- 
lowing the  close  of  the  civil  war. 

He  still  holds  the  offlcial  record  as  the 
long  distanct>  thrower  of  the  profession, 
which  he  made  Oct.  1."),  18T2,  at  the  Union 
grounds  in  Brooklyn  while  a  member  of  the 
Mutuals,  the  distance  being  133  yards,  1 
foot  and  1)4  inches.  The  late  Ed  William- 
son several  times  came  within  a  few  inches 
of  Hatfield's  throw,  but  never  quite  equaled 
it.  Ed  Crane  and  a  Southern  league  player 
of  last  s^son.  Twitchell,  are  reported  to 
have  beaten  Hatfield's  throw,  but  as  in  both 
cases  the  wind  was  an  important  aid  to  the 
throwers  neither  instauo|  can  go  on  record. 

Hatfield's  first  great  prominence  as  a  ball 
player  was  made,  I  believe,  in  the  sixties  at 
Cincinnati,  and  it  was  of  him  as  a  profe.s- 
sional  at  that  time  that  I  was  reminded 
when  I  saw  him  cros.sing  Fifth  avenue.  He 
was  the  subject  in  those  early  days  of  the 
game  of  the  greatest  local  excitement 
which  ever  arosp  over  a  game  of  ball. 

In  1867  or  1868  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Cincinnati  Red  Stockings,  which  in  18C9 
and  1870  made  such  an  unchallenged  record. 
That  season  the  Red  Stockings  had  a  local 


wno  joiT-s  ine  ivew  TorKs  aa  a  part  and 
parcel  of  that  club's  |7,50()  deal  with  the 
Washlngtons.  Meekin  has  wonderful  .'^peed. 
In  that  rest)ect  he  is  a  second  Rusie,  but  hia 
weakue.ss  has  been  a  lack  of  control.  Last 
year  he  gave  n»ore  bases  on  balls  than  any 
other  pitcher  iu  the  League.  His  friends 
claim  that  with  Ji  go(xl  team  like  the  New 
Yorks  to  back  him  he  will  work  his  way 
right  up  to  the  front  rank  among  the 
pitchers. 

Meekiri  is  not  a  very  young  man.  He  has 
been  pitching  since  the  eightieH.  His  home 
is  in  New  Albany,  Ind.,  where  his  father 
was  the  Republican  candidate  for  mayor 
this  spring.  He  pitched  his  first  prominent 
professional  games  for  the  Jiouisvilles  of 
the  American  H.Hsociation.  While  a  mem- 
ber of  this  team  he,  with  Catcher  Raymond, 
created  a  sen.sation  by  jumping  to  a  West- 
ern league  club,  but  the  affair  was  com- 
promised, and  he  Teturned  to  Louisville. 
lie  next  went  to  Washington,  where  he  did 
fairly  good  work  in  a  losing  team  last  year. 
His  work  will  be  closely  watched  this  sea- 
son.

rival  in  the  Buckeyes,  and  a  figlit  to  the 
finish  sprang  up  between  the  two  clubs.  A 
series  of  games  was  finally  arranged,  and  it 
was  understood  to  be  a  case  of  the  .s.irvival 
of  the  fitter.  The  vanquished  club  must  go 
to  the  wall. 

Then  it  was  that  George  and  Harry 
Wright  were  imported  from  the  east  to  help 
the  Red  Stockings  win  the  figlit,  and  tlint, 
by  the  way,  was  tha  fir.=<t  intro<Uiction  of 
real  professional  baseball  into  the  west. 

The  day  and  nicht  preceding  the  final 
struggle  t)etween  tiiose  two  Cincinnati 
clubs  are  still  remembered  by  many  res^i- 
dents  of  that  city.  Each  club  had  its  warm 
adherents,  and  partisan  spirit  ran  high. 
The  entire  population,  it  seemed,  had  taken 
one  side  or  the  other,  and  charges  of  treach- 
ery and  corruption  were  flying  around  the 
streets  as  thick  as  flies  in  August.  Hun- 
dreds of  "cranks"  did  not  go  to  bed  that 
night,  but  sat  up  or  stood  on  the  streets 
discussing  the  coming  coritest  until  the 
light  of  dawn  announced  the  arrival  of  the 
day  of  the  deciding  game.  The  exciting 
times  of  the  war,  but  recently  closed,  were 
well  remembered,  and  the  scenes  on  the 
streets  of  Cincinnati  that  night  were  aptly 
compared  to  the  excitement  which  pre- 
vailed when  it  was  known  that  some  great 
battle  was  in  progress,  and  men  in  their 
anxiety  stayed  up  till  morning  so  as  to  be 
on  hand  to  get  the  first  copies  of  the  news- 
papers as  they  came  from  the  press. 

And  the  newspapers  of  that  fateful  day 
of  the  great  game  between  the  Red  Stock- 
ings and  the  Buckeyes  came  out  early 
with  double  leaded  leaders  on  the  situation. 
Much  of  this  excitement  and  newspaper 
sensation  was  caused  by  a  well  circulated 
rumor  that  the  Buckeyes  had  "bought"  a 
certain  member  of  the  Red  Stockings,  who 
was  to  throw  the  game.  Similar  charges 
were  made  against  the  Red  Stockings  by 
the  Buckeyes  and  their  friends. 

The  result  was  cue  of  the  greatest  crowds 
ever  seen  on  a  ballfleld  in  the  west.  There 
existed  a  wild  desire  to  find  out  who  the 
suspected  player  was,  and  when  the  Red 
Stockings  took  the  field  with  Grant,  a  sub- 
stitute, in  the  position  which  the  great 
fielder  Hatfield  occupied  regularly,  the 
opinion  prevailed  that  Hatfield  was  the 
suspected  player.  As  it  happened,  a  fiy 
catch  of  a  very  difficult  ball  by  Grant  saved 
the  day  to  the  Red  Stockings  and  gave 
them  not  only  the  victory,  but  the  field  to 
themselves  for  the  next  two  years. 

Nothing  was  ever  proved  against  Hat- 
field  in  spite  of  his  unfair  treatment  in  that 
same.  After  the  excitement  died  out  pub- 
uc  feeling  turned  in  his  favor,  and  he  played 
several  subsequent  seasons  in  the  promi- 
nent teams  of  the  e&st,  during  all  of  which 
time  not  a  word  of  suspicion,  but  much  of 
praise,  was  spoken  of  him  as  a  ball  player. 

The  sight  of  Mr.  Hatfield  nearly  26  years 
later,  a  successful,  honored  business  man 
in  the  metropolis  of  the  land,  naturally  re- 
called that  period  of  two  days  and  a  night 
in  Cincinnati  when  he  was  the  victim  of 
the  unreasonable  suspicions  which  ever 
since  that  early  day  have  followed  baseball 
players. 

Pitchers  Y'oung  of  Cleveland  and  Rusie  of 
New  York  have  got  some  advertising  out 
of  their  spring  diversion  if  they  have  not 
added  to  their  prospective  incomes  for  the 
summer.  These  two  young  men,  forgetful 
of  business  depressions  and  hard  times, 
talked  lightly  about  offers  of  salaries  such 
P.S  judges  and  governors  of  the  states  thank- 
fully receive  and  ask  no  questions.

Men  Who  Uic  Knives  Are  Catching  it  From 
the  Juries. 
The  range  has  contributed  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  cases  on  the  criminal  cal- 
endar this  term,  and  most  of  them  are 
Finlanders,  who  bave  been  accused    of 

carving  their  fellow  citizens  with  knives. 
Four  of  them  have  been  found" guilty  of 
assault  in  the  second  degree  for  this 
offense  so  far. 

Gust  Hill  was  found  guilty  Saturday 
afternoon,  but  was  recommended  to  the 
mercy  of  the  court.  Frank  Brax  was 
also  found  guilty,  the  jury  taking  but  a 
short  time  to  find  the  verdict. 

John  Wick  was  placed  on  trial  this 
morning  for  assault  in  the  second 
degree.  He  is  also  a  carver  from  the 
range.  The  jury  was  sent  out  about 
10:30,  and  came  in  with  a  verdict  of 
guilty  before  a  jury  could  be  drawn  for 
the  next  case. 

Richard  Bowden  was  the  next  on  the 
docket.  He  is  accused  of  burglary  in 
the  third  degree  in  stealing  an  overcoat 
from  John  C.  McDougall  irom  the  hall 
of  his  residence,  at  18  West  Second 
street.  The  only  evidence  against  him 
is  that  he  was  found  with  the  overcoat 
on  and  could  not  give  a  satisfactory  ac- 
count of  this  circumstance.  The  state 
only  examined  two  witnesses,  John  Mc- 
Dougall and  Thomas  Hayden. 

The  defense  is  that  Bowden  was  at  the 
time  of  the  robbery,  7  o'clock  on  the 
evening  of  March  i,  having  a  high  old 
time  in  a  resort  on  St.  Croix  avenue,  and 
in  a  condition  that  would  preclude  any 
possibility  of  bis  having  brains  enough 
left  to  commit  a  burglary.  He  explains 
the  circumstance  of  his  having  the  coat 
in  his  possession  by  saying  that  he  traded 
with  a  friend  of  his.

Further  Delay  Criminal. 
.  The  Republicati  senators  will  not  aid 
the  prospects  of  their  party's  success  in 
the  next  elections  by  prolonging  the  de- 
bate on  the  tarifiE  question  and  thus  de- 
laying the  settlement  of  this  disturbing 
factor  in  the  business  situation.  They 
have  it  within  their  power  to  do  the 
country  a  real  service  by  limiting  the 
discussion,  so  far  as  their  side  cf  the  sen- 
ate is  concerned,  so  that  it  can  be  con- 
cluded before  May  I.  Not  one  vote  in 
the  senate  will  be  changed  by  the  debate 
that  has  begun,  and  the  people  generally 
will  not  change  the  views  they  now  en- 
tertain upon  the  tariff  question  by  rea- 
son of  any  speeches  which  the  august 
members  of  that  body  may  deliver. 
Then  why  talk  tor  weeks? 

The  business  world  is  now  in  a  slate 
of  uncertainty.  Great  enterprises  are 
hung  up,  awaiting  final  action  on  the 
tariff.  There  is  no  certainty  whether  the 
tariff  bill  will  pass  m  its  present  amend- 
ed form  or  whether  any  tariff  measure 
will  pass  at  this  session.  The  removal 
of  this  great  uncertainty,  which  has  clog- 
ged the  wheels  of  industry  and  checked 
every  form  of  enterprise  is  anxiously 
awaited  by  the  entire  country.  The  only 
barrier  to  a  prompt  settlement  of  the 
question  is  the  decision  of  the  Republi- 
can minority  in  the  senate  to  keep  up  an 
entirely  useless  debate.  In  his  last  fin- 
ancial review,  Henry  Clews  of 
New  York,  points  out  the 
doubt  surrounding  this  question 
is  the  most  influential  cause  of  the  pre- 
vailing dullness.  It  is  quite  uncertain 
whether  the  senate  will  accept  the  in- 
come tax  appendage  to  the  tariff;  and  it 
is  equally  doubtful  whether  the  house 
would  consent  to  the  elimination  of  that 
feature.  There  seems  to  be  little  chance 
of  the  senate  reaching  a  vote  on  the 
question  before  the  middle  of  May;  and 
after  that  there  is  likely  to  come  a  dila- 
tory dickering  between  the  two  houses. 
Moreover,  it  is  now  becoming  a  question 
among  congressmen  whether  even  the 
president  might  accept  the  bill,  provided 
it  came  to  him  with  the  income  tax 
clause  annexed.  It  thus  seems  possible 
that  this  measure  may  remain  unsettled 
until  the  beginning  or  middle  cf  June, 
and  there  is  no  judging  whether  in  the 
end  the  bill  will  be  defeated  or  enacted. 

This  uncertainty,  says  Mr.  Clews, 
brings  new  confusion  into  the  importing 
interest  and  the  whole  range  of  home  in- 
dustries. There  is  no  longer  any  suffic- 
ient basis  of  probability  to  warrant  the 
undertaking  of  extensive  operations  for 
the  fall  trade,  and  the  business  in  man- 
ufactured goods  mus;  be  continued  upon 
the  hand-to-mouth  scale  from  which 
trade  has  been  suffering  more  cr  less  for 
the  last  nine  months.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  how  far  piiblic  opinion  will  tolerate 
this  trifling  delay.  It  is  but  a  game  of 
politics,  and  largely  a  personal  one  at 
that.  The  people  know  how  to  speak  to 
their  representatives  when  their  patience 
has  been  too  long  trifled  with;  and  it  is 
for  them  to  say  whether  it  is  not  worth 
their  while  to  send  up  a  protest  to  the 
senate  that  will  bring  the  men  who  are 
jauntily  amusing  themselves  with  a 
game  of  party  policy  to  a  prompt  con- 
clusion. In  the  meantime  the  large  fin- 
ancial resources  centering  in  Wall 
street  are  kept  in  suspense;  plans  for 
new  enterprises  have  to  be  pigeon-holed 
until  these  legislative  triflers  are  through 
with  their  exhibition  of  factional  fencing; 
and  manufacturers  and  merchants  are 
kept  on  the  gridiron  of  doubt  waiting  for 
they  know  not  what. 

Mr.  Clews'  suggestion  that  the  people 
should  flood  the  senate  with  protests 
against  further  delay  in  reaching  a  final 
vote  is  a  good  one.  The  Republicans 
throughout  the  country  should  bring  all 
possible  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  sena- 
tors of  that  paity  to  secure  early  action. 
The  Republican  senators  should  be 
shown  that  further  delay  in  settling  the 
tariff  uncertainty  will  be  absolutely 
criminal.

An  Unwise  Manifesto. 

There  was  a  mild  sensation  at  the  ban- 
quet of  the  Hennepin  Democratic  leagi>e 
at  Minneapolis  last  Friday  night,  when 
one  Howe  Paige  iptroduced  a  resolution 
endorsing  the  action  ol  the  Minnesota 
State  Democratic  association  in  calling 
Democratic  senators  who  oppose  the 
Wilson  bill  Benedict. Arnolds.  It  aroused 
a  storm  of  protests,  not  only  against  the 
tenor  of  the  resolution,  but  against  the 
absolute  indecency  of  introducing  such  a 
matter  at  a  purely  social  gathering. 

F.  G.  Winston  said  he  did  not  think 
the  address  in  ciuestion  represented  the 
sentiment  of  the  Democratic  party  and 
if  they  had  skeletons  in  their  closet  they 
should  not  advertise  the  fact  to  the 
world.  Mr.  Winston  served  notice  that 
the  next  time  he  received  an  invitation 
to  a  banquet  of  the  Hennepin  Demo- 
cratic league  he  would  know  that  men 
with  an  idea  of  even  the  common  decen- 
cies of  a  social  gathering  were  to  be  per- 
mitted to  run  it.  In  a  year  C.  J.  Buell 
would  be  branding  Democrats  as  Bene- 
dict Arnolds  if  they  did  not  favor  the 
single  tax.  Despite  the  opposition  of 
Mr.  Winston  and  others  the  resolutions 
were  adopted. 

This  incident  shows  that  the  two 
officers  of  the  State  Democratic  associa- 
tion who  issued  the  diatribe  against  cer- 
tain senators  are  not  unanimously  en- 
dorsed by  their  party  and  that  they  have 
thrown  a  brand  of  dissension  into  the 
party  ranks.  The  longer  the  matter  is 
considered  the  more  unwise  does  their 
action  appear.  The  Democratic  party 
cannot  afford  to  indulge  in  internal 
fights  at  a  time  when  its  prospects  of 
future  success  are  so  dark.  This  ad- 
dress will  furnish  a  good  campaign 
document  for  the  Republicans,  and  it 
will  not  benefit  the  Democratic  party  in 
Minnesota  or  elsewhere  in  the  slightest 
degree.

Valuable    and  Important  Plant  to  Be   Added 
to  the  State  University. 

The^uilding  and  equipping  of  ore- 
testing  works  at  the  Minnesota  State 
university  this  summer  is  a  project  of  in- 
terest to  all  owners  of  mining  property 
throughout  the  Northwest.  Besides  be- 
ing a  great  help  to  the  students  of  min- 
ing and  metallurgy  at  the  university,  an 
arrangement  has  been  made  by  which 
any  one  may  have  an  oflicial  test  of 
ores  made  by  experts.  The  test  will 
show  what  process  of  extracting  the  ore 
will  give  the  least  waste  and  thus  be 
cheapest  for  handlmg  the  particular 
ore.  Not  more  than  half  a  dozen  in- 
stitutions in  this  country  have  these 
testing  works.  Thousands  of  dollars  are 
lost  by  mine  owners  who  have  not  had 
their  ores  properly  tested.  They  buy 
expensive  machinery  and  then  find  that 
some  other  process  of  handling  their 
ore  would  give  better  returns  at  less 
cost. 

DThe  high  sloping  bank  of  the  river  at 
the  university  is  a  most  favorable  loca- 
tion for  the  works,  as  the  force  of  gravity 
alone  will  carry  the  ores  through  the 
machineiy.  The  building  will  extend 
from  the  top  of  the  bank  down  to  the 
river,  with  a  50-foot  front  and  about  100 
feet  in  depth.  It  will  be  of  brick  or  stone 
and  will  cost  about  $5000.  This  money 
has  been  raised  by  citizens  interested  in 
the  enterprise.  The  following  committee 
was  inlluential  in  securing  the  subscrip- 
tions: E.  M.  Johnson,  George  H.  Warren, 
J.  R.  Thome.  P.  B.  McMillan  and  S.  C. 
Gale. 

The  legislature  appropriated  f6ooo  in 
i8()i  to  provide  the  necessary  machinery 
for  the  works,  and  Professor  Appleby 
will  leave  in  a  few  davs  for  Chicago  to 
arrange  for  this  machinery  before  the 
plans  for  the  building  are  finally  con- 
cluded. Among  the  numerous  processes 
by  which  the  ores  will  be  tested  may  be 
mentioned  the  stamping  and  concentra- 
tion, the  amalgamation,  the  chlorination 
and  lixiriation  processes.  .  When  the 
works  are  completed  two  terms  of  ore- 
testin?  will  be  required  of  the  students 
in  mining  and  metallurgy.  This  will 
place  our  raining  college  on  a  par  with 
any  in  the  country.

felt  that  the  order  was  too  severe.  They 
argued  that  even  though  many 
men  weri  enlisted  and  mus- 
tered just  before  the  inspection 
they  were  taken  on  their  merits  just  as 
enlistments  were  made  at  any  other  time 
more  remote  from  the  inspection  date. 
That  pood  material  only  was  sought  for 
and  the  men  came  in  with  the  same  obli- 
gation as  at  other  times.  These  con- 
siderations had  their  weight  and  the 
clause  reterred  to  has  been  revoked  by 
the  issuance  of  a  revoking  order.

They  Make  Rainy  Lake  in  a  Prairie  Schooner 
and  Tell  Their  Story. 
The  Ortonville  Herald-Star  prints  a 
breezy  letter  from  three  Ortonville 
argonauts  who  have  reached  Rainy 
lake.    They    are  Tom   Stratton,    Frank 

Wray  and  Theodore  Condit.  They  made 
the  trip  in  a  prairie  schooner  and  speak 
of  the  place  as  "the  devil's  own  town." 
Theodore  Condit,  the  writer  of  the  letter, 
says: 

"Do  I  advise  anyone  to  conae  here? 
No.  I  have  got  through  advising  people 
to  go  anywhere,  but  will  say  that  this  is 
going  to  be  a  roaring  camp  as  soon  as 
navigation  opens,  for  this  summer  at 
least.  It  is  no  place  for  tenderfeet,  but 
if  any  one  wants  to  see  a  red  hot  town,  I 
believe  it  will  be  here.  The  waters  of 
the  lake  are  full  of  fish  and  the  woods 
are  alive  with  game,  such  as  deer,  bear, 
moose  aad  caribou,  and  the  ducks 
and  geese  are  plenty  all  summer. 
Tliere  are  as  many  Indians  as  whites 
here,  and  birch  bark  canoes  are  no  novel- 
ty. There  is  no  question  as  to  the  exis- 
tence ot  gold  in  paying  quantities,  and  it 
is  very  widely  distributed.  Time  alone 
will  tell  what  the  outcome  will  be. 

"Jeff  Hildreth  has  started  work  on  the 
Little  American  mine,  and  the  stamp 
mill  is  in  Rat  Portage.  Canada,  waiting 
for  navigation  to  bring  it  here.  On  the 
whole  the  people  here  are  good  fellows, 
but  they  are  all  like  us,  come  here  to 
make  a  stake,  and  none  of  them  have 
any  ready  money. 

"There  are  just  fifteen  buildings  in  the 
town,  most  of  which  have  been  built 
since  we  came.  There  is  no  business 
here  at  present,  every  one  expecting  to 
do  a  lot  of  business  when  navigation 
opens.  There  is  one  small  sawmill  that 
is  run  by  a  wheezy,  asthmatical,  rheu- 
matic engine,  and  if  they  have  a  real 
good  run  they  turn  out  about  3000  feet  of 
very  poor  lumber  in  a  day.  There  are 
ten  saloons  and  more  whisky  than  gro- 
ceries."

NEW  ROUTE  TO  RAINY  UKE. 


Wil-on  Barrett  in  Part  VIII. 


A  Road  Proposed  From  the  Red  River  Valley 
to  the  Lake. 

Peter  Lofgren,  of  Stephen,  Minn.,  who 
is  in  Minneapolis,  is  one  of  a  committee 
representing  the  municipalities  of  Ste- 
phen and  Jadis  to  call  upon  James  J. 
Hill,  of  the  (ireat  Northern  road,  and  re- 
quest assistance  in  the  construction  of  a 
road  between  Jadis  and  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  the  intention  being  to  open  up 
this  route  as  a  thoroughtare  between 
Stephen,  on  the  Great  Northern,  and 
Rainy  Lake  City. 

The  two  towns  have  subscribed  $1000 
as  their  share  in  making  the  road,  and  a 
gang  of  fifteen  men  is  now  at  work  be- 
tween Jadis  and  Lake  of  the  Woods. 
This  route  will  be  as  short  as  any  when 
the  road  is  completed,  and  assistance  in 
building  it  is  expected  from  Mr.  Hill  on 
the  ground  that  it  will  result  in  bringing 
a  great  part  of  the  Rainy  lake  travel  to 
the  Great  Northern.  The  distance  from 
Stephen  to  the  steamboat  landing  on 
Lake  of  the  Woods  is  200  miles,  and  the 
remaining  distance  by  water  130  miles. 

There  is  now  a  good  road  between  Ste- 
phen and  Jadis,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
at  the  present  rate  of  construction  the 
remaining  section  will  be  finished  in 
three  weeks.  There  is  a  well  appointed 
stage  line  already  in  operation  and  good 
hotels  all  along  the  way.  The  stage  is 
run  by  John  Erickson,  and  the  2oo-mile 
run  is  made  in  two  days,  horses  being 
changed  every  twenty  miles.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  steamboat 
connections  and  the  intention  is  to  have 
the  new  route  in  operation  by  May  i.

Itasca  Lumber  Company  Says  it  Had  Authority 
From  Auditor  Braden. 
The  state  of  Minnesota  has    filed    two 
suits  against  the    Itasca    Lumber    com- 
pany to  recover    for  lumber    alleged    to 
have  been  illegally    cut    on    the    school 
lands.    One  action  is  to  recover  $10,500 
for  1,500,000  feet  cut  on  section    3,  town- 
I  ship  56,  range  26,  and  the  second  action 
is  to  recover  $64,000    for    S,ooo,oco    feet, 
alleged  to  have   been  cut    on  section  16, 
township  55,  range  22. 

In  their  answer  the  company  says  that 
they  had  the  authority  of  the  H.  C. 
Akeley  Lumber  company  and  that  they 
had  the  authority  of  an  agreement  with 
the  state  auditor,  W.  W.  Braden.  The 
amount  and  value  of  the  timber  is  also 
denied.

The  Sandusky  Fish  company,  which  con- 
sists of  all  the  firms  in  Sandusky  and 
vicinity,  has  decided  to  remove  its  entire 
business  to  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  on 
the  boundary  between  the  United  States 
and   Manitoba. 

Nine  car  loads  of  nets,  a  tug,  etc , 
were  shipped  to  Duluth  Friday  en  route 
to  the  point  str^ted.  On  this  lake  it  is 
stated  that  white  fish  and  sturgeon  exist 
in  great  quantitie?.  The  company  ex- 
pects to  catch  sufficient  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  trade,  and  when  the  rigorous 
northern  winter  sets  in  will  come  back 
to  Lake  Erie  and  go  to    work. 

It  is  stated  that  numerous  companies 
along  the  north  coast  of  Lake  Erie  will 
soon  follow.  Lake  Erie  supplies  nearly 
all  the  Northern  United  States  with 
fresh  water  fish,  but  excessive  netting 
for  several  years  back  has  almost  ruined 
the  business.

The  A.  Booth  Packing  company  is  to 
have  opposition  this  year  and  it  may 
prove  to  be  effective  competition.  M. 
F.  Kalmbach,  formerly  of  the  Northern 
Fresh  Fish  company,  which  was  pur- 
chased by  the  A.  Booth  company,  made 
a  contract  at  the  time  of  the  sale  not  to 
engage  in  the  fish  business  here  for  a 
term  of  five  years.  The  time  has  ex- 
pired and  he  is  again  in  it,  having  made 
contracts  with  owners  of  all  but  three  of 
the  forty  smacks  between  Duluth  and 
Port  Arthur.  Stone,  Ordean  &  Co.  will 
handle  the  fish.  A  good  deal  of  it  will 
be  salted,  but  considerable  will  be 
handle!  fresh. 

The  steamer  R.  G.  Stewart  has  been 
chartered  and  Capt.  Con  Flynnhas  gone 
to  Bay  City  to  get  her.  She  is  consider- 
ably smaller  than  the  Dixon.  The  gross 
tonnage  of  the  Dixon  is  329  42  and  of  the 
Stewart  197.59.  The  Dixon  is  147.2  feet 
long,  20.6  wide  and  9  deep  and  the 
Stewart,  too  feet  long,  23  feet  wide  and 
8.2  deep.  She  is  to  make  at  least  one 
trip  a  week  to  Port  Arthur. 

The  new  deal  is  said  to  have  been 
brought  about  by  the  dissatisfaction  of 
the  fishermen  with  the  rates  formerly 
paid  by  the  Booth  company  compared 
with  the  amount  it  received,  and  a  propo- 
sition to  cut  the  rate  this  year.

The  recent  fall  of  snow  put  a  dam- 
per on  the  shipments  as  the  dock  mana- 
ger would  not  unload  the  ore  into  the 
pockets  for  fear  it  would  freeze.  The 
snow  has  now  disappeared  and  in  all 
probability  ore  will  go  forward  at  a  lively 
rate.  The  Chandler  mine  at  Ely  had  on 
April  I,  259,724  tons  of  ore  in  the  stock 
piles.  It  is  expected  that  at  the  close  ot 
the  shipping  season  the  mine  will  be 
able  to  come  up  to  the  alloted  figure  of 
600,000  tons.

Some  of  the  residents  of  Lakeside  do 
not  like  the  way  m  which  the  residents 
of  the  East  End  climb  onto  the  Lakeside 
cars  instead  of  taking  the  regular 
Twenty-second  avenue  east  cars.  The 
latter  run  much  more  frequently  than  the 
former,  but,  along  towards  6  o'clock  thev 
are  almost  empty  while  the  Lakeside 
cars  are  so  densely  packed  that  they  are 
most  uncomfortable.  The  cause  of  all 
this  has  puzzled  the  minds  of  the 
Lakesiders  but  they  think  they  have  a 
solution. 

They  believe  the  East  End  people,  in 
many  cases,  board  their  cars  so  that  they 
may  escape  paying  fares.  The  cars  are 
so  packed  that  the  conductor  often  can- 
not get  through  before  they  reach 
Eighteenth  avenue  cast.  That  enables 
quite  a  numbei  to  get  off  without  paying 
their  nickels.  A  watch  was  kept  last 
evening  by  the  Lakesiders  with  the  re- 
sult that  three  men  who  live  in  the  East 
End  got  off  without  putting  up  their  fare 
and  it  was  not  the  conductor's  fault, 
either.

The  chamber  of  commerce  meet  ng 
tomorrow  morning  will  be  a  lively  one 
according  to  the  present  outlook.

Nothing  is  Known  of  the  Ultimate  Destin- 
ation of  the  Rebel  Admiral  and 
Gen.  Salgado.

Buenos  Ayres.  April  17.— The  re- 
mains of  the  Brazilian  rebel  fleet  com- 
manded by  Admiral  de  Melio,  which  ar- 
rived off  this  port  last  night,  are  the  sub- 
ject of  extensive  exchanges  of  tele- 
graphic messages  between  the  authori- 
ties of  this  place  and  the  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment, through  the  Brazilian  minister 
here. 

The  rebel  ships  are  the  Republica, 
Meteoro,  Iris.  Urano  and  Esperanze. 
They  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition 
and  the  rebels  on  board  of  them  are 
suffering  from  sickness,  wounds  and  lack 
of  proper  food  supplies.  Their  tempor- 
ary wants  have  been  supplied,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Brazilian  minister,  wh6 
has  received  advices  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro  saying  that  a  general  amnesty 
will  be  granted  to  the  insurgent  rank 
and  file,  and  that  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment will  pay  the  (luarantine  expenses 
of  the  ships  if  they 


SITUATION  AT  BLUEFIELDS. 

Nicaraguans   Jubilant   Over   Insults  to    the 
American  Flag. 

New  Orleans,  April  17.— The  steam- 
ship George  Scaly  arrived  yesterday 
from  Bluefields,  Nicaragua,  bringing 
news  to  April  12.  The  Picayune's  cor- 
respordent  wrote  on  April  6  that  a 
steamer  arrived  from  Greytown  bringing 
mail  advices  and  several  Nicaraguan 
passengers. 

Among  them  was  the  late  acting  gov- 
ernor of  Rama,  the  murderer  of  the 
American  a  short  time  ago.  As  soon  as 
it  was  known  he  was  in  town,  people 
began  to  congregate,  and  he  was  hastily 
placed  under  arrest  and  has  since  been 
conhned  in  the  police  station  for  safety. 
It  appears  that  he  escaped  from  Rama  to 
the  interior,  where  he  was  safe  beyond  a 
doubt.  He  will  doubtless  escape  now, 
unless  the  San  Francisco,  now  on  her 
way  here,  arrives  in  time  to  make  a  de- 
mand for  his  execution. 

Advices  v/ere  received  on  the  same 
steamer  from  the  president  to  the  United 
States  consul,  Hon.  S.  C.  Brace,  that  his 
exequator  had  been  revoked  and  for  him 
to  look  up  bis  official  books  and  papers 
and  await  further  orders.  The  invaders 
and  intriguers  were  jubilant  over  this 
additional  insult  to  the  flag  of  the 
United  States  and  openlv  boasted  that 
they  had  downed  Brace,  that  Americans 
must  submit  to  the  laws  ot  Nicaragua, 
and  that  Robert  Henry  Clark,  chiel  of 
the  Mosquito  Indians,  would  never  be 
allowed  to  resume  control  of  the  national 
affairs  at  Bluefields  or  the  Mosquito  re- 
servation. 

It  is  rumored  that  the  exequator  of  the 
British  consul,  Mr.  Bingham,  also  has 
been  revoked.  Owing  to  the  British 
consul's  action  while  here,  these  people 
do  not  believe  the  Nicaraguan  officers 
would  object  to  Mr.  Bmgham,  and  up  to 
this  moment  the  rumor  lacks  confirma- 
tion.

Consequently  the  Argentine  govern- 
ment, with  the  consent  of  the  rebel  lead- 
ers, is  now  superintending  the  delivery 
of  the  five  war  vessels  to  the  Brazilian 
minister,  which  will  have  been  accom- 
plished by  the  time  this  dispatch  reaches 
the  United  States.  The  crews  ot  the 
rebel  ships  are  being  disembarked  at 
the  lazaretto  here  and  will  be  cared  lor 
until  further  orders  are  received  from 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  It  is  believed  that  when 
the  men  and  ships  are  in  proper  condi- 
tion they  will  rejoin  the  Brazilian  vessels 
under  government  officers  and  return  to 
Rio  de  Janeiro. 

President  Peixoto's  government  has 
notified  the  government  of  Uruguav  that 
the  expenses  and  passage  money  home 
of  the  insurgents  who  landed  in  the  de- 
partment of  Rocha,  Uruguay,  will  be 
paid  by  the  Brazilian  government  and 
thjt  they  may  all,  with  the  exception  of 
the  leaders,  return  to  Brazil  with  no  tear 
of  being  severely  punished  for  the  part 
which  they  have    taken  in  the  rebellion. 

Nothing  seems  to  be  known  of  the  ul- 
timate destination  of  Admiral  de  Mello 
and  Gen.  Salgado,  though  it  is  believed 
that  the  former  will  take  the  earliest  op- 
portunity of  escaping  to  some  toreign 
country  where  he  can  hide  himself  for 
the  rest  of  his  life.  On  all  sides  the  ut- 
most contempt  is  expressed  for  Admiral 
de  Mello,  whose  desertion  of  Admiral  da 
Gama  is  looked  upon  as  being  a  piece  of 
cowardly  treachery,  which  event  the  ad- 
miral's most  intimate  supporters  con- 
demn. 

To  such  an  extent  does  this  feeling 
prevail  that  it  is  openly  stated  that  da 
Gama  proposes  to  seek  out  Admiral  de 
Mello  and  compel  him  to  meet  him  in 
mortal  combat.  Those  who  should  know 
Admiral  de  Mello  the  best  believe  he 
will  take  care  to  avoid  any  such  meet- 
ing. If  the  rebel  admiral  falls  into  the 
hands  of  President  Peixoto,  there  is  little 
doubt  that  he  will  be  promptly  tried  by 
court  martial  and  shot.

A  Norwegian  Sailor  Fatally  Stabbed  an  Eng- 
lish Seaman. 

New  York,  April  17.— Murder  on  the 
high  seas  is  the  charge  to  which  C.  Ped- 
ersen,  a  sailor  on  board  the  British  bark 
Duleep  Singh,  will  have  to  answer.  The 
Duleep  Singh  sailed  from  Pisagua  Nov. 
30,  with  a  cargo  of  nitrate  and  reached 
the  port  todav.  Her  crew  was  composed 
of  British  seamen,  except  Pedersen,  a 
Norwegian. 

The  latter  was  the  first  to  object  to 
persecution  by  h.s  fellows.  Feb.  17,  Sea- 
man Shields  engaged  in  a  fight  with  Ped- 
ersen and  was  getting  the  worst  of  it 
when  he  seized  a  bar  of  iron  and.  being 
joined  by  the  rest  of  the  crew,  had  Ped- 
ersen in  a  desperate  strait. 

The  Norwegian  thereupon  drew  aknife 
and  stabbed  Shields  twice  in  the  abdo- 
men, causing  death.  The  captain  and 
officers  with  difficulty  restrained  the 
crew  from  taking  summary  vengeance 
upon  Pedersen. 

WIRES  MUST  BE  BURIED. 


St.  Paul,  April  17. — The  decision  of 
the  Great  Northern  men  belonging  to 
the  American  Railway  union  at  St. 
Cloud,  last  night,  to  strike,  has  made  that 
the  eastern  point  of  the  tied-up  lines. 
That  means  that  4000  miles  of  the  lines 
of  the  Great  Northern  system  cannot  be 
operated  by  the  company  under  the  pres- 
ent conditions.  The  number  of  men  in- 
volved in  the  strike,  either  as  strikers  or 
having  been  thrown  out  by  the  strike, 
is  several  thousand,  the  exact  number 
not  being  now  obtainable. 

Vice  President  Howard,  of  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  union,  said  today  that  he 
was  waiting  to  see  what  the  company 
proposed  doing  before  permitting  tbe 
men  in  these  two  cities  to  go  out.  The 
meeting  at  Minneapolis  last  night  de- 
cided to  strike  when  Howard  declared 
the  time  most  opportune.  That  gentle- 
man says  he  is  now  advised  as  to  every 
move  ot  the  company  and  a  strike  here 
now  would  interfere  with  this  prompt 
knowledge.  The  union  is  anxious  to  see 
what  the  brotherhoods  are  going  to  do 
as  well  as  watching  the  railroad. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  by  the 
company  to  resume  business  on  the  tied- 
up  part  of  the  system,  except  in  a  few 
instances.  In  those  cases  the  strikers 
prevented  them  making  up  trains  but 
offered  no  violence  to  the  men  at  work. 
The  union  insists  that  the  company  is 
trying  to  secure  men  in  Chicago  to  fill 
strikers' placts  l^ut  this  is  not  admitted 
by  the  officials,  who  say  they  are  saving 
money  while  the  road  is  not  running. 

After  a  conference  today  the  officials 
gave  out  the  statement  that  there  was 
nothing  new  in  the  situation.  Chief 
Arthur,  who  arrived  today  will  probably 
confer  with  President  Hill  in  the  course 
of  the  afternoon,  but  he  spent  the  morn- 
ing in  conference  with  local  brotherhood 
men  and  refused  to  be  interviewed. 


Boston  Aldermen  Determined  to  Put  an  End  to 
Overhead  Wires. 

Boston,  April  17.— The  West  End 
street  railway  was  formally  notified  of  an 
order  passed  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
to  remove  all  the  feed  and  return  wires 
of  the  overhead  trolley  system  in  the 
crowded  parts  of  the  city  and  place  them 
under  ground.  The  road  is  given  until 
Nov.  IS  next  to  complete  the  work. 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  com- 
pany, the  New  England  Telegraph  and 
Telephone  company  and  the  Boston 
Electric  company  have  also  been  or- 
dered to  place  their  wires  under  ground 
in  certain  sections  ot  the  city.

Pennsylvania  Coke  Strikers  Act  in  a  Riotous 
Manner. 

CoNNELLSViLLE,  Pa.,  April  17.— The 
scenes  around  the  Wheeler  and  Morrell 
works  last  night  revived  memories  of  the 
riotous  proceedings  when  the  strike  was 
inaugurated.  Mobs  of  strikers  marched 
up  and  down  the  roads  between  the  two 
plants,  and  the  houses  of  those  who  went 
to  work  yesterday  were  besieged  by 
hordes  of  Huns  and  Slavs. 

Fires  were  built  and  watch  kept  up  all 
nighL  The  besieged  workmen  were 
frightened  almost  to  death.  Many  of 
them  offered  to  surrender  and  join  the 
strikers,  but  their  wives  and  families  dis- 
suaded them  from  this  action. 

A  large  body  of  deputies  arrived  today 
and  will  guard  the  worksas  long  as  there 
is  danger.  Engineer  Simmons  and 
Charger  Joseph  Ashoton,  who  were 
brutally  beaten  yesterday,  are  in  a  criti- 
cal condition.  Their  assailants  will  be 
arrested  today. 

Despite  disorder  at  the  Wheeler  and 
Morrell  plants,  the  strike  is  over  and 
next  Saturday  will  see  the  entire  region 
at  work  under  the  Frick  scale.  The 
leaders  say  the  order  for  a  general  strike 
next  Saturday  will  not  be  observed  in 
the  coke  region,  as  no  aid  was  given  the 
cokers  in  the  last  strike.

Are  Employed. 

Minneapolis,  April  17.— A  Seattle, 
Wash.,  special  to  the  Journal  says:  An 
officer  of  the  American  Railway  union 
says  that  the  first  move  made  by  the 
Great  Northern  to  hire  non-union  men 
will  be  met  by  a  strike  on  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Canadian  Pacific  lines,  thus 
blocking  absolutely  all  traffic. 

Last  night  the  Northern  Pacific  men 
refused  to  move  Great  Northern  freight 
although  it  stands  in  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific yards  and  obstructs  business.  They 
declare  they  will  go  out  before  they  will 
move  that  freight. 

Specials  to  the  Journal  from  all  along 
the  Great  Northern  system  show  little 
change  in  the  actual  situation  except 
that  the  attitude  of  the  brotherhood  men 
is  more  favorable  to  the  American  Rail- 
way union  cause. 

At  St.  Cloud,  where  the  strike  was  or- 
dered at  midnight,  the  brotherhood  men, 
while  not  cjuitting,  refused  to  work  with 
non-union  men,  thus  showing  their  sym- 
pathy with  the  strike.  If  the  federated 
orders  maintain  this  position,  it  is  evi- 
dent they  will  be  forced  to  go  out  the 
moment  the  company  attempts  to  hire 
non-union  men. 

At  Spokane,  Wash.,  no  credence  is  put 
in  rumors  of  a  Northern  Pacific  strike. 
At  Barnesville  and  Fergus  Falls,  Minn., 
the  union  men  went  out  this  noon.  At 
Great  Falls,  Mont,  sheriff's  deputies  are 
guarding  the  company's  property. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Twin  City  Amer- 
ican Railway  union  and  those  through 
the  state  will  not  be  ordered  out  much 
before  Saturday.  The  union  is  not  so 
strong  in  Minnesota  as  in  Dakota  and 
Montana,  and  the  national  officers  are 
anxious  to  do  a  little  more  organizing 
before  calling  the  men  out. 

Mass  meetings  are  to  be  held  tonight 
in  St.  Paul,  tomorrow  night  in  St.  Cloud, 
Thursday  night  at  Duluih,  and  Friday 
night  at  Willmar.  By  that  time  Presi- 
dent Howard  expects  to  be  ready  for  the 
strike.  Last  night  116  men  were  taken 
into  the  local  union.  President  Debs  is 
still  in  hiding  and  American  Railway 
union  men  refuse  to  tell  where  he  is. 

The  Associated  Press  representative 
at  St.  Cloud  telegraphs  that  the  strike  is 
on  in  full  force  there,  but  that  a  few 
trains  have  been  allowed  to 
go  through  both  ways  today. 
After  3  o'clock  this  afteilioon  the 
strikers  announce  that  no  trains  will  be 
allowed  to  pass  in  either  direction.  Ad- 
vices to  the  Associated  Press  from  Breck- 
inridge are  to  the  same  effect,  the  tie-up 
having  begun  promptly  at  midnight. 
Wilniar  reports  an  enthusiastic  meeting 
in  support  of  the  strike. 

Death  of  an  Artist. 

London,  April  17.-— A  dispatch  from 
San  Ramo,  Italy,  announces  the  death 
there  of  Mrs,  Lucy  Rossetii,  a  well 
known  English  artist,  the  wife  of  Wil- 
liam Micha.'l  Rossetti.  She  was  the 
elder  daughter  of  Ford  Maddox  Brown, 
the  painter,  Mrs,  Rossetti  has  exhibited 
at  the  royal  academy.  Her  husband  is 
the  distinguished  critic  and  author.

If  the  Street  Railway  Management  Insists  on 
Cutting  Wages. 

Milwaukee,  April  17. — The  street 
railway  employes  of  the  city  who  are 
preparing  to  resist  a  cut  in  wages  on 
May  I  scored  a  point  today,  when  a  com- 
mittee from  the  men  waited  on  the  man- 
agement of  the  electric  lines  and  com- 
pelled them  to  desist  from  hiring  and 
breaking  in  new  motormen  and  con- 
ductors, under  threat  to  initiate  a  strike. 

The  men  at  the  same  time  notified  the 
railway  people  that  they  would  not  ac- 
cept a  cut  to  17  }i  cents  per  hour  which 
hey  had  been  notified  would  take  effect 
.Vlay  I.  The  present  indications  are  that 
a  big  strike  will  be  inaugurated  on  May 
1,  unless  the  railway  management  re- 
cedes from  the  present  determination  to 
cut  wages  at  that  time. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  men  last  night, 
which  650  attended,  a  motion  to  resist  a 
cut  by  striking  was  unanimously  carried. 
The  leaders  of  the  various  trade  arid 
labor  organizations  are  taking  a  band  in 
the  affairs  of  the  carmen  and  will  assia 
them,  should  they  be  forced  to  go  out. 

The  Denver  Squabble. 
Denver,  April' 17.— The  decree  of  the 
supreme  court  has  been  carried  into 
effect  and  Governor  Waite's  police  and 
fire  board  has  taken  peaceable  posses- 
sion. Hamilton  Armstrong  is  chief  of 
police  and  William  E.  Roberts  chief  of 
the  fire  department.  The  position  of 
chief  of  the  detective  department  has 
not  yet  been  filled.  Immediately  upon 
learning  the  opinion  of  the  supreme 
court,  Dennis  Mullins  resigned  from  the 
state  board  of  pardons  and  Mrs.  James 
B.  Belford  is  the  only  person  being  con- 
sidered for  the  position. 

A  Destructive  Explosion. 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  April  17.— There 
was  a  terrific  explosion  here  shortly 
after  midnight.  The  shock  shook  the 
city  like  an  earthquake  and  three  stores 
with  brick  fronts  on  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  Spring  and  Fifth  streets  were  en- 
tirely demolished.  As  far  as  can  be 
learned  nobody  was  hurt.  The  stores 
were  occupied  by  a  restaurant,  cigar 
factory  and  a  Japanese  curio  shop.  The 
cause  of  the  explosion  is  unknown.  The 
loss  will  probably  be  $5000. 

Exposition  in  Japan. 
Washingto.n,  April  17.— Japan  is  to 
have  an  exposition  in  1895  at  Hiogo,  the 
old  capital  ot  the  empire.  It  will  cover 
the  subjects  of  manufactures,  fine  arts, 
agriculture,  education  and  science,  water 
productions,  mines  and  mining  and  ma- 
chinery. Foreign  goods  may  be  ex- 
hibited for  purposes  of  comparison  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  exposition  will  be 
very  interesting  to  foreigners.

Lexington.  Ky.,  April  17. — Hon.  G.C. 
Lockhart,  of  Bourbon  county,  today  an- 
nounced that  he  would  not  be  a  candi- 
date for  congress  against  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge.

Chicago.  April  17.— Alarmed  at  the 
spread  of  smallpox,  the  city  authorities 
today  began  a  house  to  house  canvass  of 
infected  districts  in  search  of  persons 
stricken  with  the  disease.

to  the  pest  house  which  will  accommo- 
date fitly  patients. 

Of  the  thirty  cases  discovered  yester- 
day, only  a  few  were  removed  to  the  hos- 
pital. The  pl.^ce  is  crowded  to  suffocation, 
more  than  half  ot  the  paticntsbeing  com- 
pelled to  lie  on  the  floor.

Inside  of  the  shell  a  man  will  sit  and  steer.

Speaking  of  his  plan,  Culver  said:  "I 
think  that  my  scheme  Is  practicable.

It  could  be  brought  still 
lower,  but  the  pacemaker  cannot  go  any 
faster  than  that."

\Va.shington,  April  17.— There  was  a 
very  large  attendance  on  both  sides  of 
the  house,  when  the  house  met  today,  in 
anticipation  of  the  fight  over  the  adop- 
tion of  the  new  <)uorum  counting  rule, 
and  the  galleries  were  unuiually  well 
filled.  Without  a  single  preliminary  the 
house  plunged  into  the  contest.  In  order 
to  prevent  parliamentary  complications, 
Mr.  Catchings  from  the  committee  on 
rules  secured  recognition  before  the 
journal  was  read  and,  after  withdrawing 
the  rule  reported  from  that  committte 
last  Thursday,  he  immediately  presented 
the  report  agreed  upon  just  before  the 
house  convened.  The  report  was  read 
from  the  cferk's  desk  as  follows: 

"Amend  rule  15  by  inserting  between 
clauses  i  and  2  the  following  as  clause  2 
and  change  the  number  of  clause  2  to 
clause  3: 

"Upon  every  roll  call  and  before  the 
beginning  thereof  the  spe.nker  shall 
name  two  member?,  one  from  each  side 
of  the  pendii;g  question,  if  practicable, 
who  shall  take  their  places  at  the  clerk's 
desk  to  tell  the  names  of  at  least  enough 
members  who  are  in  the  hall  during  roll 
call  who  do  not  respond,  when  added  to 
those  responding  to  make  a  quorum.  If 
a  quorum  does  not  respond  .  on 
the  roll  Call,  then  the  names  of 
those  so  noted  as  present  shall 
be  reported  to  the  speaker,  who  shall 
cause  the  hit  to  be  called  from  the 
clerk's  desk  and  recorded  in  the  journal 
and  in  determining  the  presence  of  a 
quorum  to  do  business,  those  who  voted, 
those  who  answered  present  and  those 
s  •  reported  pie^ent  ihall  be  considered. 
Men.bers  noted  may,  when  their  names 
are  called,  record  their  votes  notwith- 
sttndingthe  provisions  of  clause  i  of 
ihis  lule. 

"Amend  clause  of  rule  8  by  adding  to 
this  the  following  words:  On  a  roll  call 
should  he  not  vote,  he  shall  answer  pre- 
sent,' so  as  to  read  every  member  shall 
be  present  within  the  hall  of  the  house 
during  its  sitting,  unless  excused  or 
necessarily  prevented  and  shall  vote  on 
each  question  pu:,  unless  he  has  a  direct 
personal  or  pecuniary  interest  in  the 
event  of  such  question  and  on  a  roll-call 
shall  he  not  vote,  he  shall  answer 
present." 

Mr.  Catchings  then  attempted  to  ar- 
rive at  an  agreement  about  the  limit  to 
be  set  to  the  debate  upon  the  proposed 
rule.  The  interest  on  the  floor  was  in- 
tense although  there  was  neither  confu- 
sion or  excitement. 

Mr.  Catchings  suggested  an  hour  and 
a  half  as  a  limn  for  the  debate,  but  Mr. 
Wells,  of  Wisconsin,  one  of  the  Demo- 
cratic opponents  of  any  quorum  counting 
rule,  objected  strenuously  to  such  a  brief 
opportunity  for  debate.  He  t!;ought, 
considering  the  great  importance  of  the 
(|ues:ion,  that  at  lea^t  a  day  should  be 
given.  When  Mr.  Catchings  shook  his 
head  at  this  he  appealed  to  thi  commit- 
tee on  rules  not  to  g  ig  Democrats  who 
did  not  agree  with  them. 

Mr.  Bynum  proposed  two  hours  on  a 
side  ami  Mr.  Mc.Millin  ex;  ressed  him- 
self in  oppo-sition  to  rushing  the  new  rule 
through  with  undue  haste.  He  wascjuite 
vehement  in  to.Tc  and  gesture. 

The  Republican  leaders,  Reed  and 
Burrows,  did  not  attempt  to  put  in  their 
oars.  They  watched  every  point,  how- 
ever, \i^ilantly.  Finally  Mr.  Catchings 
yie-lded  aiil  agreed  to  allow  two  hours 
debate  oh  a  side;  a  vote  to  be  taken  at  4 
o'clock. 

Everything  seemed  to  be  in  process  of 
peaceful  adjustment  before  the  request 
in  unanimous  consent,  by  which  such 
a^jjrc^mcn'.s  are  ma.'e  binding  on  the 
house,  was  submittt^d. 

Mr.  Burrows,  of  the  flepublicansof  the 
ruli-s  committee  offered  onbehali  of  hinr- 
self  and  Mr.  Reed  as  a  substitute  for  the 
jircprsf d  rule  the  quorum  countingjrule 
« f  the  Fifty-first  congress.  That  rule 
was  as  follows:  "On  the  demand  of  any 
i^ieraher,  or  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
speaker,  the  names  of  members  suffi- 
cient to  make  a  (['Jorum  in  the  hall  of  the 
I  ouse  who  do  not  vote  shall  be  noted  by 
t  le  cletk  and  recorded  in  the  journal  and 
reported  to  the  speaker  with  the  names 
o!  the  members  voting  and  be  counted 
iind  announced  in  determmin.^  the  pre- 
serce  of  a  cjuorum  to  do  business." 

The  speaker  then  submitted  the  rc- 
(jucM  tor  unanirnouii  consent  to  close  the 
dthate  at  4  o'clock.  To  the  great  sur- 
T  rise  of  all  Mr.  Wells,  of  Wisconsin,  ob- 
j  ctcd.  This  ended  the  attempt  to  reach 
ii  peaceful  agreement.  Mr.  Catchings 
;i  jpcaled  to  tbc  bouse  to  witness  the  fact 
I  at  he  had  made  an  honest  attempt  to 
;  rford  a  reasonable  opportunity  for  de- 
•  .lie. 

Later. — The  quorum  counting  rule  has 
I.  ;cn  adopted  by  the  house  by  a  vote  of 
■  2  to  47,  the  Republicans  voting  for  it.

ship.  Of  course  he  will  find  many  ready 
to  give  him  that  assurance  and  aid  in 
spending  the  money,  and  hence  he  will 
get  an  extremely  friendly  reception  from 
North  Dakota  politicians  this  summer. 
But  Nchemiah  G.  Ordway  will  not  be  the 
next  senator  from  North  Dakota,  although 
probably  an  abler  man  thaj:t  the  candi- 
date who  will  be  successful. 


Reed's  Rule  Vindicated. 
The  Democrats  will  probably  cease  to 
refer  to  ex-Speaker  Reed  as  "Czar" 
Reed,  on  account  of  the  rules  adopted  at 
his  suggestion  by  the  last  congress 
whereby  the  speaker  was  authorized  to 
count  members,  who  were  present  but 
did  not  vote,  in  order  to  make  a  quorum. 
This  effective  mode  of  dealing  with  fili- 
busters was  sustained  by  the  supreme 
court  so  far  as  its  constitutionality  was 
concerned,  and  no  sensible  man  will 
argue  that  it  was  unjust  in  the  slightest 
particular.  It  made  it  possible  for  the 
majority  to  rule— one  of  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  the  American  constitu- 
tion—and  deprived  a  minority  of  the  op- 
portunity of  defying  the  will  of  the  ma- 
jority. 

Frequently  during  the  session  of  con- 
gress the  necessity  of  such  a  rule  has 
been  apparent,  and  although  the  Demo- 
crats vigorously  denounced  it  in  the  pre- 
vious congress,  merely  because  it  was  in- 
troduced by  the  Republicans,  they  have 
finally  concluded  that  it  is  a  very  good 
rule  after  all.  They  have  found  it  im- 
possible to  transact  the  business  of  con- 
gress without  applying  some  method  of 
crushing  out  the  filibusters,  and  at  last, 
much  against  their  desire,  have  been 
forced  to  propose  a  quorum  counting 
rule  that  differs  in  no  essential  feature 
from  the  rule  of  "Czar"  Reed.  The  new 
rule  provides  for  ascertaining  a  quorum 
by  counting  members  present  and  not 
voting  and  also  for  fining  members  ^tho 
absent  themselves  from  the  house  with- 
out leave. 

This  was  the  decision   of    the    Demo- 
cratic caucus,  and  while  the  vindication 
of  the  "Reed  rules"  by    such    a   caucus 
ought,  i4  the  opinion  of    many    persons, 
to  have  been  more  speedy,  the  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  the  New  York  Tri- 
bune says  that  many  other   persons  who 
have  been  close  observers    of    the    per- 
formances of  the  Democrats  in  congress 
will  be  surprised  to  find  that  it  has  come 
so  soon.    It  has    been    wrenched    from 
them  by  hard,  unpitying   circutr stances. 
The  new  rule    may    differ   in   phrasing 
from  the  Reed  rule,  but  whatever  differ- 
ence there  may    be  in    the    methods   of 
reaching  the  result,  the  result  will  be  the 
sime,  and  the    Democratic    majority  in 
the  house  of  representatives  in   i8g4  will 
occupy  the  same   ground  that    the    Re- 
publican majority  in  that    body    held  in 
iSqo.    After  abusing    ex-Speaker    Reed 
for  four  years,    they    reluctantly    admit 
that  he  was  right. 


One  Thing  at  a  Time. 

The  Chicago  Times  says  that  "the  duty 
next  confronting  the  Democratic  party 
in  congress  is  fulfillment  of  the  pledge 
to  repeal  the  lo  per  cent  tax  upon  state 
bank  circulation."  This  wouUi  be  true, 
had  the  Democratic  party  in  congress 
fulfilled  its  first  pledge,  that  of  revising 
the  tariff.  Before  starting  to  repeal  the 
state  bank  t^x,  the  party  should  com- 
plete its  record  on  the  tariff  question, 
either  by  passing  the  measure  now  be- 
fore the  senate,  by  amending  it  or  by 
killing  it  altogether.  The  Democratic 
party  has  a  majority  in  the  senate  and  it 
has  it  within  its  power  to  force  a  vote 
upon  the  tariff  bill  at  an  early  date. 

The  country  is  suffering  from  the  un- 
certainty attending  probable  tariff  legis- 
lation. No  one  knows  what  will  be  the 
result  on  the  tariff  question.  The  uncer- 
tainty checks  all  forms  of  enterprise  and 
retards  recovery  from  the  financial  and 
commercial  depression.  The  Demo- 
cratic party,  by  its  representatives  in 
congress,  can  win  a  considerable  degree 
of  popular  favor  by  ending  this  uncer- 
tainty. Matters  have  reached  such  a 
stage  that  business  men  generally  care 
less  about  the  character  of  the  tariff  bill 
that  may  be  passed  than  they  do  about 
an  immediate  decision  that  will  remove 
the  uncertainty  that  has  clogged  the 
wheels  of  industry. 

Let  the  Democrats  in  the  senate  hasten 
a  final  decision  on  this  question  and  they 
will  earn  the  gratitude  of  the  business 
world.  Democrats  everywhere  should 
work  to  this  end,  and  they  should  like- 
wise insist  that  the  state  bank  tax  and 
other  questions  be  left  alone  until  the 
tariff  debate  has  been  closed  and  the 
final  vote  taken.

After  a  year's  intermission.  The  Her- 
ald is  once  more  the  otlftcial  paper  of  the 
city  of  Dulutb,  for  the  honorable  mem- 
bers of  the  common  council  have  so  de- 
creed it.    A  resolution    designating  The 
Herald    as    such    and    authorizing    the 
proper  city  officials  to  enter  into    a  con- 
tract   with    A,    C,  Weiss.  The  Herald's 
business  manager,  was  met  by  an  amend- 
ment to  postpone  the    awarding    of  the 
contract  for  one  week.    The  vote  stood 
S  nays  and  7  yeas,    Aldermen    Christen- 
son,    Evens,    Getty,     Harwood,    Lerch, 
Mitchell    and  Oie    votmg  affirmatively 
.^nd    Aldermen    Cox,    Goldsmith,  Hale, 
Nelsor,    Olafson,    Patterson,   Trevillion 
and  President  Howard  voting  negative- 
ly.   The  original  motion    then  prevailed 
by  a  vote  of  10  to  ^,  Aldermen  Cox,  Gold- 
smith, Hale,    Nelson,  Olafson,  Mitchell, 
Oie,  Patterson,  Trevillion  and   President 
Howard    being    opposed  by    Aldermen 
Christenson,  Evens,  Getty,  Harwood  and 
Lerch. 

At  the  session  of  the  city  fathers  all 
were  present  except  Alderman  French, 
who  was  again  absent. 

Mayor  Lewis'  appointment  of  Henry 
Woods,  as  poundmaster  for  the  West 
Duluth  district,  was  read  and  referred, 
as  also  were  the  appointments  of  Alder- 
dermen  Cox  and  Goldsmith  as  members 
of  the  board  of  health. 

City  Assessor  Wadhams  withdrew  the 
name  of  J.  O.  Hancock  whom  he  named 
last  week  as  a  deputy  assessor,  and  sub- 
mitted that  of  L.  Smith,  the  change  be- 
ing upon  the  request  of  Mr.  Hancock. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  re- 
ported that  the  department  now  employs 
114  men  and  that,  for  the  month  of 
March,  the  expenses  were  $7340.95. 

In  the  matter  of  the  protest  against 
the  Lakeside  water  service,  made  by  J. 
K.  Persons  et  al,  the  city  attorney  sub- 
mitted a  communication  in  which  he  said 
he  was  satisfied  that  the  water  out  in 
that  suburb  is  impure  and  unfit  for  pub- 
lic use.  He  further  recommended  that 
the  company  be  informed  as  to  the  pro- 
test and  at  the  same  time  be  notified  to 
remedy  all  faults.  Mr.-  Morris  also  re- 
commended that  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  proper  committee,  and  that  such 
committee  designate  a  time  and  place 
for  holding  an  investigation.  Referred. 
J.  H.  Robinson's  bond  as  buildiog  in- 
spector, in  the  sum  of  S7000,  with  Henry 
Wieland  and  C,  F.  Johnson  sureties,  was 
received  and  referred. 

J.  Julius  Jorgenson  informed  the  coun- 
cil tbat  he  is  a  man  with  a  family  and 
wants  to  be  poundmaster  at  West  Du- 
luth. 

Capt.  Bidwell,  of  Company  A,  and 
Capt.  Emil  Resche,  of  Company  C,  M. 
N.  G.,  informed  the  city  fathers  that  the 
soldier  boy  business  is  on  the  'ooom,  as  it 
were,  and  wound  up  with  a  play  for 
suitable  quarters  for  an  armory  and  drill 
room. 

A  communication  from  the  board  of 
public  works  named  D.  R.  Reed  for  city 
engineer  and  A.  M.  Kilgore  for  clerk  of 
the  board  and  recommended  that  the 
monthly  salaries  be  fixed  as  follows:  One 
office  assistant  in  city  engineer's  office, 
$125;  one  assistant  field  engineer,  $100; 
one  surveyor,  $100;  one  engineer  in 
charge  of  city  contract  work,  $100;  ore 
transit  man,  $65;  one  rodman,  S45;  one 
bookkeeper,  S75;  one  stenographer,  $20; 
one  street  commissioner,  $75;  four  street 
commissioners,  $60;  one  stenographer, 
$20;  one  clerk  of  the  board  of  public 
works,  gioo;  one  stenographer  for  the 
board,  $55. 

When  the  council  came  to  it  later  the 
salaries  were  fixed  as  follows:  Office  as- 
sistant, $1200  a  year;  assistant  field  en- 
gineer, S1200;  surveyor,  $1200;  engineer 
in  charge  of  construction  work,  J 1200; 
transit  man,  $65  a  month;  rodman,  $45; 
bookkeeper,  $75;  clerk  ot  the  board  of 
public  works,  $1000  a  year; stenographer, 
$65  a  month;  street  commissioner,  $70  a 
month.  While  they  were  at  it  the  alder- 
men fixed  the  city  clerk's  salary  at  $1200 
a  year.  A  motion  to  pay  the  mayor's 
private  clerk  S400  a  year  was  amended 
to  $6o<).  A  lot  ot  discussion  resulted  and 
both  amendment  and  original  motion 
was  lost,  leaving  the  salary  at  §600  as  it 
is  now. 

The  board  of  health  was  directed  to 
use  Railroad  street  west  of  Seventh 
avenue  west  for  a  garbage  dumping 
ground. 

A  resolution  designating  the  streets  to 
be  sprinkled  this  summer  was  passed. 
The  sum  of  8125  was  appropriated  for 
Memorial  day  expenses.  General  and 
fire  depaitment  bills  for  the  month  of 
March  were  passed. 

The  sanitary  sewer  system  planned  for 
the  Woodland  district  by  the  engineer- 
iiig  department  was  approved. 

The  offer  of  Fredin  &  Wilson  to  con- 
struct the  new  fire  hall  on  First  street 
and  take  city  orders  bearing  6  per  cent, 
and  running  one  and  two  years,  was  ac- 
cepted. That  firm  will  do  the  job  for 
$30,975,  outside  of  the  excavation,  and 
work  will  be  commenced  tomorrow. 

A  new  ordinance  was  substituted  for 
the    one    originally    introduced,    giving

Judge 
White  said  he  was  not  a  philosopher 
and  therefore  was  not  adapted  to  such 
work.

No  name  among  the  revolution- 
ary leaders  is  deserving  of  more  honor 
than   Paine's. 

Rev.  F.  C.  Southworth  thought  Paine 
over  estimated.  Washington  was  greater.

The  wonderful  success  of  George  Du 
Maurier's  novel  of  "Trilby,"  now  run- 
ning in  one  of  the  great  popular  maga- 
zines, suggests  anew  the  close  affinity 
whjch  now  exists  between  graphic  art 
and  literature.  Leaving  aside  Michael 
Angelo's  sonnets,  Leonardo's  treatises, 
and  various  professional  essays  and  lec- 
tures, the  artists  of  the  olden  time  jeem 
to  hive  found  little  time  or  inclination 
for  the  use  of  the  pen.  But  many  of 
their  modern  brethren  have  developed  a 
notable  versatility  in  this  re- 
gard, and  there  is  an  ever- 
increasing  sympathy  between  the 
the  allied  professions  of  art  and  letters. 
The  exquisite  paragraphs  and  pictures 
of  yv.  A.  Gibson  equally  illustrate  his 
subjects;  the  vivacious  narratives  of  the 
Pennells  are  as  enlightening  as  their 
clear-lined  etchings;  and  other  very  skil- 
ful men  of  art  have  added  in  like  manner 
to  their  resources  the  practice  of  litera- 
ture.

One  of  the  best  illustrations  of  this 
merging  of  sympathetic  professions  is 
seen  in  the  case  of  Frank  D.  Millet,  the 
versatile  artist,  author,  war-correspond- 
ent, linguist,  traveler  and  critic.

In  his  capacity  as  an 
ar-:ritic  he  was  a  member  of  the  jury  of 
fine  arts  ,it  the  Paris  exposition  of  1878. 
It  was  quite  befitting  tbat  such  a  cos- 
mopolitan scholar  should  receive,  as  he 
did,  the  appointment  of  director  of  de- 
corations at  the  World's  Columbian  fair, 
where  he  acquitted  himself  with  the 
greatest  possible  credit.  He  also  filled 
the  place  of  director  of  functions,  man- 
aging all  ceremonies  and  entertain- 
ments inside  the  grounds.  with 
their  flags  and  draperies, 

fireworks  and  illuminations,  and  other 
accessories.  What  Millet  did  not  know 
about  the  fair  was  hardly  worth  know- 
ing, and  no  writer  can  express  better 
than  he  those  wondertul scenes.  Whether 
as  a  student  of  art  in  a  Paris  atelier,  a 
rambler  among  the  consecrated  scenes 
of  England,  a  canoeman  sweeping  down 
the  blue  Danube  almost  to  the  Iron 
Gates,  a  Cossack-uniformed  observer  of 
battles  on  the  Bulgarian  plains,  a  tire- 
less constructor  of  4rt  dreams  at  Chi- 
cago, a  favorite  painter  in  fashionable 
New  York,  or  a  brilliant  annalist  of  the 
wonderful  fair,  whereof  he  was  such  an 
important  factor.  Millet  alwavs  puts  his 
whole  soul  into  his  work,  and  achieves 
marvels  of  success.

I  have  ffivmi  a  careful  consideration  and  ex- 
amination of  the  law  b«>ariuKnpon  the  i^nestion 
a#  to  whetlier  thi- county  i>f  St.  Louis  would 
have  to  pay  the  per  diora  and  mileage  to  be 
paid  to  the  jndtfo*  of  elections  for  carryinsr  the 
retnriis  to  the  ci>uuty  auditor's  otlice  iu  case  of 
city  t'lectious.  as  provi'Jed  by  Section  17)7  of 
Chapter  4  of  General  Laws  of  1>M.  Upon  lirst 
roaiiiiiir  said  section,  one  would  conie  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  the  county's  duty  to  pay 
these  espeu-C's.  Bat  upon  examination  of  sec- 
tion 158  of  same  chapter  and  coustruing  the  two 
sections  to»;ethor,  1  am  led  to  beliove  that  the 
loffislttture  did  not  intend  to  saddle  the^o  ex- 
penses in  the  case  of  city  elections,  upon  the 
county.

office. 

The  people  of  the  county  have  no  interest  in 
the  city  elections  as  a  whol".  conseqnenrly  if 
thfi  law  can  be  consistently  cocstruou  to  avoid 
the  county's  havim;  to  pay  these  expeost»8  they 
sht'Uld  be  so  coustraed.  hence  my  opinion  is 
tha:  you  should  uoc  pay  tiiese  bille.

Tdo  not  think  a  man  of  any  honor  or 
principle,"  continued  Russell,  "would  do 
as  you  have  done  with  my  application 
for  this  place." 

"What  have  I  done  that's  dishonor- 
able?" demanded  the  ex-mayor. 

"You  not  only  promised  me  that  posi- 
tion, but  I  find  that  you  promised  it  to 
three  or  four  other  parties." 

"I  have  done  no  such  thing,"  exclaimed 
Davis. 

"You're  a  d d  liar,"  shouted  Rus- 
sell. 
"You're  another,"  retorted  Davis. 
Thereupon  Russell  drew  back  his  fist 
and  landed  with  his  right  on  one  of  ex- 
Mayor  Davis'  mild  blue  optics.  Davis 
squared  himself  and  promptly  countered, 
delivering  a  body  blow  on  his  opponent. 
This  v/as  followed  with  a  lot  of  language 
that  would  not  look  well  in  print,  accom- 
panied by  sharp  in-fighting.  Next  came 
a  clinch.  First  one  contestant  and  then 
another  was  forced  against  the  ropes. 
Each  felt  for  the  other's  wind,  but  owing 
to  excitement  and  nervousness  no  physi- 
cal damage  was  done. 

R.  Murchison,  the  stenographer,yelled 
for  the  combatants  to  break  away  and 
shouted  wildly,  "Gentlemen,  the  marquis 
of  Gooseberry  rules  don't  alldw  clinching 
and  wrestling." 

The  tumbling  of  furniture  and  the 
shouts  of  battle  aroused  the  employes  in 
the  city  engineer's  office.  Col,  Lionel 
Ayers  pushed  his  massive  form  through 
the  door  and  Lieut.  Duffie's  was  close  at 
his  heels.  They  cried  "Foul:"  "Foul I" 
and  demanded  that  the  gladiators  break 
away.  No  attention  being  paid,  each 
seized  a  combatant,  tore  them  apart  and 
relieved  the  stenographer  from  the  peril 
of  the  fire  from  two  opposing  lines  of 
battle.

"Before  the  city  campaign  opened  I 
had  decided  not  to  aspire  for  an  appoint- 
ment, as  I  had  been  up  the  year  before 
for  city  clerk,  got  defeated,  and  had 
enougfi  of  politics.  Several  of  my  old 
friends  urged  me  to  try  for  the  clerkship 
of  the  board,  and  when  I  heard  that  the 
force  was  to  be  reduced  to  one  man,  I 
thought  I  could  do  the  work  if  1  could 
get  the  place,  so  I  called  upon  Davis 
and  spoke  to  him  about  the  matter.  He 
said:  'That's  all  right.  You  need  not 
bother  about  the  matter  at  all.  I  know 
what  you  can  do  and  I  want  you  there.  I 
will  do  all  I  can  to  keep  you  there.' 

"I  got  into  the  scramble  and  of  course 
wanted  to  win.  I  put  in  my  formal  ap- 
plication. Among  my  endorsements  was 
one  from  the  mayor  and  those  from  sev- 
eral of  the  aldermen.  All  along 
Davis  has  said  that  so  far  as  he  was 
concerned,  I  was  all  right,  but  lately  he 
said  that  he  was  afraid  Mr.  Swordling 
would  switch  off  to  K.  C.  Holliday.  Dur- 
ing all  the  campaign  and  before  it 
opened  particularly  I  stood  up  for  Davis. 
In  one  caucus  I  was  told  to  stop  such 
language  as  that  was  a  Republican 
meeting.  When  we  had  our  trouble  this 
morning  Davis  twitted  me  and  said: 

"  'Oh,  you're  sore  because  you've  lost 
your  job.* 

"I  said,  'It's  not  so  at  all.  It's  the  de- 
ception and  treatment  I  object  to.  I 
want  you  to  understand  that  you  can't 
make  a  monkey  of  me  without  being 
called  to  account.' 

"  'Oh,'  said  Davis,  'you  think  you  can 
run  the  board  of  public  works.  You 
can't  do  it.' 

"I  am  the  unfortunate  possessor  of  a 
hot  temper,"  continued  Mr.  Russell,  "and 
when  the  thought  of  my  treatment 
flashed  through  my  mind  I 
lost  my  self  control.  Of  course 
I  regret  it  and  should  prefer  to  have 
nothing  said  about  it.  But  I  don't  like 
to  be  deceived  so  basely  as  I've  been." 

Mr.  Davis  was  not  at  the  city  hall 
when  The  Herald  reporter  reached  there 
and  up  to  noon  he  had  put  in  no  appear- 
ance. Under  the  circumstances  his  side 
of  the  matter  could  not  be  learned. 

Others  complain  that  Mr.  Davis  made 
definite  promises  to  them.  W.  W. 
Davis  lip  to  last  .Saturday  fully  expected 
the  appointment.  Some  week:,  ago  he 
baybhcmtt  President  Davia  and  s,aid:

She  went  out  a  mile  and  a 
half,  when  Commodore  Inman  concluded 
it  would  take  too  long  to  make  the  trip 
with  the  Carrington,  and  she  came  back. 
The  ice  was  rotten,  but  tough.  The 
Record,  which  was  to  have  gone  with  the 
Eviston,  could  have  made  her  way  easily. 
The  Eviston  will  make  another  start  as 
soon  as  the  sea  goes  down  a  little. 

Jadam  Sworn  In. 
J.  Adam  Bede  appeared  before  Judge 
Nelson  at  St.  Paul  yesterday  in  the 
United  States  district  court  and  took  his 
oath  of  office  as  marshal  for  the  district 
of  Minnesota.  He  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court  his  bond  in  the  sum  of  S40,- 
coo,  William  Sauntry,  of  Stillwater,  and 
Edward  R.  Brown,  of  Duluth,  being 
sureties.  Ex-Marshal  Donahower  has 
turned  over  his  office  to  his  successor. 
Marshal  Bede  left  last  evening  for  Man- 
kato  to  take  charge  of  the  federal  court, 
which  opened  this  morning. 


The  Tower  Young   Man  Is  Answering 
Charge  ol  Manslaughter. 

Marco  Matakovick  was  on  trial  this 
morning  before  Judge  Lewis  on  a  charge 
of  manslaughter.  The  trial  was  com- 
menced yesterday  afternoon  and  will 
probably  last  until  tomorrow  night.  C. 
O.  Baldwin  is  defending  Matakovick,  as- 
sisted by  I.  Grettum,  of  Tower.  The 
prisoner  and  witnesses  are  all  Austrians 
and  testimony  is  taken  through  an  in- 
terpreter. 

The  murder  was  committed  Feb.  18  in 
Tower.      Matt    Vivoda,    the 
man,  was  with    a    crowd    of    Austrians 
drinking  beer  in  Matakovick's  house.   In 
the  evening  they  became    involved    in  a 

Suarrel  in  which  \'ivoda  was  knocked 
own.  He  left  the  house,  but  came  back 
afterwards  to  settle  the  difficulty.  He 
had  sonqe  trouble  with  the  elder  Mata- 
kovick and  in  the  scuttle  Marco,  the  son, 
struck  him  on  the  head  with  a  shovel. 

Vivoda  went  home  without  assistance 
but  died  the  next  day.  Marco,  who  did 
the  killing,  is  not  at  all  murderous  in  ap- 
pearance.   He  IS  about  18  years  old. 

The  defense  will  be  that  the  killing 
was  done  by  Marco  in  defense  of  his 
father.  Testimony  will  be  introduced  to 
show  that  Martin  Razman,  who  is  the 
only  man  that  saw  the  killing  besides  the 
elder  Matakevick,  and  who  is  the  state's 
principal  witness,  is  influenced  by  spite 
against  the  Matakovick  family.  Some 
thieatening  letters  will  be  introduced 
which  are  said  to  be  very  amusing. 

County  Attorney  Tear's  prosecutions 
have  been  very  successful  so  far.  Every 
case  has  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  guilty. 
Yesterday  Richard  Bowden  was  found 
guilty  of  burglary,  the  jury  returning  a 
verdict  in  a  few  minutes  after  being  sent 
out. 

Judge  Ensign  was  hearing  the  case  of 
John  M.  Williams  against  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Otis  W.  Saunders  this  morning.  The 
suit  is  for  giS.ooo  in  promissory  notes. 
The  defense  is  that  Mrs.  Saunders'  sig- 
nature to  the  notes  was  obtained  by 
fraud.  It  is  alleged  that  when  she  signed 
the  notes  she  was  suffering  from  a  tem- 
porary mental  aberration  which  resulted 
from  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever. 

Judge  Lewis  was  hearing  the  case  of 
W.  J.  Spain  against  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range.  Spain  was  hurt  on  the  road  some 
time  ago,  and  claims  that  the  officers 
settled  with  him  by  an  agreement  to  pay 
him  $50  a  month  until  he  became  able  to 
work.  He  says  that  the  payment  was 
stopped  last  September,  that  his  injuries 
are  permanent,  and  he  asks  for  $50  a 
month  for  the  rest  of  his  life  according 
to  the  mortality  tables. 

The  case  of  Joseph  Bamka  against  the 
Omaha  road  was  dismissed  on  plaintiff's 
motion. 

The  jury  in  the  case  of  P.  D.  Holland 
against  C.  A.  Peterson  et  al.  returned  a 
verdict  of  $549  76  for  Holland, 

The  case  ot  the  Sagar  Drug  company 
against  John  G.  Howard,  was  given  to 
the  jury  this  morning.

TRIED  TO   KILL  HIS  ENEMY. 

Exciting  Shooting  Affray  in  ex-President  Har- 
rison's Law  Office. 

Indianapolis,  April  17. — In  the  law 
office  of  Harrison,  Miller  &  Elam,  short- 
ly after  noon  today,  there  was  an  excit- 
ing shooting  affray.  Ex-President  Har- 
rison and  ex-Attorney  General  Miller 
are  the  senior  members  of  the  firm.  A 
conference  had  been  arranged  between 
William  B.  Copeland  and  William  H. 
Bruning,  rival  litigants  of  Madison,  Ind., 
and  their  attorneys,  at  the  office. 

Bruning,  his  attorney,  Hon.  A.  C.  Har- 
ris and  Fred  Winter,  a  member  of  the 
law  firm,  were  already  in  the  room  when 
Copeland  came  in  and  without  saying  a 
word,  drew  a  revolver  and  began  shoot- 
ing at  Bruning  whose  sworn  enemy  he 
was.  The  first  two  shots  struck  Mr. 
Harris  in  the  left  arm,  fracturing  the 
bone.  The  third  struck  Bruning  in  the 
cheek  near  the  mouth  inflicting  a  very 
dangerous  wound. 

W.H.  H.  Miller  ran  into  the  room  and 
attempted  to  seize  Copeland.  The  latter, 
maddened  by  the  interference,  tried  to 
shoot  the  ex-attorney  general  of  the 
United  States,  but  was  prevented.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  he  had  used  his 
weapon  as  a  club  and  had  beaten  Brun 
ing  frightfully  about  the  head  and  face. 
Men  in  the  adjoining  offices  rushed  in 
and  prevented  further  shooting. 

Copeland  was  arrested.  He  is  an  ex- 
member  of  the  legislature  from  Jefferson 
county.  Mr.  Harris  is  not  dangerously 
wounded  unless  complication  ensues.  He 
is  one  of  the  foremost  lawyers  of  the 
state  and  is  at  present  engaged  as  lead- 
ing counsel  for  the  defendants  in  the 
bank  conspiracy  cases.  He  is  also  an 
attorney  for  the  plaintififs  in  the  Iron  Hall 
receivership  case  and  was  once  defeated 
for  congress  by  Mr.  Bynum. 

Bruning  will  probably  recover. 
Several  suits  are  pending  between  him 
and  Copeland  and  very  bitter  feeling 
exists.  Copeland  had  evidently  come 
to  the  place  of  meeting  with  the  deliber- 
ate intention  of  killing  his  enemy.

CORURG,  April  i8.— The  gyaUicr  is 
splendid,  the  streets  are  tbr§  ;jd  with 
people  in  holiday  attire  and  ^  §ie  ac- 
commodation at  the  hotels,  ca^  gj>oard- 
ing  houses  and  private  hou?

JScured 
by  the  thousands  of  visitors  ^  Jius  to 
be  present  at  the  royal  wedd  .'S.  The 
royal  standard  of  Great  iJrita  •-  fi eat- 
ing over  the  ducal  palace,  a  n  all 
sides  are  to  be  seen  tlags,  flow.  juQt- 
ing,  triumphal  arches,  Venetit  »»nasts 
and  pictures  of  the  bride  a.t^imt\de- 
groom,  the  grand  duke  of  Hesse  and  the 
Princess  \'ictoria-Coburg. 

During  the  morning  the  band  cf  the 
First  Dragoon  regiment  played  under 
the  windows  of  the  apartment  which 
Q'Jeen  Victoria  occupies  in  the  palace, 

and  many  thousands  of  people  gathered 
upon  the  square  in  front  ot  the  palace  in 
order  to  hear  the  music  and  see  the  dis- 
tinguished personages  who  w^ere  recog- 
nized going  and  coming  from  the  ducal 
schloss. 

The  morning  was  mainly  devoted  to  a 
continuous  exchange  of  visits  between 
the  many  royal  personages  assembled  in 
this  city.  Queen  Victoria,  during  the 
afternoon,  accompanied  by  the  Princesses 
Alexandria  and  Beatrice  of  Coburg, 
drove  through  the  town  and  viewed  the 
decorations. 

In  view  of  the  great  number  of  peo- 
ple who  are  flocking  into  Coburg,  the 
greatest  precautions  bavc  been  taken  in 
order  to  prevent  a  possible  attempt  upon 
the  life  of  any  member  of  the  royal  fam- 
ilies. Consetjuently  the  town  is  full  of 
detectives  of  all  nations,  and  every  per- 
son falling  in  any  degree  under  sus- 
picion IS  carelully  watched  and  is  under 
surveillance  until  all  danger  of  an  at- 
tempt at  assassination  is  past.  All  hotel 
beepers  and  others  furnishing  board  and 
lodging  to  visitors  are  recjuired  to  fur- 
nish the  names  and  descriptions  of  their 
guests  to  the  local  authorities  and,  in  ad- 
dition, the  police  are  making  regular 
rounds  of  all  such  places  in  order  to  sat- 
isfy themselves  that  the  town  is  free 
from  anarchists. 

Especial  attention  is  being  paid  to  the 
safety  of  the  czarewitch,  who  is  consid- 
ered to  be  in  more  danger  than  any  other 
important  personage  now  present  at 
Cotiutg.  In  addition  to  his  bodyguard 
of  Russian  police,  the  czarewitch  has  at- 
tached to  his  person  some  of  the  most 
experienced  police  agents  in  Germany. 

The  queen  of  England,  in  addition  to 
the  special  English  policemen  who  have 
been  guarding  her  during  her  sojourn  at 
Florence,  Italy,  has  also  been  given  a 
guard  of  German  detectives,  although 
her  majesty  expressed  herself  as  being 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  police  escort 
which  she  has  been  accustotned  to. 

The  ducal  schloss  and  all  the  other 
buildings  in  whicb  members  of  royal  or 
imperial  families  are  quartered,  are 
guarded  night  and  day  by  uniformed 
police,  troops  and  detectives,  making  it 
almosc  impossible  for  an  anarchist  to  ap- 
proach dangerously  near  the  temporary 
habitations  of  the  distinguished   visitors. 

Particular  attention  is  also  being  paid 
to  the  safety  ot  Emperor  William  of 
Germany.  The  bodyguard  of  detectives 
who  accompanied  him  to  Abbazia,  Ven- 
ice, etc.,  will  follow  him  to  this  city  ai:d 
keep  constant  guard  over  his  imperial 
majesty.  The  prince  of  Wales  has  two 
British  detectives  attached  to  his  person 
and  he  claims  that  even  this  protection 
is  unnecessary.  But  in  spite  of  the 
prince's  unconcern,  a  detail  of  German 
police  will  watch  over  his  safety  while 
the  heir  apparent  of  the  throne  of  Great 
Britain  is  in  this  city. 

Imiuiries  made  in  police  circles  by  the 
Associated  Press  representative  show 
that  there  is  apparently  some  ground  to 
believe  that  these  elaborate  police  pre- 
cautions are  necessary,  for  it  is  stated 
upon  high  authority,  the  police  of  Co- 
burg and  Berlin  were  warned  some  time 
ago  that  an  anarchist  plot  was  in  exist- 
ence and  that  an  attempt  would  probably 
be  made  upon  the  life  of  Emperor  Wil- 
liam of  Germany.  The  Allgemeine 
Zeitung  seems  to  confirm  the  statement 
made  by  the  police  official,  as  it  states 
upon  the  authority  of  a  prominent  diplo- 
mat, that  an  attempt  was  to  have  been 
made  to  kill  Emperor  William  during 
the  latter's  stay  at  Venice. 

It  is  presumed  that  this  refers  to  the 
incident  at  Venice,  when  the  emperor 
declined  an  invitation  to  go  to  the  thea- 
ter on  Sunday,  claiming  that  he  never 
visited  such  places  of  entertainment  on 
the  Sabbath.  But  the  real  reason  of  the 
emperor's  relusal  to  go  to  the  theater 
was  said  to  have  been  the  discovery  of

THORN  IN  THE   PUBLIC  SIDE. 


San  Bernardino  People  Have  an  Elephant  on 
Their  Hands. 

San  Bernardino,  Cal.,  April  i8. — 
The  Second  Los  Angeles  regiment  of 
the  Commonweal  army,  eight  of  whose 
leaders  are  under  arrest  here,  is  proving 
a  thorn  in  the  public  side.  The  author- 
ities of  San  Bernardino  today  began  to 
break  up  the  army  and  prevent  its  mov- 
ing cast  from  here,  but  they  now  find 
that  their  hards  are  more  than  full. 

Yesterday  the  eight  leaders  under  ar- 
rest were  taken  from  the  county  jail  to 
Colton  to  plead  before  Justice  Bingham 
to  a  charge  of  attempting  to  defraud  the 
Southern  Pacific  railroad  out  of  fares. 
The  men,  eighty  in  number,  pleaded  not 
guilty. 

They  at  onre  made  preparations  to 
furnish  bail  with  the  intention  to  deliver 
inflammatory  speeches  but  were  pre- 
vented from  doing  so  by  the  district  at- 
torney, who  filed  complaints  charging 
them  with  inciting  riot. 

After  pleading  not  guilty  to  the  charge, 
each  one  demanded  a  separate  jury  trial 
and  proceeded  to  subpoena  every  mem- 
ber of  the  army  as  a  witness,  thereby 
hoping  to  get  all  of  their  comrades  a  30b 
at  $2  a  day  during  the  tri.il  cf  the  eight 
different  cases. 


PASSED  BY  THE  SENATE. 


The  Ouluth  and  Superior  Bridge  Bill  Passed 
Today  and  Now  Awaits  the  Presi- 
dent's Signature. 

Washington,  April  iS.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— Senator  Washburn  today 
called  up  and  succeeded  in  passing 
through  the  senate  the  bill  authorizing 
the  Duluth  and  Superior  Bridge  com- 
pany to  construct  a  bridge  over  the  St. 
Louis  river  from'  Connor's  to  Rice's 
Points.

New  York,  April  18.— Admiral  A.  E. 
K.  Benham,  retired,  lately  in  command 
of  the  United  States  fleet  in  Brazilian 
waters,  arrived  today  per  Red  D  line 
steamer  Philadelphia.  Admiral  Ben- 
ham is  in  fine  spirits.  He  said  the  re- 
beliion  in  Brazil  could  have  ended  in  no 
other  way,  as  the  recent  election  of 
Morres  was  a  death  blow  to  the  insur- 
gents' cause,  and  all  de  Mello  could 
hope  for  was  to  try  and  hold  out  until 
next  November  and  then  endeavor  to 
make  terms  with  the  new  government. 

Devoured  by  Bears. 
Salt  Lakk  City,  Utah,  April  18.— 
The  Tribune  has  received  a  letter  from 
Wyoming  saying  that  four  dead  bears 
have  been  found  in  Blowas  valley  near 
Gren  river.  Near  by  were  found  papers 
•and  part  of  the  clothing  of  a  man,  but  no 
body.  From  papers  found  the  name  of 
the  man  is  supposed  to  be  Fanjuahar- 
son.  He  is  supposed  to  have  encounter- 
ed a  den  of  bears  and  was  devoured 
after  a  desperate  struggle. 

Suffocated  by  Gas. 
Boston,  April  18. — Andrew  Scenta, 
aged  73,  and  wife,  Hannah,  aged 6g, were 
found  dead  in  bed  at  theirhome,  58  West- 
ville  street  today,  having  been  suffocated 
by  gas.  The  jet  in  the  room  was  found 
open  and  the  gas  escaping.  The  police 
are  inclined  to  regard  it  as  a  case  of  sui- 
cide. 

Arrested  as  a  Spy. 
Monaco,  April  18.— Gen.  Gcggio,  of 
the  Italian  army,  has  been  arrested  at 
Latusbie,  near  this  city,  charged  with 
being  a  spy.  Gen.  Goggio  is  said  to  have 
been  watching  the  maneuvers  of  the 
French  Alpine  troops.  Damaging  docu- 
ments, according  to  report,  were  found 
in  the  general's  possession.

Lebanon,  N.  Y.,  April  18. — Judge 
Smith  has  ordered  a  hearing  for  June  16 
to  determine  to  whom  the  rewards  be- 
long for  the  capture  of  Almy,  the  mur- 
derer of  Christy  Warden,  for  which  there 
are  five  claimants.

Judge  Sanborn    Issues  Orders   Enjoining 

Strikers  and  Others  From  Interfering 

With  Great  Northern  Trains. 


Nothing  Will  be  Left  Undone  to  Afford  Ade- 
quate Protection  to  the  Employes 
and  Property. 


The  Men  Ready  to  Move  Trains  and  Dis- 
charge Their  Duties  if  They  Are 
Protected. 


Hundreds  Want  Work,   But  the   Company 
Taking  No  Steps  to  Replace  the 
Present  Employes. 


St.  Paul,  April  iS.— The  Great  North- 
ern railway  is  showing  its  fighting  meth- 
ods to  be  much  the  same  as  in  the  cases 
of  such  roads  as  those  m  the  hands  of 
receivers.  On  Monday  informations 
were  sworn  out  which  will  be  filed  in 
each  United  States  district  court  in  its 
territory  asking  for  an  injunction  re- 
straining its  striking  employes  from  in 
any  manner  damaging  its  property, 
breaking  up  its  trains  or  in  any  manner 
interfering  with  the  business  of  the  rail- 
road, or  interfering  with  men  who  want 
to  continue  with  work,  or  who  may  be 
brought  in  to  take  the  place  of  the  strik- 
ers. 

This  will  be  taken  into  court  soon,  but 
the  exact  time  cannot  yet  be  learned. 
The  injunction  is  also  asked  for  on  the 
ground  that  the  strike  is  an  interference 
with  interstate  commerce.  This  action 
indicates  that  the  company  is  nearly 
ready  to  put  on  its  force  of  new  men  that 
have  been  hired. 

Later — In  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States  for  Minnesota  and  South 
Dakota,  Judge  Sanborn  has  issued  or- 
ders enjoining  strikers  and  all  other  per- 
sons from  interfering  by  force  or  threats 
or  intimidations  with  the  business  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  company  or 
with  its  property  or  employes,  and  the 
United  States  marshal  "sent  out  on  to- 
day's trains  large  forces  of  deputy  mar- 
shals to  serve  tke  orders. 

Nothing  will  be  left  undone  to  afiford 
adequate  protection  to  the  company's 
employes  and  its  property.  Trains  will 
be  moved  on  its  lines. 

The  company  claims  that  it  has  the 
assurances  01  the  men  m  the  different 
branches  of  its  service  that  they  are 
ready  to  move  trains  and  discharge  their 
duties  if  they  can  be  protected.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  interference  hithereto 
has  been  from  outsiders  and  discharged 
men.  The  company  has  received  offers 
from  hundreds  who  want  work,  but  has 
taken  no  steps  to  replace  the  men  in  its 
employ.  

INJUNCTION  IN  DAKOTA. 


Attempt  to  Run  a  Train  From  Fargo  to  Grand 
Forks. 

Minneapolis,  April  18.- -A  Fargo,  N. 
D.,  special  to  the  Journal  says  a  tempo- 
rary injunction  has  been  issued  by  Judge 
Sanborn  in  the  United  States  court,  re- 
turnable April  25,  restraining  the  strikers 
from  interfering  with  the  moving  of 
trains. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  run  a  train 
from  Fargo  to  Grand  Forks  under  the 
protection  of  a  posse  of  United  States 
marshals.  

DELAY  TO  THE  MAILS. 


Postal  Officials  Will  Adopt  Plans  to  Prevent 
Delay. 
Washington,  April  18.  —  Postal 
officials  are  determined  to  carry  into 
execution  every  reasonable  plan  that 
will  tend  to  overcome  the  delays  in   the 

mails  caused  by  the  strike  on  the  Great 
Northern  road. 

The  department  is  kept  advised  of 
every  development  in  the  strike.  As- 
sistant General  Superintendent  Neilson, 
of  the  railway  mail  service,  is  at  St.  Paul 
superintending  the  department  arrange- 
ments for  relieving  the  postal  delays. 

HOGAN   IS   INDIGNANT. 


Thinks  Brotherhood  Chiefs  Have  no  Right  to 
Interfere. 

Butte,  Mont.,  April  18. — The  situa- 
tion here  is  unchanged.  Director  James 
Hcgan  is  continuing  the  strike  at  this 
point  and  is  in  receipt  of  many  tele- 
grams from  various  towns  on  the  North- 
ern Pacific  endorsing  the  American 
union  and  condemning  the  action  of 
Chiefs  Brainard  and  Clark,  of  the  old 
railroad  organizations. 

The  company's  local  agent  met  Hogan 
and  produced  a  telegram  signed  by 
Clark,  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Train- 
men, and  Brainard,  chief  of  the  Order  of 
Railway  Conductors,  asking  the  strikers 
to  allow  the  difificulty  to  be  settled 
through  the  old  organizations.  Hogan 
replied  that  the  matter  would  be  adjust- 
ed by  the  railway  union  only  and  all 
other  organizations  would  be  ignored.

St.  Clouo,  Minn,  April  18.— Train

held  there  by  the  strikers,  not  yet  being 
able  to  reach  the  depot.

VVashingt(>n,  April  iS.— An  era  of 
business  is  rapidly  being  inaugurated  in 
the  house  of  representatives.  The  ijuor- 
umcoiinting  rule  has  been  the  tirst  step 
in  that  direction.  Further  steps  are  now 
contenaplated  by  which  absentees  will  be 
brought  to  an  end.  The  house  will  then 
have  a  system  by  which  members  can  be 
compelled  to  attend,  and  when  in  attend- 
ance can  be  counted  to  make   a  (luorum. 

It  will  be  the  most  stringent  system 
for  enforced  attendance  and  enforced 
voting  that  congress  has  ever  had,  the 
system  under  Mr.  Keed  having  lacked 
the  plan  of  withholding  the  pay  ot  ab- 
sent members.  It  is  believed  by  parlia- 
mentary authorities  that  the  new  system 
will  make  it  almost  out  of  the  question  to 
break  a  quorum,  and  that  the  house  from 
this  time  forward  will  always  be  ready  to 
do  business. 

The  judiciary  committee,  made  up  of 
the  leading  lawyers  of  the  house,  has 
presented  a  report  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
the  imperative  duty  ot  the  sergeant-at- 
arms  to  execute  the  old  law  for  the  de- 
duction of  pay  of  the  absent  members. 
This  report  supplements  the  recent  ac- 
tion of  the  Democratic  caucus,  instruct- 
ing the  sergeant-at-arms  to  execute  the 
law.  It  is  in  line  with  the  general  move- 
ment to  enforce  attendance  with  every 
law  and  rule  which  will  aid  in  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

The  report  of  the  judiciary  committee, 
after  reciting  the  old  law,  says:  "Under 
the  provisions  of  this  law  there  can  be 
no  (juestion  but  that  a  member  of  con- 
gress is  not  entitled  to  receive  pay  for 
any  day  when  he  is  absent  from  the 
house  unless  he  can  assign  as  the  reason 
for  his  absence  his  own  sickness  or  the 
sickness  of  some  member  of  his  family, 
and  it  is  purely  a  question  for  him  to 
consider  whether,  if  he  desires  to  attend 
to  his  personal  business,  it  will  be  worth 
more  to  him  than  his  daily  pay  or  salary 
as  a  member  of  congress,  or  if  he  chooses 
to  absent  himself  on  a  trip  for  pleasure, 
whether  he  prefers  that  or  to  draw  his 
per  diem  salary  or  the  amount  of  salary 
he  would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  if 
he  had  been  in  attendance  at  the  house." 

The  report  shows  how  the  failure  to 
"dock"  salaries  grew  up  during  the  war, 
when  many  members  were  officers  in  the 
army  and  were  necessarily  absent.  It 
proceeds:  "This  law  has  never  been  re- 
pealed, either  directly  or  by  implication, 
and  is  in  force  today,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee  it  is  the  dutv  of  the 
sergeant-at-arras  to  make  the  deduction 
required  by  this  act  from  the  salary  of 
each  member  at  the  time  he  draws  his 
pay.  It  may  in  many  cases  work  hard- 
ship, but  it  is  the  law,  and  as  long  as  it 
remains  on  the  statute  books  should  be 
enforced," 

The  substitute  resolutions  reported  by 
the  committee  recites  the  law  for  with- 
holding the  pay  of  absent  members  and 
adds:  "Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that 
the  sergeant-at-arms  strictly  observe  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  said  law  and 
report  to  the  house  monthly  his  proceed- 
ings thereunder  and  each  month  pay 
into  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  the 
sums  deducted  in  the  due  observance 
and  enforcement  of  the  law  as  declared 
in  said  section." 

Sergeant-at-Arms  Snow  is  back  alter 
an  absence  of  some  time,  and  is  in  con- 
sultation with  members  of  the  judiciary 
committee  as  to  the  method  in  which  the 
law  will  be  executed,  and  the  "docking" 
system  reinaugurated. 

Mining  Camp  Burned. 

Prescott,  Ariz.,  April  i8. — Jerome, 
the  largest  mining  camp  in  Arizona,  was 
entirely  destroyed  by  fire  yesterday.  All 
the  business  houses  are  gone  including 
the  records  and  property  of  the  post 
office.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  $50,000, 
with  a  very  little   insurance.

AS  TO  BRECKINRIDGE'S  CASE. 


Congress  is   Not   Likely  to  Take  Any  Action 
Whatever. 

Wa.shington,  April  18.— The  feeling 
among  leading  members  of  the  house  of 
representatives  is  that  no  action  should 
be  taken  concerning  the  Breckinridge 
scandal.  As  yet  none  of  the  petitions  or 
resolutions  asking  for  Mr.  Breckinridge's 
expulsion  have  reached  the  house.  When 
they  come  they  will  take  the  usual  course 
and  are  not  likely  to  get  further  recogni- 
tion than  having  the  caption  read  to  the 
house  and  then  going  to  swell  the  tons  of 
accumulated  petitions. 

There  is  some  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  veterans  of  the  house  as  to 
the  right  to  pass  questions  of  morality 
affecting  a  member.  One  of  the  best 
lawyers  in  the  house  said  the  constitu- 
tion gave  ample  authority.  He  cited  the 
gase  of  Brooks,  who  was  expelled  from 
congress  for  assaulting  Charles  Sumner 
with  a  cane. 

According  to  another  authority  any 
wrong  doing  was  to  oe  passed  upon  by  a 
member's  constituents.  So  far  as  con- 
gress was  concerned,  it  was  obliged  to 
accept  the  certificate  ot  a  member's  elec- 
tion without  going  back  of  the  returns 
and  investigating  his  private  character. 

But  the  burden  of  congressional 
opinion  is  against  this  view.  A  case  in 
the  Fourth  congress  is  cited  in  which 
Representative  Lyon  was  tried  for  spit- 
ting in  the  face  of  Representative  Gtis- 
woid,  and  he  narrowly  escaped  expul- 
sion. This,  like  the  Brooks  case,  was  an 
offense  committed  on  the  floors  of  con- 
gress. There  appears  to  be  a  dearth  of 
precedents  on  offenses  committed  wholly 
outside  of  congress. 

WAS  BITTEN  BY  A  BRUTE. 


An  Italian  Fights  a  Woman  Like  a  Wild 
Beast. 

O.M.\HA,  Neb.,  April  18.— Russo  Frank, 
an  Italian,  went  to  the  house  of  J.  West, 
at  2314  North  Nineteenth  street,  where 
he  had  been  rooming,  and  attempted  to 
outrage  Mrs.  West.  She  resisted  and  he 
fought  her  like  a  beast. 

He  bit  out  one  large  mouthful  of  her 
cheek,  then  seized  her  left  arm  in  his 
mouth  and  tore  it  as  a  dog  would.  He 
bit  her  in  both  thighs,  tearing  out  large 
pieces  of  flesh,  and  then  jumping  with 
both  feet  on  her  face  threw  a  lighted 
lamp  at  her. 

Mrs.  West's  injuries  are  dangerous. 
She  was  bitten  seventeen  times.  Frank 
was  locked  up. 

A  Destructive  Fire. 

Cracov.-,  April  18.— The  central  por- 
tion ot  the  town  of  Neu  Sandec,  Austrian 
Galicia,  forty-nine  miles  southeast  of  this 
city,  has  been  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
buildings  consumed  by  the  flames  in- 
clude the  p&rish  church,  the  Jesuit  mon- 
astery, the  gymnasium,  postoffice  and 
several  other  churches,  in  addition  to  a 
large  number  of  houses.  Succor  has 
been  despatched  by  special  train  from 
here  to  Neu  Sandec,  as  the  local  autho- 
rities telegraphed  that  they  were  totally 
unable  to  cope  with  the  conflagration. 
The  population  of  Neu  Sandec  is  about 
7000. 


Murder  at  Deccrah. 
Decorah,  Iowa,  April  18,— George 
W.  Higgins  is  manager  of  Steyer's  opera 
house,  where  certain  parties  were  having 
a  private  entertainment.  Perry  Mc- 
Masters,  aged  26  vears,  wanted  a  pass 
from  Higgins  or  offered  to  pay  him  for 
admission.  Higgins  refused  and  Mc- 
Masters  struck  him  with  steel  knuckles 
five  or  six  times  on  the  face  and  head. 
Higgins  is  not  expected- to  live  and  Mc- 
Masters  is  in  jail.  There  is  an  intense 
feeling  against  McMasters. 

Another  Monetary  Conference. 

Washington,  April  18.— Another  in- 
ternational monetary  conference,  this 
time  perhaps  to  be  held  in  the  City  of 
Mexico,  is  among  the  probabilities.  The 
Mexican  government  through  its  diplo- 
matic representatives  is  ([uietly  pressing 
upon  the  attention  of  the  powers  the 
feasibility  of  again  undertaking  an  ad- 
justment of  the  monetary  cjuestion  and 
the  time  is  believed  to  be  ripeior  further 
effort  in  that  direction. 


Capt  Shepherd's  Reprimand. 

Washington,  April  18.— The  navy 
department  has  just  published  the  re- 
primand in  the  case  of  Capt.  :E.  E. 
Shepherd  who  was  convicted  of  writing 
a  letter  reflecting  upon  Capt.  Bunce. 
The  secretary  deems  the  publication  of 
the  findings  and  sentence  of  the  court 
and  the  action  of  department  thereon  to 
have  been  a  sufficient  compliance  with 
the  sentence  of  a  public  reprimand. 

Republican  Victories. 

Chicago.  April  18.— In  the  villages 
and  cities  where  party  politics  were  an 
issue,  the  Republicans  seemed  to  have 
the  best  of  it  vesterday.  In  Jerseyville, 
Napierville,  Kankakee,  Ottawa,  Decatur 
and  other  towns  Republican  successes 
were  marked.  In  some  of  these  places 
the  A.  P.  A.  was  active.  On  the  license 
question  the  latest  returns  show  that 
honors  were  prettily  evenly  divided  be- 
tween the  two. 


Wisconsin  Republican  Convention, 

Madison.  Wis.,  April  18.— The  Re- 
publican state  central  committee  today 
decided  to  hold  the  state  convention  in 
Milwaukee,  July  22.  This  is  an  unusual- 
ly early  date  but  there  was  practically 
unanimity  of  sentiment  among  the  Re- 
publicans for  a  long  educational  cam- 
p.iign.  Nearly  100  Republican  editors 
of  Wisconsin,  also  met  here  today  and 
formed  a  state  organization  to  aid  the 
campaign. 

Cyclone  in  Oklahoma. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  April  18.— A  spe- 
cial to  the  Journal  from  Guthrie,  O,  T., 
says:  A  cyclone  passed  over  the  country 
thirty  miles  east  of  here  yesterday  morn- 
ing, doing  great  damage.  In  Lincoln 
county  three  houses  are  reported  demol- 
ished and  several  persons  injured,  and 
over  the  line  in  Pottawatomie  county  a 
dozen  houses  were  wrecked  and  two  peo- 
ple killed. 

It  Was  a  Canard. 

Berlin,  April  18.— Inquiries  about  the 
foreign  office  here  resulted  in  a  statement 
being  made  by  a  high  official  to  the  effect 
that  Germany  has  not  made  any  sugges- 
tions of  a  German  protectorate  over  the 
Samoan  islands  as  intimated  in  dis- 
patches received  here  from  Washington.

The  President  and  General  Manager  of  the 

Chicago-Great  Western  Railway, 

Has  Stepped  Out. 


A.  B.  Slickney  Returns  to  the  Presidency 
While  His  Son,  Sam  Stickney,  Be- 
comes General  Manager. 


Mr.  Egan  Has  a  Brilliant  Career  as  a  Rail- 
road Man,  Rising  From  Messenger 
Boy. 


St.  Paul,  April  iS.— John  M,  Egan, 
who  has  been  so  long  and  actively  con- 
nected with  the  Chicago-Great  Western 
railway,  has  tendered  his  resignation  as 
president  and  general  manager  and  it 
has  been  accepted,  Mr,  Egan's  place 
as  president  has  been  filled  by  the  elec- 
tion of  A,  B.  Stickney,  who  was  formerly 
president  but  of  late  has  been  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors.  Samuel  Stick- 
ney, son  of  President  Stickney,  succeeds 
Mr.  Egan  as  general  manager, 

Mr.  Egan's  resignation  is  a  surprise. 
When  Mr.  Stickney  retired  from  the 
presidency  of  the  road  to  the  chairman- 
ship of  the  board  of  directors  he  left  the 
active  management  to  John  M.  Egan, 
who  was  born  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
March  26,  1848,  His  parents  moved 
West  to  Amboy,  111.,  in  1852.  When 
Egan  was  16  years  old  he  entered  the 
machine  shop  of  the  Illinois  Central  at 
Amboy  and  spent  three  years  and  a  half 
learning  a  trade,  when  his  health  broke 
down  and  he  entered  the  superintendent's 
office  as  messenger  boy.  He  went  up 
step  by  step  until  the  old  North  Missouri 
road  wanted  him  as  chief  clerk  of  the  en- 
gineer's office  and  later  as  assistant  chief 
engineer. 

In  1876  he  came  to  Minnesota  as  chief 
engineer  of  the  Southern  Minnesota. 
New  year's  day,  1882,  Mr.  Egan,  with  the 
title  of  general  superintendent  of  all  lines 
west  of  Lake  Superior,  assumed  the 
management  of  the  construction,  opera- 
tion and  traffic  departments  of  the  Can- 
adian Pacific,  Under  his  leadership  the 
track-laying  record  was  smashed  anf".  the 
Canadian  Pacific  completed  to  the  Pa- 
'cific  ocean.  On  Sept,  i,  1886,  broken  in 
health  by  overwork  and  the  rigorous 
climate,  he  left  Canada  to  take  the  gen- 
eral supeYintendency  of  the  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Manitoba,  from  which 
position  Mr.  Slickney  tempted  him  with 
a  large  salary  to  became  a  general  man- 
ager early  in  1888. 

In  September,  i8go,  Mr.  Egan  was 
elected  president  of  the  Stickney  road. 
When  he  left  the  Canadian  Pacific  the 
employes  made  him  a  present  of  $10,- 
000,  and  the  management  informed  him 
that  he  would  always  be  at  liberty  to 
.walk  into  his  old  office  and  take  charge 
again.  Personally  John  M,  Egan  is  one 
of  the  mo»t  wholesouled  men  in  railroad 
life.  He  has  never  tasted  licjuor  or  to- 
bacco, but  he  can  tell  a  good  story  and 
sing  a  song  in  an  inimitable  manner. 
He  is  happiest  though  when  at  home 
with  his  family  in  St,  Paul.

Tkffeksonvillk,  Ind.,  April  18. — 
Marion  Pickering  and  A.  B,  Reed,  alias 
Sim  Booker,  alias  John  Devite,  the  assas- 
sins of  Dairyman  Gore,  near  here,  were 
taken  from  the  penitentiary,  where  they 
have  been  confined  for  safe  keeping,  be- 
fore Judge  Gibson,  of  the  criminal  court, 
for  examination,  the  grand  jury  having 
indicted  them  for  premeditated  murder.

Gss  to  Be  Used  For  the  Propulsion  of  Street 
Cars. 

Washington,  April  18  —The  coming 
motor  for  the  propulsion  of  street  cars 
will  be  gas,  according  to  the  report  of 
United  States  Consul  General  Mason,  at 
Frankfort.  Germany.  He  shows  that 
while  the  Germans  have  not  built  nearly 
as  much  street  railway  and  cable  and 
trolley  roads,  as  we  have,  they  have  in- 
vestigated the  subject  of  an  ideal  motive 
power  with  their  usual  thoroughness,  and 
as  the  result  of  exhaustive  experiments 
have  determined  that  the  gas  motor  is 
the  cheapest  and  best  of  all  means  of 
power  piopulsion. 

The  trend  of  the  best  expert  opinion 
is  in  that  direction,  and  this  has  come  at 
a  period  when  electricity  seemed  to  be 
on  the  point  of  replacing  and  super- 
seding all  other  forms  of  motive  power. 
The  report  tells  of  the  great  expense  of 
the  cable  in  construction,  the  noise  and 
danger  of  the  trolley  and  of  the  high 
operating  cost  and  unreliability  of  the 
underground  electric  system  and  then, 
coming  back  to  the  gas  motor,  he  des- 
cribes experiments  that  have  been  made 
with  it  in  Kurope, 

Practical  trials  have  been  made  at 
Neuchatel,  Switzerland,  and  at  Dresden, 
and  the  results  in  both  cases,  while  per- 
haps not  wholly  conclusive,  have  been  so 
favorable  as  to  be  worthy  of  examina- 
tion. The  Neuchatel  cars  cost  $2856 
each,  pass  100-foot  currents,  run  back- 
ward or  forward,  and  with  7.9  horse 
power  traverse  any  part  of  tbe  line, 
which  is  forty  feet  higher  at  the  midway 
point  than  the  ends,  at  a  speed  of  eleven 
miles  an  hour. 

Gas  compressed  to  six  atmospheres  is 
furnished  by  the  city  gas  company  at 
Si.OQ  per  loootfeet,  and  it  is  found  that 
under  such  conditions  the  cost  of  gas  tor 
the  round  trip — six  and  a  halt  miles — is 
19.3  cents,  or  about  i  cent  per  passenger 
tor  a  filled  car  (twenty  passengers)  or  '.< 
cent  for  the  single  run.  This 
brings  the  net  operating  expenses 
per  passenger  as  far  below  the  cost  of 
electricity,  horse  power,  steam  or  com- 
pressed air,  that  although  the  experi- 
ment is  still  new,  the  problem  is  thought 
to  be  solved  in  favor  of  gas  for  all  simi- 
lar roads. 

Touching  the  cost  of  construction,  the 
consul  general  quotes  results  at  Dresden 
of  experiments  with  electrical  and  gas 
motors  and  horse  cars  as  follows:  For 
a  5-mile  double  track  road,  twenty  c'ars, 
all  wires,  horses,  motors  and  equipment 
included— electrical,  SiSo.SSo;  gas  motor, 
§142,800;  horse  cars,  $133,280.  Net  oper- 
ating expenses — horse  cars,  5|i  to  7  cents 
per  kilometer;  electric,  5  cents;  gas 
motors,  4  cents,  an  economy  of  25  per 
cent  in  favor  of  gas  motors  as  against 
electricity.

G.  Steel,  St.  Johns;  vice  consul,  F.  E, 
Pines,  Detroit;  secretary-treasurer,  F.  H, 
Scott,  Grand  Rapids.  Few  of  the  De- 
troit members  voted,  and  only  a  third  of 
the  full  vote  was  cast.  The  former  elec- 
tion was  set  aside  by  the  national  assem- 
bly and  another  one  ordered.

Shelrvville,  Ky.,  April  18. — Mon- 
day afternoon  Douglass  Wantfield,  a  col- 
ored farm  band,  while  drunk,  shot  at  Mr. 
Thomas,  his  employer,  three  times,  one 
shot  taking  effect  in  Thomas'  arm. 
Thomas'  son  came  to  his  father's  rescue 
and  emptied  twenty  loads  of  birdshot  in- 
to the  negro  from  the  effects  of  which  he 
died  yesterday.  Young  Thomas  has  not 
yet  been  arrested. 


Bad  Storm  in  Caledonia. 
St.  Paul,  April  18.— A  Caledonia, 
Minn,,  special  says:  A  severe  electrical 
storm  passed  through  this  region  Mon- 
day night.  The  rainfall  was  heavy, 
washing  out  a  portion  of  the  narrow 
guage  track  near  Freeburg.  delaying 
trains  several  hours.  The  house  of  Hiram 
Knox,  of  Sheldon,  was  struck  by  light- 
ning and  Mr.  Knox  slightly  stunned.

SENATOR  MORRILL'S  SPEECH. 

The  Venerable  Senator  From  Vermont  on  the 
Tariff  Bill. 

Washington,  April  18,— The  vener- 
able Senator  Morrill,  of  Vermont,  who 
recently  celebrated  his  eighty-fourth 
birthday  and  is  the  Nestor  of  the  senate, 
was  recognized  today  and  during  his 
remarks  was  accorded  more  respectful 
attention  than  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of 
most  of  the  speakers  on  the  t.iriff  <|ucs- 
lion.  In  spite  of  his  advanced  age,  he 
spoke  clearly,  though  evidently  suffer- 
ing somewhat    from  .1   cold. 

The  senator  from  Vermont  expressed 
his  regret  that  the  financial  and  indus- 
trial crisis  had  to  be  continued  by  a 
vainglorious  and  clumsy  attempt  to 
carry  out  the  Democratic  platform.  He 
made  some  rather  biting  relerences  to 
the  trouble  in  which  the  Democrats 
found  themselves  over  the  bill  and 
pointed  out  some  of  the  items  in  which 
he  thought  they  had  compromised  wiih 
their  principles  and  provided  for  a  pro- 
tective tariff  on  such  articles  as  would 
win  votes  for  the  bill. 

"Concerning  the  rates  of  duties  report- 
ed in  the  tariff  bill,"  he  said,  "it  is  no  vio- 
lation of  the  confidential  relations  of  the 
senate  committee  on  finance  to  state  how 
they  were  all  fixed  and  determined  with- 
out the  votes  of  the  Republican  mem- 
bers and  against  even  the  votes  of  any 
hesitating  or  divergent  minority  of  the 
Democratic  members.  Thus  many  of 
the  most  important  questions  may  have 
beer,  determined  by  tne  small  fraction  of 
three  or  four  of  a  committee  of  eleven, 
but,  while  the  process  of  evolution  was  a 
great  novelty,  it  will  not  be  controverted 
that  all  the  rates  of  duty  are  of  the  purest 
Democratic  origin.  Tariffs  'for  revenue 
only'  prove  to  be  only  political  tariffs, 
valid  only  until  after  the    next  election.'' 

He  pointed  out  in  detail  what  he  con- 
sidered the  special  evils  of  the  bill,  the 
first  being  the  obsolete  ad  valorem  sys- 
tem. The  purpose  of  the  bill,  he 
thought,  was  especially  destructive 
towards  the  productions  of  the  farmer. 
Reciprocity  arrangements  which  benefit 
the  farmer  are  to  be  abrogated.  The  in- 
come tax  he  called  an  unusual  blunder 
for  even  a  Democratic  administration  to 
make. 

"The  charge  of  an  excess  of  revenue, 
lately  iterated  against  protection,  is  al- 
ready abandoned  by  the  party  whose 
dominancy  it  is  expected  will  cease 
March  4,  1805,  b"*  which  is  now  on  a 
wild  income  hunt  for  revenue  to  fill  the 
vacuum  to  be  created  by  a  Democratic 
tariff." 

In  closing  Senator  Morrill  said:  •'The 
policy  of  some  rugged  partisans  is  to  hold 
as  their  enemies  all  corporations,  how- 
ever beneficent,  as  the  Fiji  islanders 
once  held  Christian  people,  and  though 
these  fanatical  partisans  may  love  and 
forgive  them,  they  really  love  them  best 
roasted. 

"The  Democratic  party  cry  for  years 
has  been  against  all  internal  revenue 
taxes  except  those  on  malt  and  spirituous 
liciuors.  The  revolution  now  proposed  is 
to  give  the  lead  to  those  taxes,  hitherto 
anathematized,  and  so  minimize  customs 
revenue  that  even  incidental  protection 
shall  be  impossible. 

"Should  this  bill,  aided  by  the  concur- 
rent action  of  the  senate,  ever  reach  the 
dignity  of  a  law  enacted  by  congress,  I 
should  profoundly  regret  it  on  account 
of  the  dire  calamities  with  which  its  tariff 
chapters  are  pregnant.  Throughout  the 
world  it  would  also  be  regretted  by  the 
friends  of  free  popular  government  that 
the  great  republic  of  the  United  Stales, 
though  everywhere  at  peace,  should 
forfeit  its  ancient  reputation  of 
a  treasury  properly  supported  and  sel- 
dom empty,  and  suddenly  earn  the  pour 
fame  of  being  unequal  to  the  legislative 
task  of  proposing  a  revenue  measure  for 
the  ordinary  support  of  the  government 
without  a  frantic  and  desperate  resort  to 
an  income  tax — the  resort  only  of  nations 
which  are  always  wrestling  with  financial 
deficits.  Surely  we  cannot  afford  to 
decorate  the  annals  of  our  republic  with 
a  vile  copy  of  mis   foreign    excrescnce. '

The  Water  Power  Scheme. 
The  rival  water  power  companies  oc- 
cupied the  attention  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce  yesterday  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  other  business,  but  there  is  no  reason 
to  complain  about  some  time  being  de- 
voted to  such  an  important  subject. 
There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  Du- 
luth  has  close  at  hand  one  of  the  great- 
est water  powers  in  the  land.  How  to 
utilize  it  to  the  best  advantage  is  the 
question  that  presses  for  a  solution.  The 
chamber  of  commerce  did  not  agree  on 
any  solution  yesterday.  The  problem 
appeared  to  be  too  complex  for  solving 
ofiE  hand,  and  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee failed  to  throw  any  great  amount 
of  light  upon  the  question.  The  matter 
is  to  come  before  the  chamber  again, 
when  more  information  may  be  forth- 
coming. 

The  matter  was  first  brought  before 
the  chamber  at  the  re(iuest,  it  is  said,  of 
Maj.  Baldwin,  who  desired  instructions 
as  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  regarding 
the  bill  of  the  Altamonte  company  now 
before  congress.  This  bill  was  pub- 
lished in  The  Herald  recently,  up  to 
which  time  but  few  people  in  Duluth 
knew  anything  about  it.  It  was  not  until 
after  this  publication  in  The  Herald  that 
the  statement  was  made  that  Maj.  Bald- 
win wanted  the  opinion  of  the  chamber 
regarding  the  bill. 

Up  to  that  time  the  plan  had  been  to 
rush  the  bill  through  congress,  without 
letting  the  people  of  this  district  (except 
a  few  gentlemen  in  Duluth,  most  of  them 
members  of  the  chamber  of  commerce) 
know  what  it  contained,  Mr.  Jennison 
had  been  here  and  seen  these  gentlemen 
and  enlisted  their  aid.  They  have  taken 
no  financial  interest  in  the  scheme— they 
have  been  given  none — they  have  been 
promised  none — of  course  they  have  not, 
because  they  say  so  themselves,  and 
being  thus  unbiased  by  self  interest 
and  perfectly  free  to  approve  or 
condemn  the  Altamonte  scheme,  they 
rose  as  one  man  at  yesterday's  meeting 
and  approved  it  I  They  may  have  good 
reasons  for  reaching  this  conclusion,  but 
they  failed  to  present  them  to  the  cham- 
ber. 

The  main  feature  of  the  Altamonte 
scheme,  as  it  has  been  explained  to  The 
Herald,  is  the  construction  of  an  immense 
dam  on  the  St.  Louis  river  at  the  Fond 
du  Lac  Indian  reservation,  when  the 
water  would  be  piped  to  the  top  of  the 
bill  back  of  Duluth.  The  proposed  dam 
is  to  be  eighty  feet  high.  It  would  cost 
$8,000,000  at  least,  perhaps  $<),ooo,ooo, 
owing  to  the  character  ot  the  country,  to 
build  such  a  dam.  The  Altamonte  com- 
pany's authorized  capital  stock  is  $50,- 
000,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  one 
cent  of  it  has  been  paid  in.  There  was 
no  evidence  presented  to  the  chamber  to 
show  that  the  company  has  any  financial 
backing  whatever. 

As  the  St.  Louis  river  above  Cloquet 
is  practically  bankless  and  the  country 
to  the  north  and  west  of  that  point  is 
level  and  in  parts  swampy,  any  large- 
sized  dam  would  overflow  an  enormous 
extent  of  country.  According  to  the 
Clccjuet  Pine  Knot,  and  its  statement  is 
confirmed  by  competent  engineers,  a 
dam  such  as  is  spoken  of  would  mean  a 
lake  about  twenty-five  miles  wide  by 
sixty  miles  long,  submerging  more  than 
8co,coo  acres  of  land;  rendering  practi- 
cally useless  500,000,000  feet  of  the  best 
piue  in  the  world;  blotting  out  two  lines 
of  railway  for  nearly  their  entire  length; 
sweeping  out  of  r xistence  all  the  little 
towns  growing  up  on  these  lines;  destroy- 
ing at  one  fell  swoop  an  immense  por- 
tion of  the  great  source  of  the  wealth  of 
this  part  of  the  state  and  leaving  towns 
and  cities  constantly  menaced  by  a  fate 
more  awful  than  that  of  Pompeii  and 
Herculaneum, 

It  is  claimed  that  the  secretary  of  war 
has  granted  the  Altamonte  company  the 
right  to  erect  such  a  dam.  This  is  un- 
true, because  the  secretary  of  war  has  no 
authority  to  grant  such  a  right.  If  that 
power  rests  anywhere,  it  rests  with  con- 
gress.   The  war  department  has  merely

declared  the  St.  Louis  river  a  navigable 
stream  and  has  stated  that  it  will  enter 
no  objection  to  the  erection  of  such  a 
dam.  The  Herald  does  not  believe  that 
congress,  much  less  the  war  department, 
could  empower  any  individual  or  com- 
pany to  convert  such  a  vast  extent  of  fer- 
tile country  into  a  watery  waste.

THE  ill  OF  LETTERS 


L-  J.    Hopkins    Discusses    His  Fitness  For 

Grappling  With  the  Questions  Which 

Arise  in  Politics. 


George  William  Curtis  Presented  as  One  of 
the  Great  Examples  of  His  Par- 
ticular Ability. 


Man  of  Letters  is  Less  Liable  to  Yield  to 

the  Temptations  Which  Beset  the 

Politicians, 


The  home-made  lectures  are  not  pat- 
ronized as  their  merits  deserv^e.  There 
was  but  a  small  house  to  hear  L,  J.  Hop- 
kins last  eveninc::  in  his  lecture  on  "The 
Man  of  Letteis  in  Politics."  The  lecture 
was  a  bright,  scholarly  and  interesting 
one,  and  all  who  were  fortunate  enough 
to  hear  it  were  greatly  edified. 

"By  a  man  of  letters,"  said  Mr.  Hop- 
kins, "I  mean  one  who  is  efficient  in 
letters,  science  or  philosophy,  or  who  de- 
votes his  time  to  these  matters.  By 
politics  I  mean  the  science  of  regulating: 
the  affairs  of  state.  A  movement  or  act 
of  politics  should  be  actuated  by  a  de- 
sirp  m  its  author  of  direct  benefit  to  the 
state.  When  political  acts  are  done  for 
the  personal  benefit  of  the  projector  he 
is  no  longer  worthy  of  the  name  of  states- 
man. 

"The  (jualities  which  go  to  make  up  an 
ideal  statesman  are  lofty  ones.  He 
should  be  a  philanthropist  of  the  broad- 
est type  and  a  student  of  sociology  in  all 
its  forms.  The  requisite  ((nalities,  how- 
ever, are  not  founa  in  the  average  poli- 
tician. They  are  subject  to  human 
weaknesses  as  well  as  other  people. 
Their  shortcomings,  however,  have  re- 
ceived the  evidence  of  the  disapproval 
of  the  people  from  time  to  time.  Were 
it  not  for  these  timely  and  salu-.ary  rep- 
rimands we  should  despair  of  getting 
good  and  proper  service  Irom  our  legis- 
lators. Our  country  has  passed  the  ex- 
perimental stage  and  is  above  the  in- 
trieues  and  tricks  of  politics.  Optimism 
arises  and  we  have  faith  in  the  triumph 
and  realization  cf  our  ideals  over  such 
things. 

"I  wish  to  show  some  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  man  of  letters  has  aided  in 
the  progress  of  the  development  of  the 
universe,  and  to  show  what  may  be  ex- 
pected m  the  future. 

"His  great  influence  in  politics  is 
through  his  books,  although  in  every  case 
where  he  has  taken  an  active  part  in 
politics  his  influence  has  been  for  good. 
In  their  growth  some  nations  have  been 
more  favored  than  others.  China  has 
done  less  growing  than  almost  any  other 
country.  But  when  Confucius  lived  his 
influence  was  good,  and  most  of  the  good 
now  in  the  Chinese  may  be  attributed  to 
that  influence.  If  they  had  followed  his 
precepts  the  country  would  not  be  where 
it  is  today.  W'hen  China  rejected  the 
services  of  Confucius,she  made  the  most 
important  and  most  harmtul  step  in  her 
history.  When  Confucius  had  control  of 
.1  province  its  prosperity  was  so  great 
that  neighboring  rulers  became  alarmed 
and  forced  him  to  resign. 

'Granting  that  his  character  has  been 
exaggerated  and  that  a  halo  has  risen 
about  him  which  shuts  off  a  clear  view, 
we  must  allow  that  he  was  honest  and 
sincere,  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
suppose  that  he  accomplished  much.  I 
believe  that  he  conscientiously  performed 
the  tasks  alloted  to  him.  He  is  entitled 
to  a  foremost  place  among  the  men  who 
have  divided  their  time  between  letters 
and  politics. 

"Our  aniti<[uity  is  wrapped  up  with  that 
of  the  Roman  empire.  Ot  all  tbe  sixty- 
seven  emperors  who  swayed  the  empire 
for  good  or  evil,  none  had  so  powerful 
an  influence  for  good  as  a  man  of  letters 
Marcus  Aurelius.  He  grew  up  a  plain, 
simple  man.  He  regarded  himself  as 
the  servant  of  all.  In  war  he  was  the 
most  deeply  immersed  and  in  peace  he 
devoted  himself  entirely  to  the  welfare 
of  his  people.  His  whole  life  was  made 
up  of  the  most  magnanimous  acts  man 
is  capable  of. 

"The  persecution  of  tie  Christians  is 
the  only  blot  on  his  reign,  and  it  may  be 
iiuestioned  v/hether  he  was  responsible 
for  that.  There  is  no  proof  worthy  of 
acceptance  to  show  that  he  was  con- 
cerned in  the  persecution  in  his  reign. 
It  does  not  seem  probable  that  he  would 
persecute  those  wao  were  practicing  his 
own  virtues  under  another  name. 

"In  modern  times  both  France  and 
England  havf!  furnished  many  notable 
examples  of  the  man  of  letters  in  poli- 
tics. None  are  better  than  those  in  our 
own  country,  and  among  those  none  are 
more  worthy  of  note  than  George  Wil- 
liam Curtis.  As  an  orator  and  lecturer 
he  is  among  the  greatest.  Among  his 
published  w(-Tk  there  is  material  that 
will  entitle  him  to  a  place  beside  such 
men  as  Lowell  and  Whittier. 

'His  first  not-dbje  act  in  public  life  was 
his  nomination  of  Lincoln  in  the  presi- 
dential convention  in  iS6o.  In  the  con- 
vention It  had  been  resolvcil  that  nothing 
bbould  be  done  f)  antagonize  the  pro- 
slavery  clement.  Surprised  at  this,  Cur- 
tis arose,  but  his  voice  was  drowned  in 
the  clamor  that  arose.  lie  was  di'ter- 
m-ncd  to  be  lieard,  and  by  his  clear  logi- 
cal argument  he  turned  an  overwhelm- 
ing opposition  into  an  enthusiastic  anti- 
slavery  majority.  This  act  was  in  all  his 
future  life.  He  was  a  leading  spirit  in 
the  anti-slavery  struggle,  and  though  de- 
nounced by  press  and  pulpit  he  was  not 
to  be  turned  from  his  work.  Not  once 
did  he  abandon  his  high  ideal  and  sug- 
gest compromise. 

"In  the  civil  service  reform  movement 


he  occupies  a  prominent  place.  He  was 
appointed  by  President  Grant  as  presi- 
dent of  the  first  civil  service  reform  con- 
vention. Although  his  efforts  were  not 
so  successful  in  this  line  as  in  others,  yet 
through  him  and  his  co-workers  40,000 
ofnces  have  been  rescued  and  we  may 
hope  to  see  the  complete  fulfillment  of 
his  dreams.  He  has  been  censured  for 
his  action  for  bolting  his  party  in  the  con- 
vention of  1S84,  because  of  its  support  of 
Blaine.  Wi;h  bun  it  was  party  or  coun- 
try, and  he  decided  for  his  country.  Until 
we  have  more  who  think  as  he  did  in  this 
matter  we  can  not  hope  for  much  ad- 
vancement. 

"There  are  many  live  questions  at  is- 
sue now  which  must  be  settled.  We  are 
struggling  with  difficulties  which  are  the 
result  of  the  adoption  of  republican  in- 
stitutions by  revolution  instead  of  evolu- 
tion. Statesmen  are  recjuired.  Many  of 
the  (.luestions  are  such  that  they  cannot 
be  settled  by  legislation  until  the  con- 
science of  the  people  is  more  fully  Quick- 
ened. This  IS  the  first  work  of  the  man 
of  letters. 

'•But  for  the  more  active  political  du- 
ties he  is  peculiarly  fit.  He  is  less  liable 
to  temptation  and  not  so  eager  in  the 
race  for  wealth  and  position  as  some. 
His  is  a  iiualily  ot  mind  which  readily 
grasps  cause  and  effect,  even  though 
they  be  widely  separated.  By  his  natural 
tendency  to  study  and  research  he  is 
eminently  htted  to  grapple  with  ([uestions 
of  state." 

An  excellent  musical  program  was 
given  under  the  direction  of  V.  R.  H. 
Seaton.  It  consisted  of  two  vocal  solos 
by  Miss  Ethel  Eva  and  a  piano  duet  by 
Miss  Cowan  and  Professor  Seaton,  all 
well  rendered.

Speaking  of  the  prospects  for  British

gun, and  that  he  believed  this  was  to  be 
a  year  of  big  mine  development.  There 
was  tremendous  chance  for  the  invest- 
ment of  capital  in  mining  property  west 
of  the  Rockies,  in  Canada,  and  there  ex- 
isted little  doubt  in  his  mind  that  it  was 
the  richest  gold  country  in  the  world.

He  says  if  the  spec- 
imens he  has  really  represent  what  is  to 
be  got  at  Rainy  lake,  Minnesota  has  a 
gold  formation  second  to  none.

He  is  having  a  leather  medal  manufac- 
tured, which  he  will  present  to  The  Her- 
ald reporter  for  his  faithful  and  exhaus- 
tive account  of  the  little  mill  yesterday. 
He  said  to  The  Herald  man: 

"1  don't  see  how  you  could  -make  so 
long  a  itory  of  so  short  an  affair.  You 
were  wrong  about  the  beefsteak  though. 
I  cannot  get  enough  for  family  use  to  say 
nothing  of  beefsteak  for  my  eyes.  I 
guess  the  only  damage  done  was  that 
Russell  knocked  off  my  hat  and  1 
knocked  off  his  spectacles." 

Mr.  Davis  says  the  idea  that  he  prom- 
ised the  position  of  clerk  of  the  board  to 
any  cne   beforehand  is  most    ridiculous. 

The  first  war  cloud  this  morning  ap- 
peared when  President  B.  F.  Howard 
entered  the  city  hall  and  saw  Dr.  Goffe, 
the  health  officer. 

"I  want  to  know  if  a

The  greatest  war  of  words  was  the  re- 
sult of  City  Clerk  Richardson  punching 
Alderman  Cox  too  hard  on  the  G.  A.  R. 
button,  Mr.  Richardson  gave  the  punch. 
Cox  oid  the  rest. 

Richardson  and  Cox  in  a  serai-joking 
manner  started  to  discuss  the  reduction 
in  the  city  clerk's  salary.  Mr.  Richard- 
son said  that  the  reduction  was  made  be- 
cause the  aldermen  did  not  fully  under- 
stand matters. 

"My  salary  ought  to  be  restored,"  said 
the  clerk.  "How  do  you  think  a  resolu- 
tion to  that  effect  would  go  if  it  came  be- 
fore the  aldermen  for  a  reconsidera- 
tion?" 

"Well,"  said  Cox,  jokingly,  "if  it  came 
up  again,  I  would  vote  to  pay  you  $300  a 
year." 

Then  Richardson  picked  up  the  reso- 
lution appropriating  §125  for  memorial 
day  expenses.  "I  suppose,"  continued 
he,  "it  is  necessary  to  cut  my  salary  and 
that  of  two  or  three  others  to  pay  such 
appropriations  as  this." 

"What?"  ejaculated  Cox.  Richardson 
repeated  his  remark. 

"What:"  yelled  Cox,"  do  you  begrudge 
the  G.  A.  R.  the  sum  of  Sii25,  to  buy  a 
band  and  flowers  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the 
memories  and  decorate  the  graves  of  the 
men  who  died  fighting  to  save  this 
nation?"

Mr.  Richardson  still  maintained 
that  he  had  been  misunderstood,  but 
apologized  for  any  carelessness  in  his 
speech  and  there  the  matter  ended.

THE  MATAKOVICK  TRIAL. 


It  Will   Probably  Go  to  the  Jury  Th's  After- 
noon. 

The  Matakovick  case  is  still  occupy- 
ing Judge  Moer's  attention.  The  state 
rested  yesterday  and  the  case  for  the  de- 
fense was  nearly  all  in  at  noon.  Young 
MataKovick  testified  in  his  own  behalf 
this  morning,  and  the  defense  is  prac- 
tically told  in  his  story.  He  gave  his 
testimony  almost  entirely  in  broken 
English,  the  interpreter  being  only 
called  upon  once  in  a  while  to  explain 
words  upon  which  the  prisoner  was  not 
clear.  Ke  told  his  story  simply,  and 
made  a  good  effect  on  tlie  jury. 

After  telling  about  the  row  that  led  up 
to  the  tragedy,  he  told  how  \ivoda 
threatened  several  times  to  burn  the 
house  and  murder  the  elder  Matakovick. 
\ivoda  came  in  with  a  knife,  which 
Matakovick  took  away  from  him.  He 
went  out  but  soon  came  back  ready  for 
more  tight. 

Taking  the  interpreter,  Marco  enacted 
with  him  before  the  jury  the  sr.uftle  that 
ensued  between  Vivoda  and  the  elder 
Matakovick.  Marco  said  that  he  saw 
V  ivoda  grasp  the  old  man  by  the  throat 
and  reach  around  his  other  hand  to  his 
rear  pocket. 

"I  was  afraid  he  would  kill  my  father," 
he  said,  "so  I  picked  up  a  shovel— 1 
didn't  think  of  killing  him — and  struck 
him  twice." 

The  case  will  go  to  the  jury  this  after- 
noon.

Great   Northern  Switchmen  at   Minneapolis 

Did  Not  Relish  the  Idea  of  Quitting 

Their  Work. 


President  Debs  Declared  the    Strike  Off, 

Pending  the  Result  of  a  Mass 

Meeting  Tonight. 


Organizer  Hogan  Says  the  Strike  Will  Be 

Started  on  the  Montana  Consali- 

dated  Lines  Tomorrow. 


St.  Paul,  April  19.— The  Great  North- 
ern railroad  employes  in  Minneapolis 
were  ordered  out  by  telegram  at  mid- 
night and  all  the  night  switching  crews 
quit  w^ork.  The  strikers  assembled  in 
their  hall  and  discussed  the  situation  at 
some  length.  They  did  not  relish  the 
idea  ot  going  out  before  they  thoroughly 
understood  the  situation,  and  H.  S. 
Young,  president  of  the  Minneapolis 
union,  was  appointed  a  committee  to 
wait  on  Presiaent  E.  V.  Debs  at  his 
hotel  in  this  city  and  if  possible  get  him 
to  define  the  situation. 

Mr.  Young  drove  to  St.  Paul  in  an 
open  carriage,  arriving  here  at  2:30 
o'clock.  After  listening  to  the  decision 
of  the  Minneapolis  employes  as  stated 
by  Mr.  Young,  he  declared  the  strike  off 
for  the  present,  pending  t  .e  result  of  a 
mass  meeting  to  be  held  in  Minneapolis 
today. 

The  ofificers  of  the  American  Railway 
union  in  Minneapolis  are  today  in  this 
city  conferring  with  President  Debs  and 
Vice  President  Howard  as  to  the  situa- 
tion. The  strike  leaders  announce  that 
there  will  be  no  move  made  by  them  in 
either  city  until  after  a  mass  meeting  of 
the  Minneapolis  union  men  in  that  city 
tonight. 

The  deputy  marshals  sent  out  yester- 
day to  serve  the  injunctions  have  all 
reached  their  destinations  without  inter- 
ference. It  is  the  plan  of  the  company 
to  work  on  the  Minnesota  divisions  first, 
and  after  getting  them  in  perfect  run- 
ning order,  to  proceed  West  a  division  at 
a  time,  so  that  the  injunction  will  not  be 
served  in  Montana  at  present. 

The  morning  trains  for  Fergus  Falls 
and  Bamesville  left  about  two  hourslate. 
As  the  schedule  is  all  broken  up  in  any 
event,  it  was  thought  best  to  delay  the 
trains  until  the  division  superintendents 
were  certain  their  trains  were  manned 
by  men  in  whom  they  bad  perfect  confi- 
dence, so  that  it  would  be  unnecessary  to 
send  out  detectives  or  deputy   marshals. 

The  American  Railway  union  will 
make  the  first  move  today  toward  an 
amicable  settlement  of  the  Great  North- 
ern railway  strike.  President  Debs  told 
a  reporter  that  he  and  Vice  President 
Howard,  with  other  ot  the  union  men, 
would  seek  an  interview  with  President 
Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern,  today,  to  as- 
certain whether  or  not  he  will  receive  a 
committee  from  the  union. 

Mr.  Debs  says  that  if  President  Hill 
will  treat  with  the  coinmittee  there  is  no 
good  reason  why  the  strike  should  rot  be 
settled  within  two  or  three  davs.  "There 
will  be  no  tie-up  in  St.  Paul  either  today 
or  tonight,"  he  said,  "and  while  I  cannot 
say  positively  as  to  Minneapolis,  1  feel 
certain  there  will  be  none  there.  The 
union  meeting  at  Minneapolis  tonight 
will  have  an  important  bearing  upon 
what  will  be  done  there." 

Twelve  deputies  were  sworn  in  bv 
United  States  Marshal  Bede  today  and 
sent  out  on  the  noon  train  on  the  Great 
Northern  to  help  those^sent  out  yester- 
day in  the  serving  of  the  court's  restrain- 
ing order  issued  yesterday  against  the 
strikers. 

Later — President  Hill,  of  the  Great 
Noitherii,  has  agreed  to  a  conference 
with  the  general  officers  and  local  com- 
mitteemen ot  the  strikers  and  this  con- 
ference will  be  had  as  soon  as  the  com- 
mitteemen all  arrive,  which  will  be  in- 
side of  forty-eight  hours. 

This  refers  only  to  the  territory  in 
Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.  In  the 
meantime  affairs  will  remain  as  at  pres- 
ent, the  road  being  tied  up.  Chief  Arthur 
says  that  the  brotherhood  cannot  endorse 
the  strike,  but  that  individually  they 
hope  for  success. 

THE  TWIN  CITY  EMPLOYES. 


They  Will  Strike  Tonight.  According  to  the 
Present  Plans. 

Minneapolis,  April  19.— The  Twin 
City  employes  of  the  Great  Northern, 
numbering  1250  men,  members  of  the 
American  Railway  union,  are  expected 
to  strike  tonight  according  to  present  ar- 
rangements. They  have  been  practic- 
ally idle  for  two  days,  but  have  not 
formally  struck. 

The  company  announces  that  it  will 
not  ask  for  injunctions  in  Montana  and 
Washington  until  this  end  of  the  line  is 
put  into  operation.  When  that  is  ac- 
complished the  problem  of  re-opening 
the  western  end  of  the  line  will  be  at- 
tacked. 

The  first  move  toward  a  settlement  of 
the  strike  is  to  be  made  this  afternoon 
by  President  Debs  and  Vice-President 
Howard,  of  the  American  Railway  union, 
who  will  seek  to  hold   a  conference  with 


President  J.  J.  Hill.  There  has  been  no 
conference  thus  far  of  the  company's 
otilicials  and  the  American  Railway  union 
officeis. 


EXTENDING  IN  MONTANA. 


The  Strike  Will  Reach  the  Consolidated  Lines 
Tomorrow. 

Butte,  Mont.,  April  iq.— Organizer 
Hogan  states  that  tomorrow  the  strike 
will  be  inaugurated  on  the  Consolidated 
lines  in  Washington  under  the  auspices 
of  the  American  Railway  union.  This 
system  was  under  lease  to  the  Great 
Northern  until  it  went  into  the  hands  of 
a  receiver  a  short  time  ago,  and  it  prac- 
tically controls  the  entire  railway  system 
of  the  state. 

A  special  to  the  Daily  Miner  from 
Glasgow,  Mont.,  announces  the  shooting 
by  one  of  the  strikers  detailed  by  the 
American  Railway  union  to  guard  the 
company's  property  of  a  man  attempt- 
ing to  plunder  freight  cars.  Richard 
Huert,  a  miner,  met  a  horrible  death  at 
Mountain  View  mine  today.  He  fell 
looo  teet  down  a  shaft. 


DID  HE  WANT  TROOPS? 


Mr.  Hill  Called  to  See  Governor  Nelson  This 
Morning. 
St.  Paul,  April  ig  —[Special  to  The 
Herald.]— President  Hill  and  M.  D.  Gro- 
ver,  general  counsel  for  the  Great  North- 
ern,  called  at  the  capitol  this  morning 

and  Mr.  Hill  went  into  the  governor's 
office  and  inquired  fof  Governor  Nelson, 
while  Mr.  Grover  held  a  short  consulta- 
tion with  Attorney  General  Childs,  after 
which  the  three  went  down  town  to- 
gether. 

Mr.  Hill  was  very  careful  not  to  say 
anything  while  at  the  capitol  and  Gov- 
ernor Nelson  was  not  in,  so  he  was  un- 
able to  see  him.  It  is  presumed  that  he 
wanted  to  obtain  an  agreement  from  the 
governor  to  call  out  the  troops  for  the 
protection  of  his  road  in  this  state,  should 
trouble  arise  over  any  aggressive  action 
that  might  be  taken  by  the  company. 

GETriNG  UGLY  AT  ST.  CLOUD. 


Fxciiement  Becoming   Intense   and    Serious 
Trouble  Possible. 

St.Cloui),  April  19.— Excitement  here 
is  more  intense  than  at  any  time  since 
the  strike  began.  No.  i  arrived  here  at 
12:35  with  the  mail  car  in  the  rear.  Ar- 
riving at  the  station  the  strikers  imme- 
diately uncoupled  the  train,  regardless  of 
deputies  accompanying  it,  no  resistance 
being  made  on  their  part. 

The  coaches  were  switched  out  by 
hand  and  the  mail  put  back  on  the  bag- 
gage car.  Then  the  strikers  told  the 
conductor  and  engineer  to  proceed  with 
the  ma«l.  The  cars  were  fastened  se- 
curely together  but  were  broken  apart. 

General  Superintendent  R.  W.  Ryan 
is  here  waiting  for  adviCk.  The  train  is 
still  here  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
will  go  further.  Trouble  is  looked  for, 
and  the  men  are  getting  ugly,  and  con- 
trary  to  the  advice  of  President  Foster, 
of  the  local  union,  are  taking  matters 
into  their  own  hands. 


Brakemen  Refuse  to  Work. 

Crookston,  Minn.,  April  19.— The 
brakemen  of  the  branch  trains  refused  to 
go  to  work  today.

ST.  LOUIS'  WATER  SUPPLY. 


Emptying  of  Sewage  Into  the  Mississippi  is 
Condemned. 

St.  Louis,  April  19.— At  a  meeting  of 
the  Engineers'  club  last  night.  President 
McMath,  of  the  board  of  public  works, 
delivered  an  address  concerning  the  St. 
Louis  water  supply.  He  recommended 
that  the  United  States  government  should 
be  asked  to  make  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  effects  of  Chicago  sewage  on 
the  water  of  the  Illinois  river. 

He  also  criticized  the  Chicago  sewer 
system  and  thought  that  means  should 
be  devised  to  prevent  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul,  Kansas  City,  Omaha,  St.  Louis  and 
smaller  cities  from  emptying  sewage  into 
the  Mississippi  river  or  its  tributaries. 

No  License  For  Garfield  Park. 
Chicago,  April  19. — Mayor  Hopkins 
today  formally  refused  the  application 
for  a  license  to  re-open  the  Garfield  Park 
race  track.  A  letter  was  sent  to  the  track 
officials  informing  them  of  the  refusal. 
The  violent  condemnation  of  the  track 
by  West  Side  citizens  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  mayoi's  action. 

Seventy  People  Massacred. 

Cape  Town,  April  19. — Dispatches 
received  here  from  Bschuanaland  say 
that  a  marauding  chief,  known  as  Name 
Que,  has  massacred  seventy  Bechuanas, 
including  women  and  children,  and  that 
he  has  also  killed  the  family  of  a  Boer 
Treker  in  the  Kalahari  desert.

Lord  Salisbury  Addressed  an  Enormous  Audi- 
ence at  the  Primrose  League  Meet- 
ing in  London  Today. 


The  Conservative  Leader  Claimed  That  the 

Ministry  Should  Appeal  on^the 

Home  Rule  Issue. 


He  Denounced  the   Registration  Bill  as  It 

Would  Enfranchise  Many  Who  Were 

Mere  Vagrants. 


London,  April  ig.— An  enormous 
audience,  which  included  very  many 
members  of  the  aristocracy,  greeted 
Lord  Salisbury,  the  Conservative  leader, 
when  he  addressed  the  Primrose  league 
this  afternoon  at  Covent  Garden  theater. 
During  the  course  of  his  remarks  Lord 
Salisbury  said  that  they  were  in  a  posi- 
tion which  was  critical  for  the  endurance 
of  the  institutions  which  it  was  the  spe- 
cial mission  ot  the  league  to  sustain. 

If  the  government  meant  that  the  re- 
jection of  home  rule  by  the  house  of 
lords  unjustly  interprets  the  wishes  of 
the  people,  it"  was  then  their  duty  to 
make  the  earliest  appeal  to  the  country. 
He  did  not  say  that  the  government  was 
bound  to  dissolve  upon  every  occasion 
of  difference  between  the  two  houses, 
but  when  the  event  which  caused  the 
difference  of  opinion  wasof  a  momentous 
character  and  affecting  the  relations  be- 
tween the  two  islands  which  had  sub- 
sisted for  seven  centuries,  they  had  no 
right  to  decide  not  to  appeal  to  the  coun- 
try. 

Lord  Salisbury  then  denounced  the 
registration  bill,  which,  he  said,  would 
disfranchise  thousands  and  enfranchise 
many  who  were  mere  vagrants.

Lamont,  la.,  April  19.— Because  of  the 
reported  disturbance  in  the  minds  of 
some  of  those  residing  on  the  property 
affected  by  the  Temple  lot  decision  at 
Independence.  Mo.,  President  W.  H. 
Blair  said:  "I  have  and  still  believe  that 
the  time  will  come  when  the  church  will 
have  such  influence  in  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri that  when  they  make  application 
for  redress  for  losses  sustained,  etc.,  the 
state  will  be  willing  to  do  something  for 
them. 

"In  regard  to  disturbing  the  title  of 
innocent  parties  who  have  bought  these 
lands  once  occupied  by  the  saints,  it 
should  be  frowned  down,  but  bye-and- 
bye,in  the  good  pleasure  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  I  believe"  that  the  saints  will  have 
such  influence  that  they  can  be  heard  by 
the  state,  and  it  will  be  anxious  to  re- 
dress their  wrongs  so  far  as  lies  in  its 
power,  and  inasmuch  as  the  United 
States  government  stood  by  and  winked 
at  this  work,  I  believe  that  when  con- 
ditions are  favorable  an  effort  may  be 
made  for  our  nation  to  do  something  to 
recover  its  good  name  and  its  damaged 
reputation." 

Coming  as  this  does  from  the  head  of 
the  church  before  its  assembled  repre- 
sentatives, it  is  of  interest  to  those  who 
hold  suspected  titles.

Has  a  Guarantee  in   Effect  by  the  Chinese 

Empire  for  Protection  to  American 

Residents. 


Washington,  April  ig.— Comment 
has  been  caused  by  the  announcement 
that  Senator  White,  of  California,  favors 
the  new  Chinese  treaty.  To  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  the  senator  has  given  for 
the  first  time  the  reasons  for  his  attitude 
on  this  subject.  "The  treaty  recognizes," 
he  said,  "the  validity  of  the  Geary  and 
McCreary  acts,  and  explicitly  declares 
that  the  Chinese  government  will  not 
object  to  their  enforcement.  This  is  a 
substantial  gain,  because  the  supreme 
court  has  sustained  the  validity  of  the 
Geary  by  a  mere  majority  and  one  of  the 
justices  whose  votes  determined  the  case 
has  died,  so  that  all  recognize  the  uncer- 
tainty of  a  second  presentation  to  that 
tribunal." 

The  provision  whereby  the  United 
States  agrees  to  furnish  annually  to 
China  the  names  of  our  citizens,  includ- 
ing missionaries  who  reside  there,  is  in 
effect  a  guarantee  by  the  Chinese  em- 
pire that  the  Americans  will  not  be  dis- 
turbed. Missionaries  need  have  no  so- 
licitude hereafter.  While  the  Chinese 
government  is  not  friendly  to  American 
residents,  the  effect  of  the  provision  is 
to  make  it  liable  pecuniarily  and  other- 
wise for  injuries  to  our  people  there. 
The  Chinese  do  not  enjoy  paying  dam- 
ages. 

As  to  the  criticism  against  the  privi- 
lege to  Chinese  laborers  having  a  wife, 
child  or  parent  in  the  United  States, 
property  or  debts,  he  said:  "The  provi- 
sion only  applies  to  laborers  who  are 
registered.  If  we  agree  as  in  the  Geary 
and  McCreary  acts  that  they  may  return 
permanently,  if  they  register,  I  see  no 
objection  to  their  temporary  absence.  I 
admit  that  a  Chinaman  will  swear  to 
anything,  but  in  this  case  his  veracity  is 
passed  upon  by  an  American  official.  In- 
dividuals professing  to  be  interested 
have  announced  that  the  proposed  treaty 
will  open  the  door  to  a  Chinese  invasion, 
but  no  laborer  can  enter  without  a  return 
certificate,  and  if  we  admit  that  there 
may  be  substitution  (which  I  do  not  con- 
cede), the  number  of  laborers  cannot  be 
increased  because  one  certificate  repre- 
sents one  man. 

"The  right  to  return  was  implicitly 
recognized  by  congress  in  the  Morrow 
act  of  1 888,  and  the  legislation  was  at 
that  time  considered  by  anti-Chinese  ad- 
vocates as  progressive.  The  present 
treaty  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  of  the 
Morrow  bill,  and  as  soon  as  it  becomes 
evfdent  that  the  Chinese  government  in- 
tends to  ratify  it,  a  bill  can  be  passed 
providing  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
treaty  provisions,  and  containing  proper 
and  stringent  regulations,  and  penalties. 
The  Morrow  bi.U  contained  aj)rovision 
for  photographs  which  is  now  supplied 
by  the  Geary  and  McCreary  laws. 

•'The  Chinese  government  declined  to 
agree  to  the  treaty  of  1888  upon  the 
ground  that  the  certificate  issued  to  a  de- 
parting Chinese  laborer  should  be  grant- 
ed by  a  Chinese  consul.  Mr.  Cleveland 
said  in  his  message  to  congress  dated 
Oct.  I,  1888,  approving  the  Scott  exclu- 
sion act,  that  the  obvious  and  necessary 
effect  of  this  contention  would  be  practi- 
cally to  place  the  execution  of  the  treaty 
beyond  the  control  of  the  United  States." 

A  Triple  Tragedy. 

Mount  Vernon,  Ala.,  April  19. — A 
female  Apache  Indian  prisoner  ot  war 
named  Belle,  and  Nahtoraghun,  a  mem- 
of  the  Indian  company  stationed  at 
Mount  Vernon  barracks,  were  shot  and 
mortally  wounded  by  Hugh  SeetoU,  a 
member  of  the  Indian  company.  After 
shooting  Belle  and  Nahtoraghun,  Seetoll 
shot  and  instantly  killed  himself.  The 
cause  of  the  shooting  was  jealousy. 

A  Banker  Dead. 

Natchez,  Miss.,  April  ig  — Audley  C. 
Britton,  a  well  known  banker  of  this  citv, 
is  dead,  aged  73.

His   Pretence   on   the    Finance   Committee 
Causes  Specuiation.  ■ 

Washington,  April  19.— An  interest- 
ing suggestion  is  made  in  connection 
with  the  possibility  of  the  selection  of 
Senator  Hill  as  a  member  of  the  senate 
committee  on  tinance  to  succeed  the  late 
Senator  Vance,  to  the  effect  that  such  ac- 
tion might  lead  to  an  effort  to  have  the 
tariff  bill  recommitted  to  the  finance 
committee.  Senator  Hill  is  believed  to 
be  favorable  to  this  course,  and  the  Re- 
publican senators  entertained  the  idea  of 
such  recommittal,  when  the  Democratic 
majority  of  the  committee  refused  to 
grant  hearings. 

This  they  abandoned  because  they 
thought  that  recommittal  would  mean 
the  subsecjuent  report  of  the  bill  with  im- 
material amendments.  With  Senator 
Hill  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  dis- 
satisfied with  many  of  the  features  of  the 
bill  as  he  is  known  to  be,  and  especially 
antagonistic  to  the  income  tax,  there 
would  be  good  reason  for  hoping  on  the 
part  of  those  who  agree  with  him  that 
the  bill  would  be  materially  amended  if 
it  should  again  go  to  the  committee. 

If  he  should  stand  with  the  Republi- 
cans of  the  committee  and  they  should 
vote  solidlv,  any  change  desired  by  them 
could  be  effected.  There  is  a  possibility 
however,  that  the  vacancy  m  the  com- 
mittee will  not  be  speedily  filled,  and  it 
is  believed  that  the  Democratic  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  will  ask  that  Sena- 
tor Mills  be  given  the  place.  The  selec- 
tion of  Mr.  Mills  to  close  the  general 
preliminary  debate  on  the  tariff  bill 
strengthens  this  supposition. 

The  committee  will  not,  of  course, 
have  the  naming  of  the  additional  mem- 
ber but  its  recommendation  will  natur- 
ally have  influence  with  the  Democratic 
caucus. 

THE  THUNDERER  SARCASTIC. 


Senator  Lodge's  Tariff  Amendment  Discussed 
in  London. 

London,  April  19.— The  Times  this 
morning  contains  a  sarcastic  leading 
article  on  the  amendment  to  the  Ameri- 
can tariff  bill,  offered  by  Senator  Lodge, 
providing  for  the  imposition  of  differen- 
tial duties,  where  treaties  are  not  contra- 
vened on  imports  from  Great  Britain  or 
her  colonies  until  Great  Britain  agrees 
with  the  United  States  for  the  coinage 
and  use  of  silver. 

The  article  reminds  Senator  Lodge  of 
the  existence  of  a  treaty  forbidding  the 
United  States  to  impose  on  British  manu- 
factured goods  any  higher  duty  than 
those  imposed  on  goods  of  the  same  kind 
imported  from  other  countries.  Refer- 
ring to  the  delay  that  the  tariff  bill  is  en- 
countering, the  Times  says  that  until  the 
senate  has  finished  its  work  the  measure 
will  not  be  found  to  give  any  violent  im- 
petus to  free  trade. 

Commenting  upon  the  census  inquiry 
into  the  taxable  value  of  property  in  the 
United  States,  the  Times  remarks  that 
the  perplexing  thing  is  that  the  increase 
in  the  wealth  of  the  community  does  not 
bring  with  it  an  equivalent  of  content 
and  personal  well  being. 

A  NIYSTERY  SOLVED. 


A  Young  Man  Confesses  to  Killing  a  Night 
Watchman. 

New  York,  April  19. — The  mystery 
surrounding  the  murder  of  August 
Loeftler,  night  watchman  in  a  candy 
factory,  who  was  found  dead  in  the  fac- 
tory yesterday,  has  been  solved  by  the 
arrest  and  confession  ot  Charles  Miller, 
a  young  man,  who  was  recently  dis- 
charged from  the  factory. 

Upon  Miller's  person  were  found  some 
of  the  coins  identified  as  having  been 
stolen  from  the  cash  drawer  in  the 
factory.  Miller's  story  is  that  Loeffler 
detected  him  in  the  act  of  robbing  the 
cash  drawer  and  they  had  a  fight,  and  he 
struck  Loeffler  several  time  on  the  head 
with  a  club. 


In  Despair  and  Snow. 

Denver,  April  iq. — The  Coxeyites 
were  outwitted  again  last  night.  They 
moved  ten  miles  up  the  Burlington  & 
Missouri  River  tracks  yesterday  to  Barr 
Station,  intending  to  hold  up  a  train,  but 
the  railroads  had  called  on  the  county 
for  assistance  and  twenty  deputy  sheriffs 
were  sent  to  Barr.  They  returned  last 
night  after  the  last  train  had  gone,  leav- 
ing the  Coxeyites  in  despair  and  the 
snow.    Depredations  are  feared.

London,  April  10. — The  Times  this 
morning  says  the  cable  companies  con- 
trolling the  lines  between  Great  Britain 
and  Australia  have  made  representa- 
tions to  the  marquis  of  Kipon  against  the 
necessity  or  utility  of  a  Pacific  cable. 
The  representatives  of  the  companies 
presented  figures  showing  that  the  ex- 
isting lines  could  c.irry  double  the  pres- 
ent traffic.

Duke  of  Hesse  and   Princess 

Victoria. 


There  was    a    Dazzling    Array   of    Kings, 

Queens  ind  the  Lesser  Fry  of

Queen  Victoria  Dictated  All  the  Ceremonies, 

Which  Were  Full  of  State  and 

Very  Impressive. 


COBURG,  April  19.— The  weather  is 
splendid  here  today  for  the  royal  wed- 
ding. The  city  is  packed  with  royal  and 
imperial  guests,  foreign  visitors  and 
German  sightseers.  Every  building  is 
decorated  in  some  manner,  even  the 
most  modest  cottages  having  at  least 
some  slight  display  of  bunting  to  the 
breeze,  while  the  important  thorough- 
fares and  prominent  buildings  are  buried 
beneath  decorations  of  all  descriptions 
and  colors.  At  first  the  sky  was  over- 
cast, but  early  in  the  day  the  sky  had 
cleared  to  a  beautiful  blue  and  the  sun 
beamed  gloriously  upon  this  temporary 
headquarters  of  representatives  of  nearly 
all  the  imperial  and  royal  families  of 
Europe. 

The  First  dragoon  regiment  band  filled 
the  air,  at  short  intervals,  with  delightful 
music,  playing  in  front  of  the  Edinburgh 
palace.  The  schloss  platz  and  the  ter- 
races overlooking  the  park  were  so 
thronged  at  10  o'clock  this  morning  that 
the  police  were  compelled  to  drive  per- 
sons away  in  order  to  prevent  dangerous 
crushes. 

According  to  the  "ceremonial"  decided 
upon  by  (^'^cen  Victoria  (all  arrange- 
ments having  been  submitted  to  her  in 
Florence)  the  marriage  was  to  takeolace 
at  noon  precisely,  in  the  private  chapel 
of  the  ducal  schloss  with  full  state  in  the 
Lutheran  style. 

Following  German  precedents,  there 
were  no  bridesmaids,  but  the  bride  was 
supported  by  her  younger  sisters.  The 
private  chapel  of  the  schloss  was  thor- 
oughly re-decorated  for  the  occasion, 
^and  as  the  wedding  took  place  on  prim- 
rose day,  primroses  entered  largely  into 
the  interior  decorations,  these  flowers 
having  been  sent  from  England  for  the 
occasion.  Queen  Victoria  was  accom- 
panied to  the  chapel  by  the  duke  of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha  (the  duke  of  Edin- 
burgh), father  of  the  bride,  and  was  es- 
corted to  an  arm  chair  in  the  front  row 
of  the  dis'inguished  guests  and  next  to 
Emperor  William  of  Germany,  by  whose 
side  was  the  duchess  of  Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha  (the  grand  duchess  Matie  of  Rus- 
sia, sister  of  the  czar). 

There  was  some  delay  in  the  proceed- 
ings and  consequently  it  was  12:30  p.  m. 
bsfore  the  ceremony  commenced,  but  it 
was  a  most  brilliant  and  impressive 
function.  In  the  wedding  procession 
Emperor  William  escorted  the  duchess 
of  Coburg  and  ex-Empress  Frederick 
followed  alone.  The  prince  of  Wales 
and  the  czarewitch  came  next,  walking 
together.  The  bridegroom  entered  with 
his  supporters,  his  uncle.  Prince  Henry 
of  Hesse,  and  his  brother-in-law.  Prince 
Henry  of  Prussia. 

The  bride  came  in  last,  supported  by 
her  father  and  brother  and  accompanied 
by  her  sisters.  The  prince  of  Wales  sat 
beside  ex-Empress  Frederick  of  Ger- 
many (eldest  daughter  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria). Then  came  the  czarewitch.  These 
distinguished  guests  occupied  front  seats 
on  the  other  side  of  the  aisle  correspond- 
ing with  those  ot  Queen  Victoria,  Em- 
peror William  and  the  duchess  of  Co- 
burg. Other  important  personages  filled 
three  rows  behind  each  of  the  royal  and 
imperial  notabilities  already  mentioned, 
but  the  suites,  court  officials  and  minis- 
ters in  attendance  remained  standing 
throughout  the  ceremony. 

Among  the  other  distinguished  per- 
sonages present  were  the  duke  and  duch- 
ess ot  Connaught,  Prince  and  Princess 
Henry  of  Prussia,  the  Grand  Duke  and 
Grand  Duchess  Vladimir  of  Russia, 
Grand  Duke  Servius  of  Russia,  and  his 
wife,  formerly  the  Princess  Elizabeth  of 
Hesse-Darmstadt;  the  Princess  Alix  of 
Hesse,  the  crown  prince  and  princess  of 
Roumania,  the  hereditary  prince  and 
princess  of  Saxe-Meiningen,  Prince  and 
Princess  Philip  of  Coburg,  Prince  George 
of  Greece,  Prince  Ariliert  of  Anhalt,  and 
Princes  Henry  and  Louis  of  Battenburg. 

The  sun  shining  through  the  chapel 
windows  upon  this  distinguished  assem- 
blage, ladies  in  court  toilet  sparkling 
with  jewels,  their  bright  dresses  contrast- 
ing beautifully  with  the  gor^'eous  uni- 
forms of  the  male  portion  «t  the  guests, 
the  elaborate  lloral  decorations,  the 
grandeur  of  the  old  chapel,  arid  the  nat- 
ural solemnity  of  the  surroundings, 
furiued  a  magnificent  tout  ensemble 
which  has  not  often  been  equalled  of  re- 
cent years  in  any  country  in  the  world. 

Ouccn  Victoiia  wore  the  broad  blue 
riboon  of  the  order  of  the  Garter  and 
upon  her  head  sparkled  a  magnificent 
crown  of  diamonds.  Her  majesty  re- 
mained seated  throughout,  her  .igc  and 
infirmities  preventing  her  from  standing 
when  all  tbe  other  wedding  guests  arose 
during  certain  portions  ot  the  marriage 
service. 

The  general  superintendent  of  the 
Lutheran  church.  Pastor  Mueller,  offici- 
ated and  was  assisted  by  the  court 
chaplain  of  the  grand  duchy  of  Hesse 
and  by  five  local  clergymen.  After  the 
address  li.id  been  delivered,  the  bride 
and  bridegroom  plighted  tbeir troths  and 
the  wedding  rings  were  exchanged.  Then 
came  the  bene«iiction  after  which  Men- 
delsohn's "Wedding  March"  was  grandly 
plavcd  and  the  ceremony  was  at  an  end. 

The  newly  married  couple  afterwards 
kissed  their  relatives  in  turn  and  the  pro- 
cession was  reformed  and  left  the  chapel 
at  I  o'clock,  amid  the  booming  of  cannon.

DULUTH  TO  THE  ATUNTIC. 


English  Shipping    Journals    on  the  Proposed 
Channel. 

Transport,  a  weekly  British  shipping 
organ  of  weight,  in  its  issue  of  March  30, 
says:  "The  question  of  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  lake  traffic  is  attracting 
great  attention,  both  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.  The  people  of  the  United 
States  who  live  on  the  fringe  of  the  lakes 
show  a  strong  disinclination  to  remain 
dependent  upon  the  New  York  system  of 
canals,  and  tbere  is  talk  of  a  powerful 
combination  to  form  a  channel  from 
twenty  to  twenty  five  feet  deep  from  Du- 
luth to  the  se.',  by  way  of  the  lakes  and 
the  St.  Lawrence.  It  is  contended  that 
the  interests  of  the  Western  and  North- 
western states  of  the  American  Union 
are  being  sacrificed  to  those  of  New 
York,  and  there  is  every  probability  that 
the  question  ot  water  transport  will  prove 
;inother  bone  of  contention  between  the 
Eastern  and  the  Western  states." 

The  Shipping  World,  a  powerful  Lon- 
don Journal,  in  its  April  number  says: 
The  other  project  is  ot  Canadian  origin, 
but  is  warmly  supported  on  the  Ameri- 
can side  of  the  lak<.s.  It  is  to  construct 
a  ship  canal,  twenty  to  twenty-five  feet 
deep,  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  .St.Law- 
rence.  The  Canadian  government  has 
already  spent  .{,10,000,000  ($50,000,000) 
on  the  St.  Lawrence  canal  system.  It 
would  cost  as  many  millions  again,  or 
mure,  io  make  the  proposed  through 
channel  from  Lake  Superior  to  Montreal, 
whereby  vessels  of  200Q  tons  could  pass 
with  unbroken  c.irgocs  from  Duluth  to 
the  .Si.  Lawrence,  and  thence  to  the  ports 
of  the  world."

Dead  by  Deputy  Marshals  in  Okla- 
homa Territory. 


Eight  People  Altogether  Are  Reported  Killed 

and  a  Running  Fire  Is  Still  in 

Progress. 


Latest  News  from  the  Field  of  Carnage  Is 
That  the  Dalton  Gang  Is  Exter- 
minated. 


Kansas  City,  April  ly.— A  special  to 
the  Star  from  Perry,  O.  T.,  says:  News 
was  received  here  this  morning  by  mes- 
sengers that  a  terrible  fiRht  occurred 
about  forty  miles  east  of  here  near  Ewen 
mountain  yesterday  evening  and  last 
night.  The  noted  outlaws,  Bill  Dalton 
aud  Bill  Doolan  and  another  outlaw, 
said  to  be  Bitter  Creek,  were  killed  dead 
on  the  spot  and  a  woman  and   her    little 

girl  were  killed,  as  also  were  two  deputy 
marshals.  Eight  people  in  all  are  re- 
ported killed. 

The  latest  news  from  the  field  of  con- 
tact is  that  a  running  fire  is  still  in  prog- 
ress and  that  it  looks  very  much  like  the 
noted  outlaw  gang  will  be  swept  out  of 
existence.  The  price  of  Bill  Dalton's 
capture,  dead  or  .ilive,  is  $^500  and  the 
price  of  Bill  Doolan's  bead  is  $1500. 

The  best  officers  of  the  territory  are 
camping  on  the  outlaws'  trail,  and  at 
this  hour  the  latest  news  from  the  field 
of  carnage  is  that  the  Dalton  gang  is  a 
thing  of  the  past.  They  have  terrorized 
Oklahoma  and  Southern  Kansas  for  the 
past  four  years. 

DR.  FORBES'  LECTURE. 


THE  TICKETS  WERE  USED. 


In  an  Interesting  and  Entertaining  Way  Ht> 
Points  Out  Mistakes. 
A  fair  audience  was  enteitained  by 
Dr.  Forbes'  lecture  on  the  "Mistakes  of 
the  Devil  and  Some  Olher  People"  at  the 
Presbyterian  church  last  evening. 

"My  theme  is  a  fruitful  one,"  he  said. 
"The  mistakes  of  the  devil  and  other 
people  would  make  a  large  catalogue. 

"We  make  a  mistake  when  we  esti- 
mate the  value  of  the  preacher  in  the 
community.  He  takes  a  prominent  part 
in  all  good  movements,  both  in  leading 
and  acting.  Preachers  are  true,  loyal 
and  faithful  with  but  a  few  e.xceptions, 
which  are  not  worth  mentioning.  Preach- 
ers m^ke  mistakes,  too.  A  preacher 
should  be  more  of  a  man  than  a  preacher. 
People  respect  a  complete  man  more 
than  they  do  a  preacher. 

"The  old  saying  about  preachers'  sons 
is  a  mistake.  They  are  not  wilder  than 
other  people's  sons.  The  fact  that  they 
are  ministers'  sons  calls  more  attention 
to  their  wildness,  it  they  are  so,  than  to 
other  men's  sons.  More  ministers'  sons 
rise  to  positions  of  importance  than  any 
other  class. 

"It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  there 
are  too  many  preachers.  The  fault  is 
that  they  are  not  properly  distributed. 
There  are  too  many  sects  that  want 
preachers. 

G "One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  of  the 
age  is  infidelity.  Many  are  called  infi- 
dels who  are  not  entitled  to  the  name.  I 
once  heard  an  infidel  lecture  who  said 
that  he  believed  in  a  religion  that  gave 
100  cents  on  the  dollar.  The  next  day 
the  papers  came  out  and  in  flaring  head- 
lines recorded  the  saying.  I  had  been 
preaching  the  same  thing  for  twenty 
years  and  no  one  paid  any  attention 
to  me. 

"People  make  a  mistake  in  not  telling 
men  what  they  think  of  them  before  they 
die.  If  anyone  has  any  idea  of  giving 
me  3  monument  when  I  am  de;id,  I  wiil 
discount  it  50  per  cent  and  take  the 
money  now.  A  little  more  encoprage- 
ment  to  men  when  they  are  alive  instead 
of  a  monument  after  they  are  dead  would 
be  better. 

"The  devil  mide  a  mistake  when  he 
put  Abraham  Lincoln  and  James  A.  Gar- 
field out  of  the  way.  He  thought  they 
were  doing  too  much  good,  so  he  had 
them  killed,  and  by  their  deaths  they  did 
more  good  than  fifty  men's  lives."

DECLARED  UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


South  Carolina's  Dispensary  Liquor  Law 
Knocked  Out. 

CoLUMiUA,  S.  C,  April  iq.  The  Till- 
man state  dispensary  liquor  law  has  been 
declared  unconstitutional  by  the  supreme 
court  of  South  Carolina,  two  justices  con- 
curring and  one  Tillmanite  member  of 
the  supreme  bench  dissenting  from  the 
opinion. 

The  decision  was  rendered  by  Chief 
Justice  Mclver,  Justice  McGowan  as- 
senting. The  decision  was  rendered  in  a 
composite  case  composed  of  a  case  orig- 
inating in  Darlington  and  appealed  to 
the  supreme  court  by  the  state  autho- 
rities, and  of  several  minor  cases  like- 
wise appealed  by  the  state. 

The  ground  on  which  the  law  is  de- 
clared unconstitutional  is  that  it  creates 
a  monopoly  for  the  state.  Judge  Mc- 
Iver's  decision  declares  the  law  uncon- 
stitutional in  almost  every  respect.  The 
profit  to  the  state  feature  is  declared 
vicious.

The  Street  Car  Strike  Situation  at  Milwaukee 
Unchanged.

The  officials  of  the  road 
held  a  conference  with  the  men  this 
morning  and  they  will  meet  again  this 
afternoon.  As  far  as  can  be  learned,  no 
concessions  have  been  made  by  either 
side  as  vet. 

President  Cromwelle,  of  the  street  rail- 
way company,  is  engaged  in  secret  con- 
ference with  a  number  of  other  gentle- 
men in  the  United  States  court  room,  and 
it  is  reported  that  the  street  car  com- 
pany may  resort  to  an  injunction.

Should  Post  Itself. 
The  statement  that  "The  Herald  does 
not  like  the  turning  down  of  Jud  La 
Moure  by  the  Republicans  of  North 
Dakota"  is  certainly  not  supported  by 
anything  which  has  appeared  in  these 
columns.  The  chronic  habit  of  misrep- 
resentation with  which  the  News  Tribune 
is  atflicted  is  responsible  for  thus  distort- 
ing what  The  Herald  said  on  the  subject. 
Senator  La  Moure  may  be  justly  regard- 
ed by  many  Republicans  as  a  traitor  to 
the  party  because  he  and  many  other 
Republican  members  of  the  legislature 
united  with  the  Democrats  in  electing 
Mr.  Roach  to  the  United  States  senate. 
The  Herald  does  not  profess  to  judge 
whether  Mr.  La  Moure  an  J  his  associ- 
ates were  justified  in  taking  this  action, 
but  there  have  been  instances,  even  in 
Minuesota,  where  Republicans  have 
performed  a  great  service  to 
their  party  by  electing  a 
Democrat  to  office  in  preference  to  an 
unworthy  Republican  candidate.  There 
have  been  so  many  factions  in  the  Re- 
publican party  in  North  Dakota  and 
their  differences  have  been  of  such  a 
bitter  character,  resulting  in  each  fac- 
tion having  at  various  times  bolted  the 
regular  party  ticket,  that  it  is  difficult  for 
an  outsider  to  decide  whether  the  Mc- 
Kenzie  faction  or  the  La  Moure  faction 
is  the  genuine,  unadulterated  Republican 
article,  with  the  name  blown  in  the 
bottle. 

There  is  one  curious  statement  made 
by  the  News  Tribune  in  regard  to  this 
matter  that  deserves  attention.  But  for 
the  combination  that  elected  Senator 
Roach,  it  says,  "there  would  be  no  ques- 
tion but  the  Republicans  in  the  senate 
today  would  be  in  a  position  to  absolutely 
ensure  the  defeat  of  the  Mills  tariff  bill, 
and  to  retain  the  McKinley  bill  on  the 
statute  books."  It  is  to  be  feared 
that  the  morning  paper  is  no  better 
posted  about  the  situation  in  the  senate 
than  it  is  about  North  Dakota  politics. 
So  far  as  the  latest  advices  from  Wash- 
ington touch  upon  the  tariff  question, 
there  is  no  evidence  of  any  movement 
on  the  part  of  the  Republican  senators 
to  "ensure  the  defeat  of  the  Mills  tariff 
bill."  Indeed,  it  was  the  general  suppo- 
sition that  the  Mills  bill  was  defeated  in 
the  senate  finally  and  forever  several 
years  ago. 

Senator  Roach's  vote  does  not  prevent 
the  retention  of  the  McKinley  law  on  the 
statute  books.  If  a  Republican  held  his 
seat  the  Democrats  would  still  have  a 
majority  in  the  senate.  The  senate 
would  then  be  constituted  as  follows: 
Democrats,  43;  Republicans,  38;  Popu- 
lists, 4.  The  Democrats  would  still 
have  a  majority  of  one  over  the  Repub- 
licans and  Populists  combined.  The 
News  Tribune  should  devote  a  little  time 
to  becoming  posted  on  matters  political 
before  attempting  to  criticize  and  misre- 
present the  statements  of  others.

The  Michigan  Republican  editors  re- 
cently held  a  meeting  and  formed  an  as- 
sociation similar  to  that  recently  formed 
in  Minnesota,  and  the  Detroit  News  says 
they  decided  that  they  have  no  use  for 
independent  papers,  and  that  the  more 
partisan  a  paper  is,  the  better.  Of 
course  they  could  not  very  well  say  any- 
thing else,  because  if  the  proprietor  of  a 
partisan  paper  did  not  believe  in  a  party 
paper  he  would  make  it  an  independent 
paper. 

The  curious  thing,  as  the  Detroit  News 
points  out,  is  not  that  the  Republican  ed- 
itors should  hold  such  opinions,  but  that 
they  should  write  and  listen  to  learned 
essays  setting  forth  such  opinions.  This 
looks  as  if.  there  were  considerable  doubt 
somewhere  that  "the  more  partisan  a 
paper  is,  the  better  U  is."  And  there 
is,  as  a.  matter  of  fact,  considerable 
doubt.  For  as  a  rule  the  inde- 
pendent papers  or  the  independent 
party  papers  have  the  largest  circulation 
and  are  the  most  successful.  Run  over 
the  list:  The  Boston  Herald,  the  Spring- 
field Republican,  the  New  York  Sun,  the 
New  York  World,  the  Philadelphia 
Leger,  the  Philadelphia  Record,  the 
Pittsburg  Dispatch,  the  Buffalo  News,  the 
Cleveland  Press,  the  Cincinnati  Post,  the 
Detroit  News,  The  Duluth  Herald,  the 
Chicago  News,  the  Indianapolis  News, 
and  a  score  of  others  in  various  cities, 
which,  even  when  they  are  party  papers, 
are  not  servile  partisans,  but  have  the 
largest  circulation  and  therefore  com- 
mend themselves  to  the  public  more  than 
party  papers. 

The  fact  that  in  all  the  principal  cities 
the  independent  paper  flourishes  and 
out-classes  the  partisan  paper  must  be 
regarded  as  proof  of  its  superiority  in 
the  public  estimation.  The  people  pre- 
fer an  independent  paper  that  publishes 
the  news  without  partisan  coloring  and 
discusses  questions  of  public  importance, 
unbiased  by  party  prejudice. 


The  princess  of  Wales  was  not  pres- 
ent at  the  brilliant  wedding  at  Coburg 
today,  where  were  assembled  many  of 
the  royal  personages  of  Europe.

Col.  Watterson's  Scathing  Comments  on  Col. 
Phil  Thompson's  Speech. 

Louisville  Courier-Journal:  No  journal 
can  do  its  duty  and  remain  silent  regard- 
ing the  remarkable  speech  of  Col.  Phil 
Thompson,  one  of  the  attorneys  in  the 
Pollard  case.      We  know  of  no  speech 

made  under  circumstances  of  such  pub- 
licity that  is  in  so  many  respects  dis- 
creditable.

But  that  he  chose  to  base  it  on 
a  conception  of  morals  and  philosophy 
as  vicious  as  it  is  false,  is  not  only  a  le- 
gitimate but  an  imperative  subject  for 
public  condemnation.  Silence  from 
manly  men  is  out  of  the  question  when  a 
speaker  arises.in  a  court  room  into  which 
run  the  wires  of  every  telegraph  line  in 
the  land,  and,  professing  himself  to  be  a 
representative  of  men,  declares  that  all 
men  are  libertines;  that  civilization  is 
naught  but  a  lie;  that  purity  is  a  myth; 
that  virtue  is  a  mockery;  that  manhood 
is  simply  lust. 

That  there  are  far  too  many  men  who 
are  recreant  to  duty  and  decency,  no  one 
will  deny;  that  there  are  many  whose 
lives,  fair  on  the  exterior,  are  in  reality 
as  foul  as  any  whose  corruption  has  been 
exposed,  every  one  knows.  But  when 
the  deliberate  assertion  is  made  that  all 
men  are  rogues,  whose  crime  only  con- 
sists in  discovery,  an  indignant  and  hor- 
rified protest  will  go  up  from  the  homes 
of  America,  where  conjugal  love  and 
loyalty  have  thousands  and  thousands  of 
sacred  altars,  and  from  as  many  thou- 
sands of  men  whose  lives  are  manly  and 
wholesome,  because  deep  in  their  hearts 
is  that  ennobling  reverence  for  true  wo- 
manhood which  is  the  inspiration  and 
sustenance  of  true  manhood,  and  as  long 
as  that  exists  such  charges  as  those  made 
by  Col.  Thompson  cannot  be  other  than 
slanders.

Only  a  few  months  later  and  upon  this 
forbidding  solitude  stood  the  most  mag- 
nificent group  of  palaces  that  the  world 
has  ever  seen,  rising  in  white  majesty 
from  noble  terraces  and  bordered  by 
bright  lagoons  of  which  even  Venice 
might  have  been  proud.

WRIT  OF  CERTIORARI. 


Supreme  Court  Grants  One  in  the  Norton  As- 
sessinent  Case. 

Judge  Gilfillan,  of  the  supreme  court, 
has  granted  a  writ  of  certiorari  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota  ex  rel.  City  of  Du- 
luth  against  the  District  Judges  of  the 
Eleventh  District.  The  writ  is  granted 
on  the  petition  of  the  city  in  the  case  of 
Martha  H.  Norton  against  the  village  of 
West  Dnluth,  an  appeal  from  Grand 
avenue  assessments.  The  case  came  up 
for  trial  last  term  and  resulted  in  a  ver- 
dict for  the  city.  Judge  Lewis  granted  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial  and  made  an 
order  setting  aside  the  verdict  on  the 
ground  of  the  court's  error  in  admitting 
certain  evidence  for  the  city. 

The  city  does  not  think  the  court  made 
an  error  in  admitting  their  testimony,  so 
in  their  petition  the  judges  are  requested 
to  produce  and  certify  to  their  proceed- 
ings in  the  premises. 

Asa  P.  Lacey  has  filed  suit  against  Ed- 
ward McCue,  his  partner.  They  are 
contractors  and  some  time  ago  took  a 
contract  with  the  government  to  repair 
the  north  piers  at  the  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior entries.  They  received  over  $6000 
for  the  job,  but  Lacey  complains  that 
McCue  has  absorbed  the  whole  of  it  and 
even  the  partnership  tools  and  ma- 
chinery.   He  wants  an  accounting.

The 
matter  was  set  for  the  special  term  to  be 
held  April  28.

Matakovick  Case  Went  to  the  Jury  About 
Eleven  O'clock— Jury  Which  Appre- 
ciates a  Joke. 


The  Merritt  case  against  the  Ametican 
Steel  Barge  company  has  been  removed 
from  the  district  court  to  the  United 
States  circuit  court.  Yesterday  Davis, 
Kellogg  &  Severance,  of  St.  Paul,  filed 
notice  of  appearance  for  the  barge  com- 
pany, and  petitioned  for  removal  on  the 
ground  that  the  defendant  is  a  resident 
of  another  state  and  the  amount  at  issue 
exceeds  Sioo.coo.  A  bond  for  costs  of 
iiooo  was  filed,  with  M.  J.  Forbes  and 
George  Spencer  as  sureties.  Judge 
Lewis  made  an  order  for  removal. 

The  jury  in  the  case  of  W.  J.  Spain 
against  the  Iron  Range  road  went  out 
last  night  and  this  morning  brought  in  a 
verdict  for  Spain  for  $1810.23.  The 
amount  asked  was  about  $8000.  This  is 
the  first  time  this  term  that  a  jury  has  re- 
mained out  over  night. 

The  Matakovick  manslaughter  case 
went  to  the  jury  at  11  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. At  noon  they  were  still  out,  and  it 
was  not  known  when  they  were  likely  to 
agree  on  a  verdict.  They  were  not  al- 
lowed to  leave  the  room,  their  dinner  be- 
ing served  them  by  Sheriff  Sharvy  from 
the  county  inn. 

Yesterday  afternoon  Judge  Lewis  took 
up  the  grand  larceny  case  against  John 
P.  Herman.  Herman  was  accused  of 
stealing  a  watch  and  chain  from  Mrs. 
Sullivan,  wife  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
Windsor  hotel.  Herman  asserted  that  he 
took  it  as  a  joke.  The  case  went  to  the 
jury  this  morning  and  in  a  short  time 
they  agreed.  Luckily  for  Mr.*  Herman 
they  had  a  sufficient  sense  of  humor  to 
see  the  joke,  and  he  was  acijuitted. 
When  he  was  thanking  them  for  their 
verdict  one  of  them  told  hin^  that  the 
joke  was  a  dangerous  one  and  he  had 
better  not  play  it  again. 

Judge  Lewis  then  took  up  the  case 
against  John  McCune.  He  is  accused  of 
breaking  into  a  St.  PauI  &  Duluth  car  at 
West  Duluth  and  stealing  some  cloth- 
ing. He  was  indicted  for  grand  larceny 
in  the  second  degree  and  burglary,  but 
he  is  being  tried  only  on  the  former 
count. 

Jurymen  were  scarce  this  morning, 
and  after  the  Matakovick  jury  went  out 
Judge  Moer  did  not  take  up  another  case. 
This  afternoon  he  will  probably  try 
William  Munro  for  grand  larceny  in  the 
second  degree.  Munro  is  accused  of 
stealing  a  check  for  $7440  from  E.  W. 
Barker. 

The  jury  in  the  case  of  John  M.  Will- 
iams against  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  W.  Saun- 
ders brought  in  a  verdict  last  night  for 
$13,11976.  the  amount  asked  for. 
*  Judge;  Ensign  took  up  this  morning 
the  case  of  Charles  A.  Moore  against 
Hutch  Bevier,  G.  W.  Davis  and  Jeff 
Hildreth.  Moore  and  Davis  sold  some 
mineral  lands  to  Bevier  and  Hildreth  for 
$Sooo.  Moore  claims  that  the  money 
was  paid  to  Davis,  who  kept  it  all.  He 
sues  for  his  share,  $4000.  The  case  will 
go  to  the  jury  this  afternoon. 

The  only  civic  case  remaining  on  the 
calendar  is  that  of  George  J.  Mallory 
against  the  village  of  West  Duluth, 
which  will  probably  be  taken  up  by 
Judge  Ensign  when  he  disposes  of  the 
Moore  case.  Mallory  sues  for  $5000 
damage  to  his  lots  in  West  Duluth 
caused  by  removing  the  lateral  support. 
The  case  was  tried  at  the  last  term  but 
the  jury  disagreed.

It  has  long  been  whispered  that  men 
sometimes  went  to  sleep  in  church  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  a  sermon.

St.  rAii.,  April  20.— The  storm  center 
in  the  (Ireat  Northern  strike  today  will 
be  at  St.  Cloud,  where  most  of  the  trouble 
has  heretofore  been  encountered.  Wed- 
nesday and  yesterday  Ur.i'.ed  .States 
deputy  marshals  were  interfered  wuh 
and  the  restraining  order  of  the  United 
States  court  violently  resisted,  trains 
being  stopped  as  on  the  previous  days  of 
the  big  strike.  There  are  now  in  that 
immediate  vicinity  between  fifteen  and 
twenty  United  States  deputies,  and  Mar- 
shal L'.ede  started  (or  that  place  at  10 
o'clock  today  with  an  additional  force. 

The  deputies  already  there  have  taken 
the  names  of  the  strikers  who  resisted 
them.  Warrants  have  been  sworn 
against  ten  strikers  active  in  op- 
posing and  threatening  the  deputies,  and 
these  warrants  will  be  served  today, 
when  trouble  may  ensue. 

The  other  point  of  particular  interest 
is  m  the  proposed  conference  in  this  city. 
The  full  correspondence  between  Presi- 
dent Hill,  of  ihe  Northern,  and  Presi- 
dent Debs  and  \  ice  President  Howard, 
of  the  American  Railway  union,  was 
printed  today. 

As  stated  in  these  dispatches  last  night 
Mr.  Hill  did  not,  in  that  correspondence, 
recognize  the  union,  but  he  specitically 
explains  in  a  letter,  that  "the  company  is 
ready  to  receive  the  mcil  in  its  employ 
or  their  representatives.  This  includes 
all  men  on  the  company's  pay  rolls.  The 
company  can  have  no  knowledge  as  to 
who  will  represent  its  employes,  except 
as  they  themselves  will  designate." 

This  correspondence  makes  certain  an 
early  conference,  but  more  cannot  h^ 
said,  and  in  the  meantime  the  company 
is  assisted  by  United  States  depaty  mar- 
shals serving  the  restraining  order  of  the 
United  States  circuit  court.

THE  PUGET  SOUND  END. 

Strikers  and  Officials  at  Seattle  Waiting  for 
Developments. 
Seattle,  Wash.,  April  20. — Both  the 
Great  Northern  strikers  and  local  offi- 
cials are  waiting  for  developments  at  the 
other  end  of  the  line.  The  strikers  have 
complete  possession  of  the  telegr.iph 
lines  and  the  operators  refuse  to  talk 
with  anybody  unicss  he  can  give  the 
countersign.  The  oper:itors  are  still 
tunning  a  little  associated  prei^s  of  llitir 
own,  sending  strike  news  from  the  Iccil 
newspapers  to  points  all  along  the  line 
as  far  west  as  Spokane. 

15y  consent  ot  the  union  one  of  the 
striking  engineers  ran  five  cars  of  freight 
from  the  yard  at  Interhay  to  the  city  last 
night  in  order  that  the  perishable  goods 
might  be  returned  to  shippers. 

Local  railroad  men,  both  on  the  North- 
ern and  other  roads,  are  very  indignant 
at  the  st.itements  made  iif  an  interview 
by  Chairman  Johnson,  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  grievance  committee,  to  the 
eifect  that  the  Great  Northern  men  were 
mostly  men  who  drifted  out  of  the 
brotherhoods  and  that  the  American 
Railway  union  men  had  but  iiit'e 
strength  on  the  Northern  Pacific. 

The  local  lodges  of  the  brotherhood  of 
firemen  and  railway  tiainmen  and  the 
switchmen's  union  unite  in  denuncia- 
ting  the  statement  and  say  that  the 
brotherhood  men  in  Seattle  did  not  up- 
hold Mr.  Johnson  in  making  any  such 
stitement.  They  call  attention  to  the 
f.ict  that  the  forty-four  members  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  grievance  committee 
spent  fifty-two  days  at  St.  Paul  at  a  cost 
of  j6oo  a  day  in  trying  to  prevent  a  re- 
t-laction  of  wages  and  all  they  accom- 
plished was  a  very  few  small  concessions 
and  for  this  expense  the  firemen  alone 
were  assessed  $8  each. 

They  state  that  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
tonight,  fully  seven-eighths  cf  all  the 
railway  men  in  Seattle  will  join  the 
union,  and  a  majority  of  trainmen  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  belong  to  the  union 
and  more  are  joining  every  day. 

National  Assembly  of  Brewers. 
St.  Louis,  April  20. — A  n^eeting  of  the 
National  Assembly  of  Brewery  Work- 
men is  being  held  here  with  delegates 
present  from  nearly  all  the  brewing 
cities.  Very  little  business  of  import- 
ance has  been  transacted  so  far,  except 
that  the  constitution  has  been  changed 
so  as  to  make  it  agrCe  with  that  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor. 


HAS  A  HEAVY  DEFICIT. 

A  Chicago  Loan  Company  Which  Was  Man- 
aged Extravagantly. 
Chicago,  April  20.— Withdrawing 
stockholders  of  the  Continental  Invest- 
ment and  Loan  society  of  Chicago  have 
been    asked  to    sacrifice  20    per  cent  of 

their  investment  to  save  the  concern. 
The  assets  amount  to  j^i88.ooo  and  liabil- 
ities foot  up  ;«i225,ooo.  The  deficit  is  said 
by  the  officers  to  have  been  caused  by 
the  extravagance  of  the  past  manage- 
ment. The  stockholdcrshavc  appointed 
a  committee  to  investigate  and  a  receiver 
may  be  asked  for. 

State  Auditor  Gore  has  given  the  North 
and  South  Building  and  Loan  associa- 
tion sixty  days  in  whii  h  to  make  up  a 
S32,coo  deficit  and  to  reform  its  methods. 
Assets  arc  stated  at  $76,000  and  liabili- 
ties at  ?ioS.ooo.  lllcf;al  methods  and 
extravagance  are  charged. 

THE  COAL  MINERS'  STRIKE. 

Three  Thousand  Coal  Mines  to  Be  Abandoned 
Tomorrow. 
Cl.i-.vr.LAM),  OiDio,  April  ^<i.— Speak- 
ing of  the  effects  and  prospects  of  the 
big  strike  oidered  for  tomorrow  noon,  a 
prominent  Massilon  operator  says: 

'It  will  be  the  greatest  co.nl  miners' 
strike  the  world  ever  saw.  .  It  will  net 
last  later  than  next  June,  but  it  may  be 
satisfactorily  settled  within  two  weeks. 
Probably  3000  coal  mines  in  the  United 
States  will  be  abandoned,  and  nearly 
250,000  miners  will  be  idle.  Of  the 
mines  300  are  located  in  Ohio  and  thirty 
in  the  Massilon  district. 

"A  majority  of  the  operators  believe 
the  strikers  to  have  the  right  of  the  mat- 
ter. But  there  is  a  minority  which  has 
prevented  an  amicable  senlement  of  the 
matter,  having  the  power  that  minorities 
occasionally  secure. 

GEN.  WEAVER  FOR  CONGRESS. 

The  Iowa  Populist  Will  Move  to  Kansas  and 
Become  a  Candidate. 

Toi'EKA,  Kan.,  April  20.— It  is  an- 
nounced here  by  a  leading  Populist  from 
the  Sixth  congressional  district  that  at  a 
recent  conference  of  Populists  held  in 
Beloit,  at  which  James  B.  Weaver,  of 
Iowa,  was  present,  an  invitation  was  ex- 
tended to  him  to  move  to  Beloit  and  ac- 
cept the  nomination. 

When  assured  that  the  nomination 
would  be  tendered  to  him  without  oppo- 
sition, (ien.  Weaver  promised  to  take  up 
his  residence  at  some  point  in  the  dis- 
trict, probably  Beloit,  before  May,  thus 
establishing  his  citizenship  by  election 
day. 

HAD  A  TEMPESTUOUS  TRIP.

CUT  THIS  OUT. 


Omaha,  April  20.— Three  thousand 
laboring  men  marched  out  of  Omaha  to- 
day with  banners  llying  bound  for  the 
camp  of  (ien.  Kelly's  Commonwealers  at 
Weston,  Iowa,  fourteen  miles  east  of 
Council  Bluffi.  At  q  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing at  the  sign.il  agreed  upon  at  last 
night's  meeting  of  the  Central  Labor 
union — the  ringing  of  church  bells  and 
the  blowing  of  whistles — was  given,  an- 
nouncing that  Kelly's  army  was  still  at 
Weston  unable  to  secure  a  train  for  the 
East. 

Inside  of  five  minutes  1000  men  had 
gathered  at  Jefferson  square  and  were 
quickly  organized  into  companies  with  a 
captain  for  every  ten  men.  The  march 
was  then  taken  up  through  Sixteenth 
street  to  Farnum,  where  the  column  pro- 
ceeded to  the  city  hail  and  counter- 
marched. At  every  street  recruits  were 
received  and  when  the  column  reached 
the  Paxton  hotel  there  were  2500  men  in 
line.  Kach  company  was  provided  with 
an  American  flag,  and  as  fast  as  recruits 
joined  they  were  formed  into  companies 
and  provided  with  banners. 

At  Eleventh  and  Farnum  streets  the 
main  column  was  met  by  a  detachment 
ol  500  men.  They  joined  forces  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Dougless  street  toll  bridge 
across  the  Missouri  river.  Here  they 
were  met  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
bridge,  who  said  the  company  was  glad 
to  give  them  a  tree  transportation  across 
the  river.  This  was  a  graceful  act,  for 
the  men  were  prepared  to  cross  v.'ith  or 
without  permission. 

It  had  been  expected  that  the  Union 
Pacific  shop  men  would  join  the  column 
at  this  point,  but  that  part  of  the  pro- 
gram was  not  carried  out,  for  the  com- 
pany warned  the  men  when  they  came  to 
work  that  those  working  would  be  ex- 
pected to  remain  on  duty  all  day.  The 
master  mechanic  also  prevented  the 
blowing  of  the  shop  whistle.  There 
were  a  number  of  Union  Pacific  men  in 
the  line  of  marchers,  however,  but  they 
were  men  who  had  not  gone  to  work  this 
morning. 

Thousands  of  people  followed  the 
column  to  the  bridge,  and  other 
thousands  were  on  hand  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river  to  welcome  them.  The 
call  seemed  to  have  the  effect  of  bring- 
ing out  a  greater  throng  than  had  been 
expected  last  night  when  the  rain  was 
falling  so  heavily.  All  the  men  seemed 
to  be  in  excellent  spirits  and  determined 
that  the  march  should  mean  business. 
The  column  had  been  preceded  to 
Council  Bluffs  by  a  committee  of  pro- 
minent citizens,  appointed  at  last  night's 
meeting  of  the  Central  Labor  union,  in- 
cluding Kev.  Dr.  Joseph  T.  Duryea,  pas- 
tor of  ibe  First  Congregational  church. 
Rev.  Dr.  H.  Emerson,  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian church,  and  Rev.  Frank  Crane, 
of  the  First  Methodist  church.  The 
committee  was  to  call  on  Ciovernor  Jack- 
son and  the  managers  of  the  railroads 
and  urge  that  the  Commonwealers  be  at 
once  started  on  their  wav  East. 

While  the  column  was  marching  to- 
wards the  Missouri,  Gen.  Kelly  was  in 
Omaha  seated  m  the  private  car  of  Pres- 
ident St.  John  of  the  Rock  Island  road, 
holding  an  animated  conference.  Mr. 
St.  John  said  in  response  to  a  request  for 
a  train  that  he  was  not  in  a  position  to 
grant  it,  even  should  he  desire  to  do  so, 
as  the  matter  was  now  wholly  in  the 
hands  of  the  presidents  of  the  Iowa  trunk 
lines  and  no  one  road  could  grant  a  re- 
(|ucst  for  a  train  unless  the  presidents  of 
all  the  other  lines  agreed. 

Gen,  Kelly  then  left  the  car  and  called 
on  other  friends  tor  advice.  One  promi- 
nent man  suggested  that  the  army  levy 
on  the  farmers  for  horses  and  wagons, 
that  the  army  be  split  up  into  £(|uads  of 
100  men  each  and  that  they  spread  out 
over  a  stretch  of  territory  twenty-five 
miles  wide  and  march  on  toot  across  the 
state.  It  was  suggested  thatsuch  a  plan 
would  soon  bring  the  people  of  the  state 
to  time,  tor  the  army  would  practically 
devastate  the  country  through  which  it 
passed,  and  the  railroads  would  then  be 
forced  to  take  the  Commonwealers  up 
and  carry  them  out  of  the  country.  Gen. 
Kelly  said  the  plan  seemed  to  him  a 
good  one  and  he  thought  it  might  be 
tried.  He  agreed  to  call  a  council  of  his 
officers  and  place  the  plan  before  them. 
.\fter  deliberation  if  they  agreed  to  it 
the  plan  would  be  adopted.  The  gen- 
eral left  for  Council  Bluffs  at  ir  o'clock. 
It  is  said  that  some  of  the  .anarchists  who 
were  in  the  column  marching  out  of 
Omaha  had  some  dynamite  with  them, 
but  how  much  is  not  known. 

A  strange  sight  was  witnessed  on  the 
march  from  the  bridge  to  the  heart  of 
Council  Bluffs.  Men  and  boys  seemed 
to  spring  up  from  the  ground,  and  the 
column  which  crossed  the  bridge  had 
grown  to  over  Coco  men  by  the  time  it 
reached  the  heart  of  the  city.  The  burly 
form  of  Capt.  O'Donahue  headed  the 
column  and  at  intervals  the  line  was 
broken  into  companies,  each  one 
headed  with  a  ilag-bearer  and 
acting  under  orders  of  a  captain.  At 
Fifteenth  and  Broadway  the  Omaha 
army  was  met  by  a  detachment  of  Coun- 
cil Bluffs  laborers  with  a  fife  and  drum 
band  and  a  dozen  flags. 

These,  acting  as  an  escort,  took  the 
company  to  Bayless  park,  where  a  bait 


was  called,  and  in  response  to  a  request 
from  Chief  of  Polire  Scinlan  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  ;}resent  the  de- 
mands of  the  men  to  lie  railroad  offi- 
cials. 

Cien.  Kelly  came  o/er  to  Council 
Blutfs  with  the  intention  of  catching  a 
train  for  Weston.  His  presence  was 
learned  by  Governor  Ja:kson,  who  sent 
for  him  tor  the  purpose  of  imparting 
some  information  which  he  thought 
would  be  of  interest.  K  :lly  hurried  over 
to  the  governor's  headtjuartcrs,  where 
were  gathered  several  citi- 

zens, besides  the  attorney  gen- 
eral. The  interview  was  a  prolonged 
one,  or  rather  it  was  mostly  a  mono- 
logue, for  Governor  Jackson  took  occa- 
sion to  review  at  length  and  in  detail  all 
the  actions  be  had  taken,  the  purport 
being  that  he  had  taken  every  means 
possible  to  get  the  army  on  its  way  and 
that  the  state  authorities  had  not  laid  a 
straw  of  detention  in  its  way. 

He  notified  Kelly  that  the  citizens  of 
Council  Bluffs  had  arriugedto  furnish 
boats  to  take  the  army  t )  Kansas  City, 
and  to  provide  them  with  shelter  here 
and  ample  provisions  while  the  prepar- 
.itioiis  for  this  trip  were  being  made. 
Kelly  replied  that  he  preferred  to  go 
East,  but  he  would  take  the  proposition 
to  his  camp,  let  the  boys  decide  and  he 
would  wire  back  his  answer. 

Later  all  the  eastern  railways  in  this 
city  pulled  their  engires  and  cars  out  of 
Council  Bluffs  as  promr  t  .-iction  seemed 
necessary  to  avoid  trouble.  About  this 
time  fully  2000  more  n  en  crossed  the 
bridge  from  Om.iha  into  Council  Bluffs 
on  the  way  to  join  the  crowd  that  pie 
ceded  them.  They  marched  up  Broad- 
way three  abreast  in  rtgular  order.  It 
was  said  that  they  were  mostly  composed 
of  South  Omaha  laboreis. 

A  telegram  from  Weston  says  Harry 
Fox,  superintendent  of  ;he  Rock  Island, 
while  sitting  in  the  depot  was  shot  at. 
The  bullet  missed  his  head  by  about 
three  inches.  It  is  not  ^nown  who  did 
the  shooting. 

Later — The  empty  cars  and  unused 
engines  hauled  away  fromCouncd  Bluffs 
have  been  run  on  tt'  the  Burlington 
tracks  and  fired  up,  ready  to  be  started 
south  the  minute  Kellv's  army  s'tarts  to 
return  to  Council  Bluffs. 

The  Situation  at  Weston. 

A  special  to  the  Bei:  from  Weston, 
Iowa,  says:  Gen.  Kedy  and  ex-Con- 
gressman Pusey  left  he  -e  for  Omaha  on 
an  earlo  train.  The  weather  is  severely 
cold  and  the  ground  was  covered  with 
ice  this  morning.  The  industrial  army 
put  in  a  hard  night,  but  most  of  them 
were  enabled  to  find  ac  ry  place  to  sleep. 

This  morning  Mr.  N.xon,  who  runs  a 
wood  yard,  gave  the  men  about  twenty- 
five  cords  ot  wood  and  they  have  built 
rousing  fires  below  the  Milwaukee 
track. 

When  the  news  arrived  here,  announc- 
ing the  probability  of  the  army  getting  a 
train,  they  gave  hearty  cheers  and  are 
now  anxiously  awaiting  the  arrival  of 
Gen.  Kelly.  They  are  still  exhibiting 
the  same  confidence  that  they  will  ride 
to  Washington.  Severilofthe  men  are 
suffering  from  pneumo  tia,  but  they  have 
a  good  supply  of  medi(  ine  to  counteract 
illness. 

Last  night  the  railway  agents  received 
instructions  to  prever  t  any  Common- 
wealers from  occupyinj;  depots  or  other 
railway  buildings.  Th;  superintendents 
were  afraid  that  this  order  might  anger 
the  men  into  committirg  some  malicious 
act  and  several  <leputy  sheriffs  were 
placed  on  guard,  but  the  night  passed 
off  ([uietly  and  nothing  was  disturbed. 
Superintendent  Goodiiow,  of  the  Mil- 
waukee, denounces  as  false  the  publica- 
tion of  trouble  between  himself  and  Gen. 
Kelly  last  night. 

Aft'jr  reading  the  mcrning  p-ipers.  the 
railroad  officials  stated  that  the  problem 
of  transporting  the  arn:y  East  would  be 
speedily  solved  and  th<  y  would  be  glad 
to  be  relieved  from  the  disagreeable  duty 
of  watching  the  arn:y  as  it  travels 
through  Iowa. 

At  10  o'clock  this  morning.  Superin- 
tendent Goodnow  rec;ived  .a  telegram 
from  A.  A.  Nash,  ot  the  Milwaukee,  at 
Omaha,  stating  that  several  thousand 
men  were  on  the  waj  to  here  to  help 
Kelly's  army.  Superintendent  Goodnow 
is  much  alarmed  and  fears  that  these 
men  may  incite  destri  ction  of  railway 
property.  He  said  he  could  not  get  a 
large  enough  force  her :  to  stop  any  de- 
structive acts,  but  would  stop  all  trains 
and  get  all  rolling  stoct   out  of  the  way. 

Superintendent  Gooc  now  has  started 
for  Council  Bluffs  in  lis  private  car  to 
consult  with  other  offictalsand  may  make 
a  demand  for  military  protection. 

(ieneral  Manager  I>t.  John,  of  the 
Rock  Island,  passed  through  Weston  on 
a  special  car.  He  was  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Pusey,  of  Council  Bluffs.  The  train 
stopped  here  a  few  mii.utes  for  the  gen- 
eral manager  to  consult  with  Superin- 
tendent Fox.  The  party  in  St.  John's 
car  came  out  on  tl  e  platform  and 
viewed  the  shuddering  men  wrapped  m 
wet  blankets.  Expressions  of  sympathy 
were  heard  and  St.  John  expressed  will- 
ingness to  carry  the  nren  if  he  had  the 
authority.  He  is  goinj  on  East  and  ex- 
pects to  receive  a  tilegramfrom  the 
president    and    directors    of    the    road 

f ranting  permission  tocarry  the  army, 
'usey  will  accompany  liim  until  he  hears 
the  final  decision  of  the  railway  mana- 
gers.  . 

To  the  Bee  reporter  Mr.  Pusey  said: 
"Tell  Kelly  to  hold  the  fort  and  m-ke  h  s 
men  as  comfortable  as  possible.  We  will 
arrange  for  a  car  lead  of  food  from  the 
Atlantic,  and  I  think  a  happy  solution  of 
the  question  is  near  at  land,"  and  Pusey 
smiled  in  an  assuring  manner. 

The  Milwaukee  has  ordered  all  trains 
to  stop  running  and  so  has  the  Rock 
Island  and  if  friends  :)f  the  army  from 
Council  Bluffs  want  to  get  here  they  will 
have  to  walk  through  ten  miles  of  mud 
and  slush,  facing  a  cold  wind. 

Sheriff  Hazen  reach :d  here  at  10:15 
a.  m.  and  was  immediately  notitied  by 
Governor  Jackson  to  come  to  Council 
Bluffs  and  assume  command  of  the 
militia  on  his  orders.  The  governor 
said  that  1000  men  had  crossed  the 
bridge  from  Omaha  and  more  organized 
'there,  and  5000  more  vere  ready  to  join 
them  in  Couecil  Bluffs  and  march  to 
Weston,  also  that  a  Sicux  City  boat  com- 
pany had  proposed  to  transfer  Kelly's 
army  from  Council  fluffs  to  Kansas 
City  on  the  Missouri  ri  /er  for  §500.  The 
sheriff  could  get  no  train  from  here  and 
was  compelled  to  go  on  horseback. 

The  industrial  army  is  kept  in  ignor- 
ance of  the  true  state  c  f  affairs  but  the 
railroad  men  are  greatly  excited  and 
filled  with  grave  apprehensions  as  to  the 
result  of  the  visit  of  the  Omaha  and 
Council  Bluffs  delegations.

London,  April  20. — The  Times  this 
morning  gives  a  full  abstract  of  the  rec- 
ommendations compiled  by  the  duke  of 
Devonshire  as  the  basis  of  the  report  of 
the  labor  commission  which  is  certain  to 
be  adopted  by  the  house  of  commons. 
The  recommendations  conclude  with  the 
statement  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  in- 
stitute any  general  system  of  industrial 

tribunals,  but  that  there  might  be  some 
advantage  in  empowering  town  and 
county  councils  to  establish  them  tenta- 
tively, without  directly  appointing  the 
members.  Any  court  of  this  kind  duly 
authorized  would  have  statutory  powers 
similar  to  county   courts. 

These  tribunals  would  onlv  deal  with 
disputes  arising  out  of  existing  agree- 
ments or  trade  customs.

THE  RAINY  UKE  DISTRICT. 

A  Discovery  ol  Tin  Is  Reported-  'Boston" 
O'Brien  Walking  About  Aftin. 

FOKT    Fkancis,     Ont.,     April     14. — 

[Special     to     The    Herald.]— "Boston" 

O'Brien,  who   was  shot  at    Rainy   Lake 

City  on  March  ^g  has  quite  recovered  and 

is  walking  about.  One  ball  has  been  re- 
covered, the  other  having  lodged  deeply 
has  not  yet  been  extracted. 

Tin  has  been  discovered  in  at  present 
unknown  quantities  at  Rainy  lake. 

Rainy  river  is  now  open  over  fifty 
miles  and  vessels  are  being  put  in  shape 
for  the  opening  of  navigation.  Many 
people  are  expected  to  come  here  via 
Port  Arthur  and  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway.  Capt.  Mosher  is  keen  on  the 
passenger  traffic  and  will  have  his  new 
boat,  the  Monarch,  in  first  class  condi- 
tion. The  Highland  Maid  is  being  re- 
built and  will  add  greatly  to  the  pleas- 
ure of  traveling  the  lake  and  river.  The 
steamboat  accommodation  is  almost  un- 
limited, embracing  craft  of  all  sizes.  The 
best  known  are  the  Monarch,  Shamrock, 
Highland  Maid,  Empress,  D.  L.  Mather, 
Keewatin,  Algoma,  Conchiching,  Annie 
Mac,  Thistle,  Kinina  and  a  number  of 
smaller  boats.  The  first  three  named, 
regularly  ply  between  Rat  Portage  and 
Fort  Francis,  and  will  probably  be  re- 
tained by  the  Canadian  Pacific  for  its 
through  passengers  and  tratlRc. 

Crown  Lands  Agent  Holland  has  gone 
to  Toronto  to  interview  the  government 
in  reference  to  securing  a  local  land 
titles  office  in  Fort  Francis.  At  present 
the  business  is  transacted  direct  from 
Toronto  and  the  delay  thus  occasioned  is 
felt  to  be  a  great  hardship,  especially  in 
the  present  excitement.  Just  before 
leaving  Mr,  Holland  sold  S1300  worth  of 
Fort  Francis  town  lots  at  prices  ranging 
from  $20  to  $30  each. 

The  townsite  which  was  being  laid  out 
on  Sandy  Point  by  G.  D.  Stinson  has 
been  sold  for   $14,000.    Mr.  Stinson  re- 


establish boards  with  legal  powers.  The

The 
commissioners  think  that  the  difficulty 
often  experienced  in  finding  advisable 
arbitrators  might  be  got  over  by  giving  a 
public  department  power  to  appoint  an 
arbitrator  to  act  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  others.  If  the  same  persons  were 
frequently  appointed  they  would  become 
arbitration  experts  fairly  free  from  sus- 
picion of  bias.  Their  expenses  should 
be  paid  by  the  treasury. 

If  the  system  succeeded,  it  might 
eventually  be  given  a  permanent  basis, 
with,  perhaps,  power  to  summon  wit- 
nesses and  examine  them  on  oath.  The 
commissioners  consider  that  it  would  be 
no  advantage  to  institute  a  special  labor 
department,  but  they  advocate  a  govern- 
ment inciuiry  with  a  view  to  remedying 
the  existing  confusion  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  various  acts  dealing  with  san- 
itation, the  hours  of  labor  lor  women,  etc. 
The  second  part  of  the  report  deals 
with  the  question  of  hours  and  wages  at 
great  length  and  detail.  The  commis- 
sioners express  themselves  generally  as 
against  state  interference,  except  in  the 
cases  of  women  and  children  and  un- 
healthy occupations.  They  are  decid- 
edly of  the  opinion  that  no  special  legis- 
lation is  necessary  for  miners,  who,  they 
say,  appear  to  be  able  to  take  care  of 
themselves  in  such  matters. 

With  reference  to  non-unionist  labor, 
the  commissioners  think  it  impossible  to 
legislatively  remove  the  causes  of  those 
serious  conflicts  that  have  occurred  in 
recent  years  in  the  less  skilled  and  or- 
ganized trades.  They  hold  that  non- 
unionist  workmen  should  be  protected 
by  the  public  authorities,  that  individual 
liberty  tor  the  masters  to  employ  and  the 
men  to  serve  whom  they  please  should 
be  maintained. 

The  report  mentions  the  absence  of  a 
clear  legal  definition  of  intimidation  and 
picketing.  It  urges  that  strong  meas- 
ures be  taken  for  the  improvement  or 
gradual  extinction  of  the  lowest  class  of 
sweating  factories  which,  the  commis- 
sioners say,  demoralize  working  people 
and  the  community,  and  compete  un- 
fairly with  the  larger,  properly  con- 
ducted factories.  Such  a  reform  might 
cause  temporary  distress  and  might  drive 
some  minor  industries  out  of  the  coun- 
try; but  the  country  could  well  spaie 
them  since  they  would  no  longer  tempt 
the  immigration  of  such  persons  who  are 
unable  to  get  employment  in  well-con- 
ducted establishments.

UP  GO  INSURANCE  RATES. 


Rates  on  Property  Along  the  River  in  Chicago 
Raised. 

Chicago,  April  20.— The 
underwriters  has  decided  to  raise  rates 
on  all  property  along  the  river  i  per 
cent.  This  action  is  taken  because  the 
People's  Gas  Light  and  Coke  company 
refuse  to  discontinue  the  dumping  of 
refuse  from  their  plants  into  the  river. 

The  inflammable  nature  of  this  refuse, 
the  board  declares,  and  the  facility  with 
which  it  spreads  itself  over  the  surface  of 
the  water  and  is  thus  rendered  liable  to 
ignition  by  a  match  carelessly  thrown 
away  or  a  spark  from  a  passing  tugboat 
or  locomotive,  renders  the  risk  along  the 
river  much  greater  than  it  would  be 
otherwise.

Negroes  to  Work  Will  Incite 
Trouble. 

McAlister,  I.  T.,  April  20.— There 
is  a  probability  that  trouble  will  occur  at 
the  coal  mines  at  Krebs,  I.  T.,  when  the 
Choctaw  Coal  company  attempts  to  put 
300  negro  miners  to  work.  These  ne- 
groes are  now  on  the  way  from  Texas  and 
the  5000  miners  who  went  on  a  strike 
some  weeks  ago  have  decided  that  the 
negroes  will  not  go  to  work,  and  trouble 
is  expected  when  the  latter  arrive. 


St.  Johns,  N.  F.,  April  20.— The  rep- 
resentative of  the  Associated  Press  is 
assured  by  a  prominent  member  of  the 
late  Whiteway  ministry  that  the  dissolu- 
tion of  parliament  will  be  announced 
next  week.  This  gentleman  declares 
that  the  governor  was  convinced  that  no 
other  course  was  possible  now.  Should 
this  information  prove  correct,  the  pres- 
ent government  is  likely  to  have  a  short 
reign.  St.  Johns  is  very  pronounced 
against  the  new  cabinet.  The  feeling 
among  the  lower  classes  is  that  the  new 
ministry  secured  office  by  taking  unfair 
advantage  of  others. 

Ex-Prime  Minister  Whiteway  and  the 
members  of  his  late  cabinet  will  forward 
to  the  British  government  a  strong  pro- 
test against  enacting  any  measure  ex- 
tending the  operations  of  the  revenue 
bill  which  expires  on  June  11.  They 
contend  that  the  present  government 
while  in  opposition  opposed  the  efforts 
of  the  British  government  to  settle  the 
French  shore  difficulty  and  sent  dele- 
gates to  England  in  i890,;|to  proclaim  to 
the  British  people  the  injustice  that  was 
being  done  to  the  New  Foundland  fisher- 
men. The  passage  of  such  a  bill  by  the 
imperial  parliament,  would,  they  claim, 
force  upon  the  necks  of  the  New  Found- 
landers  a  foreign  yoke. 

The  present  ministers,  the  protest  cites, 
frustrated  the  passage  of  a  bill  by  the 
local  legislature  which  would  have  had 
the  same  efl^ectas  the  imperial  bill.  They 
have  also  been  a  stumbling-block  in  the 
way  of  every  negotiation  attempted  since. 
The  protest  charges  the  new  ministers 
with  cowardice  in  refusing  to  consent  to 
of  ''a  general  election,  and  with  bribery  and 
corruption  of  a  gross  kind,  though  it  is 
admitted  that  it  is  not  possible  to  prove 
the  charges  of  bribery  and  corruption, 
the  legal  limit  for  the  production  of  such 
proof  having  expired. 

They  are  further  charged  with  having 
beeo-recklessly  extravagant  when  they 
were  formerly  in  control  of  public  affairs. 
It  is  added  that  they  are  despised  by  the 
people,  as  is  shown  by  their  electing 
only  twelve  members  against  the  twenty- 
four  elected  by  the  Whitewayites.  The 
protestants  pray  the  English  cabinet  to 
instruct  the  governor  to  have  a  new  elec- 
tion as  the  only  means  of  testing  the 
opinion  of  the  people  of  Newfoundland 
in  the  present  grave  issue.  The  protest 
will  be  sent  to  f^ngland  on  Saturday,  if 
in  the  meantime  parliament  is  not  dis- 
solved.

THE   CZAREWITCH  BETROTHED. 

His  Engagement  to  Princess  Alix  ol   Hesse 
Has  Been  Announced. 

CohURti,  April  20.— The  betrothal  is 
announced  of  the  czarewitch  ((Jrand 
Duke  Nicholas)  to  the  Princess  Alix 
Victoria  Helene'  Louise  Beatrice  of 
Hesse.  A  few  days  ago  it  was  reported 
that  the  czarewitch  intended  resigning 
his  succession  to  the  throne  in  favor  of 
his  younger  brother,  the  Grand  Duke 
Michael.  The  belief  was  that  this  action 
was  contemplated  on  account  of  the 
opposition  of  the  czar  to  bis  marriage 
with  the  Princess  Alix.  It  was  also 
stated  at  the  time  that  the  czarewitch 
would  never  marry. 

But  all  obstacles  to  the  happiness  of 
the  young  couple  seem  to  have  been  re- 
moved, and  the  announcement  of  their 
betrothal  at  this  time  before  the  disper- 
sal of  the  many  imperial  personages 
who  had  assembled  for  the  wedding  yes- 
terday affords  opportunity  for  the  cus- 
tomary congratulations. 

Emperor  William  of  Germany  was  the 
first  to  communicate  the  news  of  the  be- 
trothal to  Queen  Victoria,  who  expressed 
herself  as  being  highly  pleased.  Em- 
peror William  then  walked  from  the 
ducal  schloss  to  the  Edinburgh  palace, 
accompanied  by  Col.  L,  V.  Swaine,  the 
British  military  attache  at  Berlin,  and 
communicated  the  news  to  the  duke  of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

•  Emperor  William  is  believed  to  have 
been  mainly  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  the  betrothal,  from  the  fact  that  he 
had  the  news  before  Queen  Victoria  c  r 
the  duke  and  duchess  of  Saxe-Coburg- 
Golha  and  the  evident  delight  to  his  im- 
perial maje  ty  is  cited  as  evidence  of  the 
importance -which  he  attaches  to  the  al- 
liance. Emperor  William,  who  is  deeply 
bronzed  by  exposure  to  the  sun,  will 
leave  Coburg  tomorrow  for  some  shoot- 
ing on  the  estate  of  the  grand  duke  of 
Saxe-V/eimar  at  Wartburg. 

The  czarewitch  was  born  May  6,  1868, 
(May  13.  Russian  style)  at  St.  Peters- 
burg. The  condition  of  his  health  has 
been  the  subject  of  grave  apprehension 
on  the  part  of  his  parents  and  their  loyal 
subjects  and  it  was  on  this  account  that 
he  set  out  upon  a  tour  of  the  world  in 
i8qi  which  came  near  ending  tragically 
in  Japan  where  he  was  attacked  by  a 
crazy  Japanese  policeman  and  would 
probably  have  been  killed  but  for  the 
timely  intervention  of  his  cousin,  the 
crown  prince  of  Greece. 

Princess  Alix  of  Hesse  was  born  at 
Darmstadt  on  June  6,  1872,  and  is  the 
youngest  of  four  sisters  of  Grand  Duke 
Ernest  Louis  of  Hesse,  who  was  married 
yesterday  to  Princess  Victoria  of  Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha.  The  eldest  sister.  Prin- 
cess Victoria,  is  the  wife  of  Prince  Louis 
of  Battenburg,  and  the  second  sister, 
Princess  Elizabeth,  is  the  wife  of  Grand 
Duke  Sergius  of  Russia,  brother  of  the 
c/ar.  The  third  sister,  Princess  Irene,  is 
married  to  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia, 
brother  of  Emperor  William.

New  York  Stocks. 
New  York,  April  20 —The  Evening  Post's  re- 
view of  the  stock  market  says:  "No  doubt  to- 
day's stock  market  was  of  a  purely  professional 
character,  but  it  was  a'  the  saiim  line  a  reac- 
tion from  the  decline  qnito  as  professional  and 
to  that  extent  might  be  construed  aa  normal. 
However  this  may  be,  the  market's  underlying 
character  was  evident  from  the  day's  advance 
from  the  reluctance  of  thareholders  to  the 
week's  earlier  heaviness." 


This  hai^  bei  n  a  very  discouraging  year 
for  b.i.seball  players  to  work  their  usual 
Bpring  bluff  of  "goins;  into  business"  nither 
than  waste  six  months  of  their  valuable 
lives  for  a  boRgarly  siUary  of  12,000  or 
S3,000.  Business  at  this  particular  time  is 
not  yearning  for  new  operators.  There  are 
no  aching  voids  in  the  commercial  world 
waiting  for  disgruntleil  ball  players  to  fill. 
Even  the  saloon  business  appears  to  be 
pretty  well  taken  care  of. 

And  yet  there  were  a  few  of  the  boys  who 
would  not  recognize  the  financial  depres- 
sion and  made  some  threats  of  leaving  the 
diamond  and  seeking  easier  ways  of  getting 
rich  by  leasing  themselves  to  a  commercial 
or  agricultural  pursuit.  Catcher  Vaughn 
of  Cincinnati  was  one  of  the  adventurers. 
He  believed  he  could  make  more  than  12,000 
by  raising  tobacco  upon  an  Ohio  farm,  and 
make  it  easier  than  by  catching  .50  or  60 
Karnes  for  Coniiskey.  At  the  last  moment 
he  changed  his  mind.  Maybe  his  almanac 
pretlicted  early  frosts  this  year.and  he  feared 
his  crop  mJKht  be  nipped. 

Catcher  Charley  Farrell  didn't  see  at  first 
how  it  was  possible  for  him  to  get  along  on 
$400  a  month,  which  the  New  York  club  of- 
fered him,  and  I  have  a  letter  before  me  in 
which  he  writes  that  he  expected  to  receive 
at  least  1300  every  30  days  and  had  mapped 
out  his  expenses  for  the  year  accordingly. 
Therefore  he'd  have  to  get  $500  per  month 
or  refuse  to  play  ball  at  all.  I  presume  he 
knew  just  where  and  how  to  get  that  sum 
of  money  elsewhere  on  each  first  day  of  the 
month. 

Catcher  Grim  of  Louisville  was  another 
player  whose  hat  was  two  sizes  larger  this 
year  than  last.  He  would  go  into  business 
—by  manufacturing  mucilage,  I  l)elieve — 
unless  the  Louisvilles  met  his  demands  for 
living  expenses. 

Catcher  Zimmer  (and  there  seemed  to  bo 
more  business  temptations  for  catchers 
than  any  other  class  of  players)  threateneti 
to  turn  his  attention  to  teaching  German 
in  a  kindergarten  rather  than  play  ball  iu 
Cleveland  for  $2,100. 

There  were  other  business  pos.sibilitiei 
sprung  upon  the  magnates  by  TommJ 
Tucker,  Turner, Young  of  Cleveland,  Pitch 


agor.  TWO  tnousanci  aoilani' seems  tuDa 
the  aveni({f  salary  in  the  League.  At  that 
(igiirc  there  is  a  chance  for  iiuli  » liib  to 
make  mttiiey  this  year  and  ott.sft  the  lust 
lour  years  of  disastrous  losse.s.  I  say  last 
four  because,  although  no  money  was  lost 
by  the  l^eague  last  year,  the  big  debt  which 
remained  to  he  wiped  out  ate  up  most  of 
what  otherwise  would  have  Ix-eu  profit. 

This  season  the  chances  are  that  thou- 
.sands  of  dollars  will  be  made  in  the  League. 
The  clubs  are  literally  clear  of  debt,  andthe 
"boom"  of  last  season  is  going  to  be  almost 
doubletl.  It  may  l)e  noticed  that  I  make 
the  statement  without  any  saving  claii.se. 
There  is  goo<l  ground  for  such  assurance, 
Tht)  spirit  of  buselMill  ivvival  is  in  the  air, 
and  it  pervades  the  land.  It  is  heard  on  the 
streets,  in  families,  in  the  stores  andshop.s, 
on  the  cars  and  in  the  schools. 

Where  there  was  one  amateur,  semipro- 
fe.ssioual  or  professional  club  hust  year  there 
are  two  this.  In  188.S  six  leagues  and  asso- 
ciations included  all  the  professional  base- 
ball clubs  of  the  country.  This  year  before 
a  championship  .season  Is  opened  we  hava 
on  the  li.st  the  National  league,  the  East- 
era  league,  the  Western  league,  the  West- 
ern association,  the  Southern  league,  the 
Pennsylvania  State  league,  the  Couuecti- 
out  State  league,  the  New  York  State 
league,  the  Tristate  league,  the  Virginia 
State  league  and  other  state  leagues  too 
numerous  to  mention.  The  baseball  rage 
really  seems  to  be  epidemic. 

Besides  all  these  professional  clubs  the 
great  army  of  amatet^r  a.s.sociations  which 
have  been  formed  throughout  the  land  are 
iittesting  to  the  genuine  popularity  of  the 
sport. 

Another  sure  indication  of  the  popular  re- 
vival is  the  space  which  metropolitan  news- 
papers are  devoting  to  baseball  reports  and 
gossip  this  spring.  A  measurement  of 
f  pace  devoted  to  such  print  will  show  that 
It  is  nearly  if  not  quite  double  what  it  waa 
last  spring.  The  daily  newspapers  are  good 
thermometers  to  mark  the  popular  pulse, 
and  whenever  thiy  give  up  valuable  space 
In  their  columns  to  any  particular  line  of 
news  and  gossip  it  can  be  assuredly  decided 
that  the  reading  public  demands  it. 

In  Non-  York  city  the  receipts  from  the 
first  few  practice  games,  in  spite  of  cold 
weather,  have  been  two  and  one-half  times 
larcer  than  they  were  last  season  under 
more  favorable  circumstances.  Three  of 
the  evening  New  Y''ork  newspapers  will  is- 
me  special  baseball  editions,  something 
that  has  not  been  done  since  the  beginning 
of  1890. 

Personal  misfortunes  frequently  turn  out 
to  be  the  public's  l)enefit.  This  precept  was 
recently  exemplified  in  the  case  of  Boston's 
great  left  fielder,  Hugh  Uuffy.  Mr.  DuflFy 
was  blessed  with  a  young  wife  whom  he 
dearly  lovetl  and  who  was  as  dearly  devoted 
to  him.  Last  year  she  was  stricken  with 
that  dread  disease — consumption.  In  the 
vain  hope  of  saving  Mrs.  Duffy's  life  Hugh 
took  her  to  California  last  fall.  During  the 
winter  there  were  hopes  of  her  life  being 
prolonged  if  she  would  not  leave  that  cli- 
mate. Thereupon  Duffy  notified  the  Bos- 
ton people  not  to  depend  on  his  services  this 
year,  because  he  would  not  leave  his  wife 
so  long  as  she  lived,  and  he  would  jiot  bring 
her  back  east  so  long  as  her  life  was  safe 
out  there. 

This  news  was  a  bitter  disappointment  to 
the  Bostons.  Duffy  was  their  winning 
player.  His  less  could  not  be  repaired. 
Then  came  Duffy's  bereavement,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  Boston's  gain.  Mrs.  Duffy's 
last  days  draw  nigh,  and  like  all  dying  per- 
sons she  longed  for  one  more  sight  of  her 
home.  Duffy  at  her  request  started  east- 
\*ard  with  her.  The  poor  woman  died  when 
less  than  five  miles  from  her  mother's 
house. 

While  every  lover  of  the  national  game 
will  sympathize  with  Boston's  great  left 
fielder  in  his  domestic  los-s,  he  will  at  the 
same  time  be  glad  to  know  that  the  profes- 
sion is  not  to  be  deprived  even  for  a  single 
season  of  his  brilliant  playing.  There  are 
very  few  Duffya  on  the  professional  dia- 
mond today,  and  none  of  them  can  be 
spared  from  the  game.

The  Altamonte  Scheme. 
The  only  engineering  ever  dtne  by  the 
defender  of  the  Altamonte  company's 
scheme,  so  far  as  the  public  knows,  was 
cutting  a  canal  on  paper  around  Niagara 
falls.  Probably  he  knows  just  as  much 
about  the  feasibility  of  the  scheme  and 
of  its  effect  on  the  country  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Cloquet  as  does  any  other  en- 
gineer who  is  connected  with  it. 

The  Herald  is  not  talking  at  random 
on  this  question  nor  does  it  desire  to 
make  any  statements  which  are  not 
based  on  fact.  On  April  I2  there  was 
published  in  this  paper  an  interview 
with  Alexander  Stewart,  chief  engineer 
of  the  Duluth  »S:  Winnipeg  railway,  who 
has  gone  over  the  ground  carefully  while 
estimating  the  amount  of  damages  that 
would  result  from  the  Minnesota  Canal 
company's  operations.  Discussing  the 
Altamonte  scheme,  Mr.  Stewart  said: 

"Either  the  scheme  as  outlined  by  the 
Altamonte  Water  company  is  wrong,  or 
else  the  officers  have  not  looked  over 
their  ground.  A  dam  eighty  feet  high 
such  as  they  propose  to  build,  would  cre- 
ate havoc  in  that  country.  It  would  put 
a  very  large  part  of  it  under  water.  At 
present  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg  parallels 
the  St.  Louis  river  for  about  thirty  miles, 
fifteen  or  twenty  feet  up  on  the  bank,  and 
if  their  dam  were  put  in  it  would  flood 
the  water  back  beyond  that,  covering  the 
tracks  fifty  feet  at  the  place  where  the 
dam  is  built.  A  large  swamp  out  there 
would  take  a  large  part  of  the  water  and 
would  be  covered  for  a  large  area  by  ten 
feet  of  water. 

"Unless  the  scheme  as  outlined  is 
wrong,  it  is  ridiculous.  The  water  would 
extend  up  on  the  Missabe  tracks  and  at 
the  point  they  cross  the  St.  Louis  the 
water  would  be  thirty  feet  above  the 
bridge.  It  would  completely  cover  the 
Missabe  branch  from  Columbia  junction 
as  well  as  a  large  portion  of  the  main 
tracks.  Now  I  don't  wish  to  say  very 
much  about  this  business,  as  I  am  not  in- 
terested one  way  or  another.  But  it 
wouldn't  seem  reasonable  that  these 
Altamonte  people  would  want  to  cover 
twelve  or  thirteen  miles  of  Duluth  & 
Winnpieg  track  and  fifteen  or  twenty  of 
Missabe  track." 

The  above  is  the  opinion  of  an  engi- 
neer of  well  known  standing,  whcfhas  no 
personal  interest  in  the  matter  and  who 
speaks  solely  from  the  standpoint  of  an 
engineer.  The  Herald  will  accept  his 
views  in  preference  to  those  of  an  anony- 
mous writer,  who  says  he  is  an  engineer 
but  whose  article  has  the  earmarks  of 
one  who  has  been  promised  stock  in  the 
Altamonte  company.

Heavy  Losses  by  Fire. 

The  alarming  extent  ot  the  loss  by 
fire  within  the  states  of  New  York  and 
Massachusetts  is  discussed  in  the  annual 
reports  of  the  insurance  commissioners 
of  those  states.  Mr.  Pierce,  of  New 
York,  says:  "From  data  collected  frcm 
other  countries  it  is  evident  that  we  have 
at  least  four  times  as  many  fires  as 
European  cities  and  more  than  four 
times  the  destruction  of  property."  Maj. 
Merrill,  of  Massachusetts,  says  that  with- 
in a  very  few  years  both  the  number  of 
tires  and  the  annual  fire-loss  have  in- 
creased more  than  50 per  cent.  Twenty- 
three  of  the  Massachusetts  tires  of  1893 
are  imputed  to  electric  wires,  a  source  of 
danger  which  has  existed  only  within  the 
last  few  years.  Matches.which  replaced 
the  old  flint  and  steel,  caused  311;  fires, 
and  kerosene,  which  took  the  place  ot 
candles,  caused  309, 

But  the  increase  in  the  loss  by  fire  can- 
not be  dismissed  as  a  necessary  and  ir- 
remediable incident  of  modern  progress. 
The  fires  annually  reported  in  Berlin 
and  in  Paris  form  a  very  large  number; 
but  the  losses  that  result  from  them,  in 
conse(}uence  of  superior  construction.are, 
in  comparison  with  our  own  experience, 
almost  infinitesimal.  Many  suggestions 
are  made  by  the  insurance  commission- 
ers, but  the  most  valuable  recommen- 
dation is  that  of  a  suitable  general  build- 
ing law.  It  is  the  difference  of  construc- 
tion that  causes  greater  fire-waste  here 
than  abroad,  and  until  we  adopt  meas- 
ures to  compel  the  better  construction  of 
buildings  the  losses  by  hre  will  continue 
to  increase.

Believe  in  Honest  Money. 

In  a  recent  issue  the  New  York  Even- 
ing Post,  commenting  on  a  statement 
that  "Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  farmers, 
Democrats  as  well  as  Republicans,  have 
been  sturdy  friends  of  honest  money," 
remarks:  "One  of  the  most  curious 
features  of  the  financial  craze  in  the 
West  is  in  the  fact  that  these  two  states 
have  stood  firm  on  the  right  side,  while 
others,  like  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  have 
been  swept  from  their  bearings.  The 
anomaly  deserves  more  study  than  it  has 
received,  and  we  should  welcome  any 
analysis  of  conditions  and  tendencies 
that  would  cast  light  on  it," 

The  Milwaukee  Evening  Wisconsin 
offers  an  explanation  of  this  state  of  af- 
fairs, reflecting  credit  upon  the  farmers 
of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  The  Wis- 
consin points  out  that  there  is,  to  begin 
with,  a  marked  difference  in  character 
between  the  settlers  of  Wisconsin  and 
Minnesota  and  the  settlers  of  Kansas 
and  Nebraska,  which  is  not  to  be  ig- 
nored. Kansas  was  settled  by  colonies 
from  the  Northern  states  who  felt 
strongly  on  the  subject  of  slavery, 
and  were  willing  to  make  sacrifices  of 
personal  comfort  for  the  sake  of  pre- 
venting the  extension  of  that  institution 
to  the  territories  west  of  the  old  slave 
states.  There  were  also  slavery  propa- 
gandists among  its  early  settlers.  Both 
classes  were  enthusiasts  and  extremists, 
and  it  would  be  expecting  too  much  to 
find  conservatism  among  their  descend- 
ants in  the  second  generation.

Senator  Mills  Misrepresented. 

The  News  Tribune  declares  that  "the 
senate  tariff  bill,  now  being  debated,  and 
which  is  largely  the  work  of  Senator 
Mills,  and  more  like  his  old  bill  than 
any  other  Democratic  tariff  measure,  is 
frequently  called  the  Mills  bill." 

This  is  a  misstatement  of  facts.  The 
senate  tariff  bill  is  not  called  the  Mills 
bill  and  it  is  not  largely  the  work  of  Sen- 
ator Mills.  It  is  true  that  the  Texas 
senator  was  temporarily  a  member  of  the 
committee  that  amended  the  Wilson  bill, 
but  it  does  not  meet  his  approval  in 
every  particular  and  he  agreed  to  it  as  a 
compromise,  because  the  adoption  of  a 
measure  leaning  farther  towards  free 
trade  was  impossible.  Senator  Mills 
sent  a  letter  of  congratulation  to  the 
Minnesota  Democratic  association  for 
issuing  its  recent  sensational  manifesto 
attacking  leading  features  of  the  senate 
tariff  bill  and  denouncing  various  sena- 
tors for  "traitorously  sheltering  special 
privileges  behind  the  bulwarks  of  Dem- 
ocracy. 

Senator  Mills  agrees  with  this  senti- 
ment and  therefore  cannot  be  accused  of 
being  largely  responsible  for  the  tariff 
measure  now  before  the  senate.  It  is 
not  his  bill,  it  is  not  known  as  his  bill 
and  no  one  calls  it  his  bill.  The  News 
Tribune  simply  invented  this  flimsy 
story  in  order  to  extricate  itself  from  the 
cavity  into  which  its  original  error  de- 
posited it.

Chamber  of  Commerce  Decided  Against  the 

Rainy  Lake  Gold  Land  Bill  Which  Maj. 

Baldwin  Withdrew. 


Strong  Resolutions  to  Minnesota  Congress- 
men on  the  Duluth  Customs  District 
Extension  Bill  Were  Adopted. 


Set  Forth  as  a  Simple  Act  of  Justice  Which 
It  is  Duluth's  Right  to  Receive. 


Maj.  Baldwin's  Rainy  lake  gold  land 
bill  was  discussed  for  an  hour  by  the 
chamber  of  commerce  yesterday  and  just 
as  the  meeting  was  adjourning  a  news- 
boy came  in  and  laid  down  The  Herald 
announcing  that  the  bill  was  withdrawn. 
However,  the  discussion  was  not  lost  en- 
tirely for  samcthing  was  learned  of  the 
operation  of  the  mineral  laws  of  the 
country  by  several  who  knew  nothintc 
heretofore. 

The  committee,  consisting  of  C.  F. 
Johnson,  J,  T.  Hale  and  A.  Nolte  pre- 
sented a  report.  In  it  was  a  letter  from 
Monroe  Nichols  which  contained  the  ob- 
jections to  the  bill.  The  provision  that 
the  lands  may  be  entered  when  the  ex- 
istence of  gold  in  paving  quantities  is 
proven  was  comlemned.  Mr.  Nichols 
thought  the  extention  of  the  mineral  laws 
to  apply  to  the  Rainy  lake  district  would 
not  be  harmful  but  might  be  superfluous. 
In  the  first  proposition  the  committee 
agreed  with  him  but  in  the  second  dif- 
fered. It  favored  the  application  of  the 
mineral  laws  to  Minnesota  lands  but 
without  any  conditions  as  to  gold  "in 
paying  <iuantities." 

i  here  was  realjy  only  one  man  pre- 
sent who  understood  the  practical  w^ork- 
ings  of  the  mineral  laws,  the  organiza- 
tion of  mining  districts,  etc.  This  was 
W.  I}.  W^ehe?,  who  has  lived  in  the 
mining  country  in  Arizona  and  other 
southwestern  states  and  has  staked  out 
more  than  one  claim.  He  enlightened 
those  present  upon  several  pomts  that 
were  not  familiar.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Duluth  Customs  District. 
C.  F.  Johnson  presented  a  resolution 
in  reference  to  the  extension  of  the 
Duluth  customs  district  for  which  Maj. 
Baldwin  has  a  bill  pending  and  it  was 
unanimously  passed.     It  is  as   follows: 

"The  intention  of  the  framers  of  the 
act  of  congress  in  cutting  out  the  cus- 
toms districts  of  Duluth  from  that  of 
Superior  twenty-three  years  ago,  was 
clearly  to  include  the  northern  boundary 
of  Minnesota  as  far  west  as  Lake  ol  the 
Woods;  this  fact  being  evidenced  by 
maps  of  the  treasury  department  show- 
ing this  boundary  of  our  customs  district 
to  this  day. 

"This  fact  conclusively  shows  that 
though  a  mistake  was  made  in  the  word- 
ing of  the  act,  there  certainly  was  no 
mistake  as  to  what  was  originally  intend- 
ed, for  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  the 
treasury  department  would  deliberately 
cause  a  map  to  be  made  wrong  under 
any  circumstances  whatever.  Hence, 
because  there  was  a  mistaken  notion  at 
that  time  as  to  which  way  the  waters 
flowed  on  the  northern  boundary  of  Min- 
nesota, owing  to  the  fact  that  both  side; 
of  the  boundary  line  were  at  that  early 
time  unsurveyed  and  practically  unin- 
habited, it  has  transpired  that  the  great- 
er part  of  the  north  and  northwestern 
portion  of  our  customs  district  has  be- 
come transferred  to  the  district  of  Min- 
nesota, of  which  St.  Paul  is  the  port  of 
entry,  for  the  shed  between  the 
waters  of  Lake  Superior  and  those  of 
Hudson  bay  has  since  been  found  to  be 
so  much  nearer  Lake  Superior  as  not 
only  to  cut  off  the  territory  originally  in- 
tended to  include  Lake  o:  the  Woods, 
but  to  follow  the  Mesaba  range  through 
the  middle  of  St.  Louis  county,  even  as 
far  northeast  as  Gun  Flint  lake  in  Cook 
county,  bome  300  miles  from  St.  Paul 
and  150  miles  Deyond  Duluth,  somewhat 
on  the  curve  of  a  sickle,  so  that  if  the 
customs  l)oundary  line,  as  it  now  is,  had 
been  intended  to  surround  us  and  com- 
pletely cut  us  off  from  our  own  territory, 
it  could  not  have  been  better  planned. 

"This  arrangement  creates  a  boundary 
line  through  our  northern  territory  for 
customs  purposes  entirely  at  variance 
with  the  re(|uirements  of  commerce,  the 
whole  norinern  boundary  of  our  state 
being  obviously  tributary  to  Duluth  for 
such  purposes,  and  only  tributary  to  St. 
Paul,  if  at  all,  through  Duluth,  so  much 
so  as  to  make  our  position  ridiculous 
and  a  burlesque  for  the  state  as  well  as 
our  neighbors,  both  commercially  and 
politically. 

"This  chamber  learns  with  regret  that 
House  Bill  No.  3986,  introduced  by  Hon. 
M.  R.  Baldwin,  our  representative  in 
congress,  designed  simply  to  correct  this 
old  error,  and  so  give  us  back  again  what 
it  wasSsimply  intended  we  should  have 
in  the  first  place,  and  this,  not  by  cour- 
tesy, but  by  law -of  the  land,  is  now  being 
met  by  an  opposition  from  some  of  the 
representatives  of  the  cities  at  the  center 
of  the  state,  so  stubborn  that  it  has 
served  to  prevent  its  passage  to  this 
date. 

'If  this  chamber  is  not  misinformed, 
so  that  it  actually  is  the  intention  of  the 
majority  of  our  congressional  delegation 
at  Washington  to  defeat  this  just  meas- 
ure, though  only  intended  as  it  is  to  re- 
store to  us  our  legitimate  birth  right; 
then  this  chamber  must  necessarily  be 
constrained  to  say  that  such  action  by 
our  representatives  would  be  selfish  and 
biased  in  the  extreme,  and  such  as  must 
meet  with  our  severest  condemnation. 
But  this  body  refuses  to  believe  that  such 


an  act  of  seltifh  injustice  can  be  perpe- 
trated against  us  in  the  face  of  a  full 
knowledee  of  the  facts. 

"Resolved,  That  our  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives in  congress  be  and  are  here- 
by earnestly  and  respectfully  requested 
to  aid  our  congressional  representative 
in  the  passage  of  this  bill,  feeling  assured 
that  as  the  matter  has  been  left  with  the 
Minnesota  delegation  to  dispose  of,  with 
a  careful  consideration  of  the  facts,  the 
matter  can  have  but  one  issue,  and  that 
in  favor  of  our  rights. 

"Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  sent  to  our  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives in  congress  with  urgent  re- 
quests for  their  co-operation  with  Con- 
gressman Baldwin  to  do  Duluth  and  the 
northern  part  of  our  tier  of  counties,  this 
simple  act  of  justice." 

R.  Angst  was  elected  an  honorary 
member  of  the  chamber  and  produced  a 
box  of  cigars.  Messrs.  Hirsch  and  Doug- 
las were  appointed  on  a  committee  with 
President  Gridley  to  revise  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  En- 
gineers announcing  that  the  national 
convention  would  be  held  in  St.  Paul  be- 
ginning May  9  and  continuing  three 
weeks  and  asking  what  could  be  done 
for  them  if  a  number  visited  Duluth. 
Messrs.  Johnson,  Boggs  and  Angst  were 
appointed  to  see  what  can  be  done  for 
their  entertainment.

Want  the  Governor  of  Rio  Grande  Deposed 
and  Amnesty  lor  All. 

(Copyrighted,  1S94,  by  the  Associated  Press.) 
London,  April  20. — A  dispatch  to  the 
Times  from  Buenos  Ayres,  dated  April 
19,  says;  An  envoy  representing  the 
president-elect  of  Brazil,  Senor  Prudente 
Moraes,  has  had  interviews  with  Senor 
Silveira  Martins,  the  civil  leader  of  the 
insurgents.  The  envoy  stated  that  he 
wished  to  arrange  for  peace  in  the  state 
of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and  asked  Senor 
Martins  to  define  the  conditions  which 
would  be  acceptable. 

Senor  Martins  replied  that  the  insur- 
gents demanded  the  deposition  of  the 
governor  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  an  elec- 
tion throughout  Brazil,  the  reinstatement 
of  all  military  and  naval  officers  who 
have  taken  part  in  the  revolt  and  am- 
nesty for  all  political  offendeii.  The 
envoy  will  return  shortly  to  Brazil  and 
will  communicate  these  terms  to  the 
president-elect. 

The  Brazilians  here  assert  that  Ad- 
miral da  Gama  is  to  land  tomorrow. 
Gen.  Saraivi  with  5000  men  is  reported 
to  be  on  the  northwest  frontier  of  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul.

Prospects  ot  Their  Early  Passage  by  the  House 
Not  Bright. 

Washington,  April  20. — There  i§  pros- 
pect that  the  path  of  the  appropriation 
bills  pending  in  the  house  may  not  be  as 
easy  as  congressional  leaders  have  ex- 
pected. Representative  Cannon,  of  Ill- 
inois, has  been  asking  questions  on  the 
various  items  of  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular bill,  so  that  instead  of  being  passed 
in  an  hour  and  a  half,  as  was  anticipated, 
it  has  been  a  center  of  contention  for 
three  legislative  days. 

The  plan  has  been  to  get  the  bills  out 
of  the  way  at  an  early  day  so  that  the 
house  might  hold  the  senate  to  account 
for  delays  on  the  tariff  and  could  take  up 
public  bills  other  than  for  appropria- 
tions. However,  Mr.  Cannon's  course,  if 
applied  to  the  other  bill?,  will  extend  the 
debate  for  some  weeks,  as  tbe  routine  of 
coing  in  and  out  of  committee  of  the 
whole  consumes  much  time. 

"I  have  no  disposition  to  delay  the  ap- 
propriation bills,"  Mr.  Cannon  said  to- 
day, "but  I  do  not  intend  to  let  them  be 
railroaded  through  the  house.  I  will  call 
attention  to  all  increases  in  expendi- 
tures and  to  all  decreases  which  threaten 
the  efficiency  of  the  pubhc  service."

Secretary  Hoke  Smith  Recommends  That  It  Be 
Established. 

Washington,  April  20.— The  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  division  in  the  patent 
office  to  be  known  as  the  classification 
division,  is  recommended  by  Secretary 
Hoke  Smith  in  a  recent  communication 
tn  congress.  The  expense  incident

The  views  of  Patent  Commissioner 
Seymour  regarding  the  establishment  of 
the  division  are  set  forth  in  the  follow- 
ing extract  of  a  letter  written  by  him  to 
Secretary  Smith:  "This  classification 
division  is  the  difference  ^between  the 
patent  bystem  capable  of  Ueing  admin- 
istered with  beneficence  and  tending 
in  ail  respects  to  the  common  good  and 
tlie  s.Tme  system  encroaching  upon  the 
doma'n  of  common  knowledge  by  rea- 
son of  the  defiriencies  in  its  own  equip- 
ment. A  patent  for  a  new  thing  adds  to 
the  common  stock  of  knowledge;  a  pat- 
ent for  .in  old  thirg  takes  something 
aw.Tv  from  what  the  public  already  en- 
joys."

his  youth.  The  penalty  is  from  tv/o  to 
fifteen  years,  C.  U.  Baldwin,  Matako- 
vick's  attorney,  will  move  for  a  new  trial 
on  the  ground  that  the  jury  had  com- 
munication v/ith  outside  parties  after  they 
had  retired  to  deliberate. 

Judge  Moer  held  no  session  yesterday 
on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  jurors.  This 
morning  V/iliiara  Munro  came  up  for 
trial,  but  withdrew  his  plea  of  not  guilty 
and  pleaded  guilty  to  grand  larceny  in 
the  second  degree.  Court  in  Judge 
Moer's  room  was  then  adjourned  until 
the  afternoon,  as  the  attorneys  in  the 
only  remaining  civil  case  were  occupied 
in  room  Xo.  3. 

Three  criminal  cases  from  latt  term 
were  dismissed  on  motion  of  the  county 
attorney.  They  were  against  Mary  Mc- 
Dov/ell  for  assault,  John  Donovan  for 
grand  larceny,  and  Joseph  Minor  for  in- 
decent assault. 

Judge  Ensign  is  still  working  on  the 
case  of  C.  A,  Moore  against  G.  W.  Davis 
et  al.  The  jury  cases  will  probably  be 
finished  by  tomorrow  night. 

The  jury  in  the  case  against  John  Mc- 
Cune  for  grand  larceny  this  morning  re- 
turned a  verdict  of  guilty.  Judge  Lewis 
was  engaged  at  noon  on  the  case  against 
W.S.Norton.  He  is  accused  of  ce- 
frauding  Francis  Duesler,  of  West  Du- 
luth, out  of  ?i5o  by  Felling  him  minutes 
of  what  he  described  as  valuable  pine 
land,  which  turned  out  to  belong  to  some- 
one else. 

In  the  case  of  Oscar  A,  Peterson 
against  the  B.  B.  Richards  Lumber  com- 
pany, the  defendant  has  given  notice 
of  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  verdict  on 
the  ground  that  it  was  not  justified  by 
the  evidence  and  was  contrary  to  law.

Sherifif  Sharvy  has  received  a  letter 
from  Mrs.  A,  Ro.senurr,  of  Baltimore, 
enquiring  for  one  Johann  Lorenz  Thier- 
gartner,  a  German  farmer,  whose  rela- 
tives have  lost  track  of  him.

ous Coal  Region. 


Tliousaniis  in  Other  Districts  Quit  and  the 

Greatest  Strike  in  the  Country's 

History  Begins.

It  Is  Claimed  By  the  Strike  Leaders  That

rim.'.UKLi'UiA,  April  21.— If  a'!  the 
miners  in  what  is  known  as  the  Clear- 
field district  of  the  bituminous  coal  re- 
gion strike  at  no«)n  there  v»  ill  be  20,000 
men  out  of  work  in  that  territory.  Added 
to  these  5000  in  the  Phiilipiburg  district, 
4000  in  the  Indians  district,  5000  in  the 
Jefferson  district  and  about  Sooo  in  the 
Mountain  district.  A  prominent  oper- 
ator, member  of  a  firm  that  employs  sev- 
eral thousand  miners,  said  today: 

"The  strike  is  not  against  a  reduction 
in  wages,  but  simply  and  -solely  for  the 
purpose  ot  keeping  the  cllicers  of  the 
miners*  national  cr^anizalion  in  office. 
Thin<;s  had  bt-en  <iuiec  tor  so  lon^  a  time 
that  the  working  miners  were  kickinjj 
against  paying  tiig  salaries  to  general 
officers  for  doing  nothing.  As  far  as  we 
are  concerned,  we  have  been  practically 
maintaining  a  charity  organization  for 
some  time.  It  would  have  paid  us  to 
close  cur  mines  six  months  ago.  When 
we  found  it  necessary  to  reduce  wages  in 
order  to  keep  the  men  at  work  they  ac- 
cepted the  situation  ([aictly  and  did  not 
offer  objection."  '

Pittsisuik;,  April  21.— The  great  coal 
strike  so  far  as  this  district  is  concerned 
at  least,  appears  to  be  a  success.  At 
noon  today  the  r.Doo  men  in  the  river 
district  and  the  6500  in  the  railroad  dis- 
trict laid  down  their  picks  and  receiving 
their  wages,  ([uictly  left  the  mines.

They  are  largely  in  favor  of  it 
and  nearly  threc-fouahs  of  them  are  ex- 
pected to  lay  down  their  tools. 

The  strike  promises  to  be  the  greatest 
in  the  history  of  the  country.  It  will  in- 
volve, if  as  great  as  anticipated,  nearly 
150.000  men,  and  will  stop  work  in  mines 
that  produce  upw.ird  of  100.000,000  tons 
of  coal  last  year  in  twelve  states  and  ter- 
ritories.

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DAMAGE  BY  EARTHQUAKE 


One  Town  In  Greece  In  Ruirs  and  Others 

Damaged,  Thebes  Suffering  the 

Most  Injury. 

Athens,  April  21.— Rcpcrts  from  the 

districts  which  are  visited  hy  the  earth- 

(|uake  of  Friday  show    that    the    shocks 

were  most  severe  and  that   the    damage 

done  was  much  greater  thai  was  at  first 
supoosed.  • 

The  town  of  Ncapille,  near  Ata?anta, 
otherwise  known  as  Taland  a,  seven  miles 
norih  of  Mount  TalaDda,  is  a  heap  of 
ruins.  A  number  of  persons  were  in- 
jured at  Atalanta  and  Chalcis,  capital  of 
Eubosa,  seventeen  milts  f-om  Thebes, 
Volo  and  Larissa  have  aho  sustained 
considerable  damage,  but  Thebes  suf- 
fered most  of  all.  Its  inhibitants  will 
have  to  be  promptly  succored  by  the 
goverumcnt,  as  they  are  said  to  be  with- 
out food  or  shelter. 

.Some  time  may  elapse  before  full  de- 
tails of  the  disaster  are  obtainable,  al- 
though ev<:ry  effort  is  being  made  to  ob- 
tu:n  accurate  information  upon  the  sub- 
ject. Thebes  is  on  the  height  anciently 
occupied  by  the  Cadmeian  citadel.  It  is 
situated  twenty-six  miles  from  Livadia 
and  has  a  popul.ition  of  abc  ut  3000. 

Later  information  shows  that  in  some 
districts  there  has  been  great  loss  of  life 
in  addition  to  destruction  of  property. 
The  inhabitants  everywheie  have  been 
alarmed  today  by  fresh  sho:ks  and  it  is 
feared  that  the  worst  has  aot  yet  hap- 
pened, as  the  weather  coitinues  close 
and  misty. 

The  shocks  today  injured  the  northern 
wing  of  the  palace  here  instveral  places. 
A  large  stone  fell  out  of  the  gate  of  Had- 
rian, But  the  general  damage  to  this 
city  and  Piruus,  the  pori  ot  Athens, 
was  slight,  and  there  has  been  no  loss  of 
life  here. 

The  villages  aroundAtahmtahave  suf- 
fered terribly.  Larymi,  Pniskina,  Male- 
sina,  Mazi,  Pella  and  Martino  are  in 
ruins;  serious  damage  has  been  done  at 
Chalcis  and  at  several  villages  on  the  is- 
land of  Euboe.T. 

At  Thebes  about  fifty  houses  fell  dur- 
ing one  of  the  shocks  this  morning.  The 
city  is  in  a  state  of  panic  and  destitution. 
The  terrified  peoj)le  have  rushed  in 
crowds  away  from  Thebijs,  believing 
that  the  end  of  the  world  has  come.  The

Many  Senators  Were  Among  the  Spectators 

Who    Eyed  the  Imposing    Parade 

With  Much  Curiosity. 


They  Held  a  Meeting  to  Listen  to  Reports 

of  Delegates  Who  Waited  on 

Senators. 


Voorhees  Could    Not  Be  found    But    Hill 
Promised  to  Meet  Thern  and  Dis- 
cuss Matters. 


Washington,  April  21.— More  than 
1000  workingmen  from  Philadelphia  and 
New  Jersey  marched  down  Pennsylvania 
avenue  today  to  emphasize  their  protest 
against  the  Wilson  tariff  bill.  Men  and 
and  women  were  in  line  marching  four 
abreast  under  the  American  Hag  and 
fluttering  banners  displaying  mottoes 
opposed  to  the  Wilson  bill.  The  special 
KaUimorc  cS;  Ohio  train  from  Philadel- 
phia carried  670  men.  This  delegation 
was  met  by  the  company  of  360  which 
had  arrived  yesterday. 

In  the  front  rank  was  carried  a  great 
silk  American  Hag,  which  had  been'  do- 
nated by  John  Wanamaker  for  the  de- 
monstration. Behind  was  a  black  ban- 
ner with  the  legend  in  gold  letters: 
"Non-partisan  delegation  of  American 
workingmen  from  Bristol,  united  in  de- 
fense ot  their  home  industries  and  to 
prevent  their  transfer  to  nations  hostile 
to  a  Democratic  or  Republican  govern- 
ment," 

The  procession  marched  to  Metzerot's 
hall  by  way  of  Pennsylvania.  Many 
senators  and  congressmen  walking  up 
the  avtnue  at  the  hour  eyed  the  parade 
curiously,  (fathering  in  Metzerot's  hall 
the  committees  delegated  to  wait  upon 
various  senators  made  their  reports. 
Ephraim  Ligg  reported  that  Senator 
Voorhees,  as  chairman  ol  the  finance 
committee  in  charge  of  the  bill,  had  been 
written  to  and  had  been  called  for  at  his 
home  and  could  not  be  found.  Jeers 
greeted  this  atmouncement. 

Delegates  who  had  called  upon  Sena- 
tors Brice,  Smith  and  Murphy,  reported 
that  those  senators  could,  not  be  found. 
Senator  Hill  had  prnmised  to  meet  the 
delegates  at  noon,  and  Senators  Camer- 
on and  Ouay  had  promised  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  bring  the  memorial  of  the 
convention  to  the  attention  of  the  sen- 
ate. 

ATTACKED  THE  RADICALS. 


Lord  Randolph  Churchill  Figured  in  a  Re- 
grettable Spectacle. 

London,  April  21 —Lord  Randolph 
Churchill,  once  the  pet  and  rising  hope 
ofthe  Conservative  party,whose  speeches, 
even  after  he  had  wrecked  his  chances 
of  the  highest  political  distincdon,  were 
always  listened  to  with  the  deepest  at- 
tention, was  the  principal  in  a  regrett- 
able spjectacle  in  the  house  in  the  course 
of  the  debate  on  the  ducal  annuity. 

During  the  speeches  of  Messrs.  La- 
boucherc  and  Storey,  Lord  Randolph 
made  numerous  irrelevant  and  inco- 
herent interruptions,  which  were  greeted 
with  shouts  of  derisive  laughter  fro.-n  all 
parts  of  the  house.  His  own  speech 
was  a  savage  and  veheipent  attack  upon 
the  Radicals  in  general  and  upon  Henry 
Labouchere  in  particular. 

The  speech  of  Lord  Randolph  called 
forth  a  running  fire  of  laughter  from  the 
Radical  benches.  He  looked  ill,  was  de- 
cidedly excited  and  he  appeared  to  for- 
get his  misrepresentation  of  previous 
speeches.  On  the  other  hand,  he 
strewed  his  own  with  such  phrases  as 
"revolting  sentiments"  and  "vomiting 
Radical  trash." 

Lord  Randolph  Churchill  also  eulo- 
gized Mr,  (Gladstone's  "unfailing  patriot- 
ism," the  suppression  of  which,  he 
claimed,  was  a  serious  loss  to  the  house. 
The  speaker  then  described  the  welting 
which  he  claimed  Mr.  Gladstone  would 
have  administered  to  Henry  Labouchere, 
had  the  veteran  Liberal  leader  been 
present  upon  that  occasion.  The-  des- 
cription which  Lord  Randolph  then  gave 
of  Labouchere  "as  feasting  and  intoxi- 
cating hmself  on  royal  grants"  was  re- 
ceived wiih  a  roar  of  significant  laughter. 

During  hi."!  remarkable  speech,  Lord 
Randolph  Churchill  accused  the  Radi- 
cals of  wanting  to  make  the  duke  of 
Edinburgh  a  crossing  sweeper,  where- 
upon Charles  A.  Conybeare  (Radical) 
cried  out:  "His  mother  has  plenty  of 
money." 

The  Chronicle,  commenting  upon  Lord 
Randolph's  speech  says:  "It  would  be 
merciful  to  draw  a  veil  over  the  scene. 
Much  to  Mr,  Balfour's  relief,  towards  the 
end  of  his  speech.  Lord  Randolph  ([uiei- 
ed  down,  and  quoted  .an  effective  passage 
from  a  speech  marlc  bv  O'Conncll."

on  his  new  play. 

All  on  Board  Perisiied. 
San  Francisco,  April  21. — News  has 
been  received  here  of  the  hshing  schoon- 
er Dauntless  and  the  drowning  of  four 
men  at  the  mouth  of  Klamath  river,  on 
the  north  California  coast,  early  on  the  ^ 
the  morning  of  April  19.  The  schooner 
was  completely  wrecked.  All  on  board 
perished  witn  her.  The  drowned  are: 
Capt.  C.  Marques,  two  seamen  named 
Thompson  and  Brown,  and  Avery  Ed- 
son,  a  youth  whose  parents  live  at  Cres- 
cent City.

Wichita,  Kan.,  April  21.— Reliable 
information  reached  here  last  night  that 
a  fight  occurred  between  a  sheriff's  posse 
and  the  gang  which  freed  the  murderers 
of  Wintermuth  from  the  New  Kirk  jail 
in  the  sandhills  of  the  Cheyenne  county. 
It  iS" thought  two  of  the  desperadoes  were 
wounded  and  one  of  them  named  Scott 
killed.  Two  of  the  posse  were  also 
slightly  wounded. 

Smotliered  His  Grandson. 

New  York,  April  21.— Abraham 
Gross,  a  gray  haired  old  man,  reported 
to  the  police  yesterday  that  he  had  ac- 
cidentally smothered  his  3-year-old 
grandson  Samuel  Gross.  When  he  arose 
he  forgot  the  child  and  in  the  darkness 
he  threw  a  tick  on  the  bed.  Sometime 
later  he  thought  of  his  grandson  and  ran 
to  the  bed  but  the  boy  was  dead.

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  April  21.— Gen- 
eral Manager  St.  John,  of  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  railway,  who 
passed  through  this  city  last  night  from 
Council  Bluffs,  talked  differently  from 
some  other  railway  men  about  the  Com- 
monweal army,  its  purposes  and  the 
menace  it  is  to  the  country.  In  fact,  he 
does  not  think  the  people  have  anything 
to  fear  from  the  army  in  passing  through 
the  country. 

"It  is  made  up  of  sober,  intelligent, 
determined  men,"  he  said.  "They  are, 
nine-tenths  ot  them,  American  born. 
They  are  respectable,  honest  and  re- 
markably well  organized.  There  are  no 
bums  among  them.  The  statements  that 
have  been  sent  out  about  their  being 
tramps  and  all  that  sort  of  thing  are  ut- 
terly untrue.  Their  leader  is  a  man  of 
brains  and  character  and  great  deter- 
mination, and  he  is  a  religious  man  too. 
He  is  a  perfect  gentleman, and  thorough- 
ly honest.  He  will  never  permit  any 
outrages  to  be  done  by  any  of  his  men, 
if  there  should  be  any  inclination  in  that 
direction,  which  there  certainly  is  not 
now. 

"He  will  not  permit  any  tramp  or  dis- 
reputable person  to  enter  into  his  army 
and  he  will  remove  the  first  one  he  can 
find.  He  has  absolute  control  over  his 
men,  which  he  could  never  have  over  a 
body  of  tramps  or  disreputables.  He 
said  to  me  that  his  men  would  never  go 
back  under  any  circumstances.  They 
are  going  to  Washington  in  some  way;  of 
that  I  am  sure. 

"  'We  may  be  wrong,'  Kelly  said  to 
me,  'but  we  are  determined  to  go  to 
Washington  and  present  a  living  peti- 
tion to  congress,  one  that  cannot  be 
thrown  into  a  waste-paper  basket.  We 
think  we  are  right  and  nothing  can  stop 
us.' 

"What  they  can  accomplish  I  do  not 
see,  but  they  are  bound  to  make  a  pro- 
found impression.  There  will  be  100,000 
people  in  Washington  by  May  10  on  this 
mission.  And  what  can  we  do  about  it? 
Nothing  but  treat  them  kindly  and  let 
them  go.  The  more  opposition  they 
meet  the  stronger  they  become.  The 
laboring  classes  all  over  the  country  are 
in  sympathy  with  them.  If  they  have  a 
few  more  days  of  such  treatment  as  they 
have  the  last  two  days,  I  tremble  to  think 
what  may  happen.  You  can't  tell  what 
a  man  will  do  when  he  is  hungry  and 
hunted  down." 

"Did  you  see  the  men?"  was  asked. 

"Yes,  I  stopped  at  Weston  at  the  re- 
quest of  Gen.  Kelly  and  saw  the  men 
there.  They  are  of  the  better  class. 
Would  not  De  one  bit  afraid  to  take  them 
to  Chicago  or  any  other  city,  for  they  are 
educated  men,  mechanics  and  a  number 
of  railway  men.  They  have  left  families 
in  California  and  they  hope,  many  of 
them,  to  get  back  East,  where  they  came 
from,  and  find  something  to  do  to  get 
their  families  back.  They  will  never  re- 
turn West,  for  there  is  nothing  for  them 
to  return  to.  They  have  been  starving 
there.  They  are  desperate  men,  desper- 
ately in  earnest. 

"This  thing  is  gathering  like  a  whirl- 
wind. It  is  very  similar  to  the  French 
revolution.  It  is  a  terrible  thing,  and  it 
made  me  sad  to  find  that  there  were  1600 
respectable,  well-meaning  men  reduced 
to  such  desperate  straits  in  this  country. 
We  expect  these  things  in  the  old  coun- 
tries, but  it  is  no  part  of  the  program  of 
the  republic.  It  makes  us  feel  that  there 
is  something  wrong  with  the  govern- 
ment." 

Foul  Play  Suspected. 
McPherson,  Kan,,  April  21.— George 
L.  Didk,  a  prominent  citizen,  was  found 
dead  at  his  residence  yesterday.  He 
was  a  bachelor,  living  alone.  Foul  play 
is  suspected.

0.  D.  Kinney  for  Congress. 

The  Herald  takes  pleasure  in  announ- 
cing that,  ar  the  earnest  solicitation  of 
numerous  friends  in  St.  Louis  county 
and  throughout  the  Sixth  district,  Hon. 
O.  D.  Kinney,  of  Kly,  has  consented  to 
become  a  candidate  for  the  Republican 
nomination  for  congress.  Without  any 
disparagement  of  any  of  the  other  gentle- 
men whose  names  have  been  mentioned 
in  connection  with  this  position,  it  must 
be  acknowledged  that  Mr.  Kinney  is  be- 
yond the  question  the  most  able  candi- 
date that  the  St.  Louis  County  Republi- 
cans can  present  for  the  congressional 
nomination.

L'^p  to  this  time  his  whole  attention  had 
been  devoted  to  business  and  he  had 
never  appeared  in  public  life.  In  1890 
he  was  selected  as  one  of  the  Republican 
candidates  for  member  cf  the  legislature 
from  this  district  and  was  elected  by  a 
large  majority. 

His  career  in  the  legislature  was  most 
creditable,  and  he  was  early  recognized 
as  one  of  its  most  prominent  members. 
The  splendid  work  that  he  did  on  be- 
half of  this  district  will  not  be  forgotten, 
It  was  largely  through  his  firm  stand 
that  the  bill  w^hich  passed  the 
legislature  for  the  union  of  West 
Duiuth  and  Lakeside  with  the  city  of 
Duiuth  was  agreed  upon.  Asa  speaker, 
Mr.  Kinney  takes  high  rank,  and  being 
acquainted  with  all  the  manifold  needs 
of  the  Sixth  district  he  is  splendidly 
e<iuipped  for  becoming  our  next  repre- 
sentative in  congress. 


Too  Many  Lawyers  in  Congress. 
Are  there  too  many  lav/yers  in  con- 
gress? The  Detroit  News  thinks  there 
are,  and  the  reasons  which  it  presents 
for  entertaining  this  belief  will  cause 
many  people  to  reach  the  same  opinion. 
The  Detroit  paper  introduces  this  idea, 
which  has  been  advanced  by  others  at 
various  times  in  a  semi-apologetic  man- 
ner, in  the  course  of  the  article  on  the 
new  quorum-counting  rule  adopted  by 
the  lower  branch  of  congress.  The  pas- 
sage of  this  rule  is  declared  to  be  the  in- 
auguration of  a  new  era  in  American 
legislation,  and  a  sign  that  however 
slowly  old  things  are  breaking  up,  they 
are  breaking  up  and  many  things  are  be- 
coming new. 

Heretofore  in  no  place  has  more  ener- 
gy been  wasted  in  friction  and  more  time 
been  spent  in  the  accomplishment  of 
empty  results  than  in  the  congress  oi  the 
United  States.  For  instance,  asks 
the  Detroit  paper,  how  did  the 
F.fty-second  congress  spend  its  time? 
Its  first  session  consumed  187  working 
days.  The  actual  accomplished  results 
of  these  days'  work  were  as  follows:  The 
house  passed  during  the  session  460  bills 
all  told,  private,  local  and  public  meas- 
ure;. The  senate  passed  707  bills  of  the 
same  character.  Of  the  bills  which 
passed  the  senate,  the  house  passed  only 
120.  Of  the  bills  v/hich  passed  the  house, 
the  senate  passed  only  314.  This  makes 
a  total  of  434  bills  which  passed  both 
houses,  and  of  these  the  president  vetoed 
2;  so  that  the  total  legislative  result  of 
the  whole  187  days'  work  was  432  bills. 

But  this  is  not  the  whole  story.    While 


the  house  was  passing  its  460  bills,  it  was 
monkeying  with  9244  bills  which  had 
been  introduced  and  '•debated,"  but 
which  never  pajsed  the  body  at  all. 
While  the  senate  was  passing  its  707 
bills  it  w;is  monkeying  with  2688  bills 
which  had  been  introdurcd,  but  which 
did  not  pass  the  body.  The  record  of 
the  present  congress  is  no  better,  and 
the  whole  trouble  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
an  ancient  system  of  theory  and  practice 
of  legislative  business  from  which  con- 
gress refuses  to  depart. 

"But  wherein,''  asks  the  News,  "lies the 
difficulty  of  cutting  loose  trom  ancient 
precedents  that  keep  the  nation  so  far 
back  in  its  legislation?  A  curious  reply 
is  given  by  a  recent  writer,  and  the 
theory  is  almost  plain  enough  for  imme- 
diate acceptance,  that  it  is  on  account  of 
the  presence  in  congress  of  so  many 
lawyers.  Of  all  conservative  institutions 
ot  the  world,  the  judiciary  is  the  most  so. 
Lawyers  live,  move  and  have  their  being 
in  precedent.  They  do  things  todiy  for 
no  other  reason  than  that  they  were  done 
thus  yesterday.  This  deference  to  pre- 
cedent becomes  so  much  a  habit  of  mind 
with  them  that  they  cannot  get  away 
from  it  when  they  go  to  Washington,  and 
the  consequence  is  that  the  country  is 
kept  back  in  the  shadows  of  antiquity  in 
times  when  everything  and  everybody 
else  are  moving  forward  to  new  thoughts 
and  to  new  results." 

Conseciuently,  it  is  fair  to  argue,  the 
apparently  interminable  delays  of  legis- 
lation are  not  caused  by  the  wicked 
Democrats  or  the  equally  unrighteous 
Republicans,  but  by  a  pernicious  com- 
bination of  members  of  both  political 
parties  who  belong  to  the  legal  profes- 
sion and  as  such  refuse  to  take  any 
action  which  has  no  precedent.  But 
woTlld  legislation  be  expedited  by  keep- 
ing every  lawyer  out  of  congress?    That 

is  a  question  which  the  Detroit  paper  has 

failed  to  answer.

The  Nicaragua  Canal. 

The  Herald  recently  referred  to  the 
fact  that  when  Senator  Morgan  reported 
the  Nicaragua  canal  bill,  it  did  not 
wholly  meet  the  approval  of  all  members 
of  the  committee,  especially  Senator 
Davis,  of  Minnesota,  who  opposed  the 
bill  when  it  was  previously  before  the 
senate.  Senator  Davis  did  not  put  his 
objections  in  the  form  of  a  report,  and 
will  not  do  so,  but  he  will  make  a  speech 
against  the  bill  if  it  is  ever  called  up. 
As  to  this  contiiigeacy  a  Washington  dis- 
patch says  it  is  well  understood  that  as 
long  as  the  tariff  bill  is  before  the  senate 
there  will  not  be  the  least  possibility  of 
considering  the  Nicaragua  or  any  other 
bill,  but  when  the  tarifif  is  out  of  the  way 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  bring  up  the 
Nicaragua  bill. 

In  an  interview  on  this  subject  Sena- 
tor Davis  is  reported  to  have  said:  "Why 
should  the  United  States  put  §1000,000,- 
000  into  a  canal  when  we  have  not  a 
navy  to  hold  it  tan  days  against  Eng- 
land, Germany,  France,  or  Italy?  There 
is  another  feature  that  ought  not  to  be 
lost  sight  of,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  ves- 
sels are  obliged  to  round  Cape  Horn  is  a 
wonderful  defense  for  the  United  States. 
It  is  no  small  thing  to  send  a  naval  ves- 
sel around  Cape  Horn.  If  we  were  to 
cut  a  canal  through  to  the  Pacific  it  would 
be  open  in  times  of  peace,  and  as 
many  vessels  could  put  through  as  are 
needed  in  case  trouble  was  contemplated 
in  the  near  future.  Without  the  canal 
the  vessels  would  be  obliged  to  go 
around  the  Horn.  With  $10,000,000  and 
the  immense  iron  mines  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  we  could  make  a  show  of  defense 
in  a  short  time,  for  all  vessels  that  any 
nation  would  care  to  send  around  the 
Horn.  But  the  worst  feature  of  it  is  that 
we  could  not  hold  t  e  canal  nor  could 
we  recover  it  if  once  lost." 

Senator  Davis'  arguments  upon  this 
question  are  sound.  They  take  away  the 
ground  completely  from  the  plausible 
declarations  of  those  who  are  trying  to 
work  this  gigantic  steal  through  con- 
gress. If  this  country  has  any  money  to 
expend  on  new  waterways  of  commer- 
cial importance,  it  can  be  more  profit- 
ably expended  upon  the  great  lake  route 
and  by  uniting  with  Canada  in  ptoviding 
a  deep  channel  from  Duiuth  to  the 
Atlantic.

An  Objectionable  Scheme. 

A  report  of  a  special  meeting  of  the 
bo.ird  of  health,  held  last  night,  states 
that  "for  future  emergencies  the  board 
voted  unanimously  that  the  city  should 
purchase  a  scow  and  build  upon  it  a 
fioatiiig  hospital  which  can  be  towed  to 
any  place  desired  and  used  as  a  pest 
house  when  occasion  re<|uires." 

This  is  a  very  peculiar  idea.  Most 
people  will  conclude  that  a  hospital 
built  on  a  scow  is  rather  a  strange  place 
for  smallpox  patients.  It  will  be  impos- 
sible to  keep  dampness  out  of  such  a 
place,  and  there  is  nothing  that  will 
more  certainly  produce  fatal  results  in 
sm.illpox  cases. 

There  is  another  objection  to  this 
scheme.  Th*  probability  is  that  the 
garbngc  and  excreta  would  be  thrown 
from  this  lloating  ^pest  house  into  the 
harbor  or  lake,  thus  increasing  the  con- 
tarainatir.g  conditions  affecting  the  city's 
water  supply.  Of  course  this  danger  is 
not  certain  to  occur,  but  even  the  possi- 
bility of  such  a  thing  occurring  should 
be  avoided.  The  pest  house  should  be 
located  at  some  high,  dry  ^point  isolated 
as  much  as  possible  from  ether  resi- 
dences.

AUhough  many  propositions  are  intrc- 
duced  in  the  senate  looking  to  an 
amendment  of  the  rules,  nothing  has  re- 
sulted from  them.  At  least  in  the  pres- 
ent congress  the  majority  cf  the  com- 
mittee on  rules  are  whoUv  opposed  to 
any  charges,  and  the  Republican  mem- 
bers are  not  likely  to  assist  in  adopting 
new  rules  which  wpuld  in  any  way  re- 
strict their  privileges  and  powers.  "Free- 
dom of  debate"  will  not  be  curtailed,  and 
the  public  must  patiently  endure  the 
flood  of  senatorial  clap-trap  on  the  tariff 
Question. 


The  Ontario  government  has  decided 
to  set  apart  ?;25,ooo  perannum  for  a  term 
of  five  years  from  July  next  to  be  paid 
as  bounty  to  miners  and  producers  of 
iron  ore  upon  all  iron  ores  mixed  and 
smelted  within  the  province.  The  bonus 
v.?ill  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $1  per  ton  on 
pig  metal  produced  from  such  ores.  This 
bonus  is  offered  principally  to  encourage 
the  establishment  of  a  blast  furnace  at 
Port  Arthur. 


The  Wadena  Pioneer  thinks  "The

L.  Montgomery  Taken  Witt;  itie  Dread  Dis- 
ease—Caught It  in  Chicago, 

That  dread  disease,  smallpox,  has 
raised  its  fetid  form  in  Duluth  once 
again.  As  before,  Chicago  is  to  blame. 
K.  L.  Montgomery  is  the  victim.  Ten 
days  ago  he  left  the  Windy  City  and 
came  back  to  the  Zenith  City  to  re-enter 
the  employ  oi  B.  J.  Cook.  Today  he  is 
confined  in  the  little  hou«e  at  the  West 
End  in  v.hich  Joseph  Wolf  breathed  his 
last  only  a  few  short  weeks  ago. 

Montgomery  was  taken  ill  last  Sunday 
and  remained  in  the  building  occupied 
by  Mr.  Ccok's clothing  store.  Dr.  Magie 
was  summoned  and  on  Tuesday  the  sick 
man  was  removed  to  St.  Mary's  hospi- 
tal. Yesterday,  symptoms  of  smallpox 
developed.  Last  night,  as  a  result  of 
j  Dr.  Magie's  suspicioas.  Dr.  King,  who 
I  cared  for  Joseph  Wolfe  and  who  recent- 
ly has  been  employed  in  the  hospital  at 
Chicago  was  called.  He  pronounced 
the  case  one  of  smallpox. 

The  matter  was  at  once  reported  to 
Health  Officer  Goffe.  A  meeting  of  the 
board  of  heallh  was  the  result,  late  last 
evening.  It  was  voted  to  use  the  house 
in  Brookdale  division  and  Montgomery 
was  taken  there  from  the  hospital  as 
soon  as  possible.  Arrangements  for 
guards  were  made  and  a  man  secured 
for  nurse  who  has  been  both  a  cook  and 
had  wide  experience  in  nursing  smallpox 
patients. 

The  board  of  health  has  not  decided  to 
build  a  scow.  That  project  was  dis- 
cussed but  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  this 
morning  was  rejected.  This  eveninglhe 
board,  accompanied  by  County  Commis- 
sioner Butchart  and  possibly  other  mem- 
bers ot  the  county  board,  will  seek  a 
place  suitable  for  erecting  an  emergency 
hospital.  They  have  their  eyes  on  a 
high  piece  of  ground,  near  the  old  pest 
bouse,  about  half  a  mils  from  the  boule- 
vard, on  the  poor  farm  road.  Joseph 
Helm  says  that  a  suitable  scow  would 
cost  $3000.  For  that  sum  an  emergency 
hospital  with  accommodations  for  diph- 
theria and  other  contagious  diseases 
aside  from  smallpox  can  be  erected. 

Montgomery's  case  is  quite  a  severe 
one  as  are  nearly  all  when  the  patient 
has  never  been  vaccinated.

N.  F.  Hugo  Tells  of  Some  Thinjijs  and  Places 

Which  He  Saw   During  His   Long

December  21  N.  F.  Hugo  bought  a  cut 
rate  ticket,  checked  his  trunk  .and  started 
on  a  three  months  trip  to  the  Pacitk 
coast,  via  St.  Paul,  over  the  Soo  line  and 
Canadian  Paciric  railway  to  Vancouver, 
B.  C,  where  he  arrived  on  Christmas 
day.  On  Dec.  20  the  journey  was  pur- 
sued to  Victoria.  From  there,  on  Jan.  2, 
a  start  was  made  by  the  ocean  steamer 
Walla  Walla  for  San  Francisco. 

Kntering  the  Ciolden  Gate  Duluth's 
popular  citizen  unpacked  his  trunk  and 
look  up  his  abode  until  March  7,  when, 
by  the  good  steamer  Eureka,  he  departed  .p^iHpn,-^ 
for  Los  Aniieles  reaching  there  March  !,„  ,,l"  f. 
10.  The  siiihts  in  and  around  the  City 
of  the  Angels  were  looked  at  until 
March  ^4  when  Mr.  Hugo  boarded  the 
"Santa  Fe"  train  and  turned  his  face 
homeward,  reaching  Duluth  April  1 2, 
coming  through  Arizona,  New  Mexico, 
Kansas  City  and  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

One  afternoon  this  week  Mr.  Hugo 
found  time  to  stretch  himself  out  in  his 
office  chair  and  to  a  Herald  reporter 
present  a  most  interesting  outline  of  his 
winter's  trip,  interspersing  the  same 
freely  with  factsandtigures  picked  along 
the  way. 

"The  trip  over  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway,"'  commenced  the  narrator,  "is 
much  finer  than  over  any  of  the  other 
routes.  The  mountain  scenery  is  nearly 
as  tine  as  that  along  the  Denver  &  Rio 
Grande  road,  and  there  is  ten  times  as 
much  of  it.  I  have  been  over  the  North- 
ern Pacilic,  the  Union  Pacific,  the  Santa 
Fe  and  the  Canadian  PaciTic,  and  I  must 
say  that  for  both  scenery  and  equip- 
ment the  last  named  route  leads  all  the 
rest. 


$3,000,000,  of  that  amount  is  supposed  to 
be  "steal."  This  year  the  assessor  was 
compelled  to  reduce  real  estate  valu- 
ations one-sixth.  That  gives  an  idea  of 
the  condition  of  the  city. 

"The   Midwinter  Fake." 
"So      you    want    to    hear    something 
about      the      tair.      Well,    some      call 
it         the        Midwinter         fake  and 

when  it  rains  others  call  it  Hhc 
Midwinter  imposition.  It  is  the  greatest 
fake  ever  perpc:t rated  on  a  long  suffer- 
ing public.  The  grounds  ate  very  line, 
being  located  in  a  part  of  Golden  Gate 
park.  This  park  is  veiy  large,  much 
money  has  been  spent  on  it  and  is  otna- 
mented  with  the  most  beautiful  (lowers 
and  semi-tropical  trees.  A  find  band 
plays  there  each  Sunday  and  all  the 
wealth  and  beauty  of  San  Francisco 
come  out  to  hear  the  music.  The  Mid- 
winter fair  buildings  are  tine  too.  but 
outside  of  the  fruit  display,  which  is  im- 
mense, the  whole  business  is  nothing  but 
a  big  ba<:aar,  overrun  with  a  lot  of 
foreigners,  each  with  something  to  sell. 
The  foreign  exhibits  armnged  for  did 
not  come  and  as  for  the  fine  art  exhibit, 
almost  any  gallery  in  Duluth  would 
knock  the  stuffing  out  of  that.  There 
are  not  over  fifty  fine  painting's. 

"The  attendance  is  not  what    was    ex- 
pected and  the  concern  is  losing  money, 
as  also  are  the  concessions.      There   are 
three  times  as  many  fakes  as  were  found 
on  the  Midv/ay  Plaisance  at  Chicago. 
Saw  Some  Former  Duiuthians. 
"While  there  I   saw  the    Liedel    boys. 
They  have  a  fifty  acre  fruit  ranch    about 
seventeen  miles  out  of  Oakland.      They 
are      doing      well       and       some      day 
their      place       will        be        suburban 
property.        An      electric

"\'ancouver  is  a  city  of  15.000  people. 
It  is  a  sort  of  'alf-and-'alf  place,  the 
Americans  and  I'.nglish  being  about 
e<!ually  divided.  Two  or  three  years  ago 
there  v«is  a  boom  there  and  the  place  got 
ahead  of  the  country,  bat  it  is  slowly 
catching  up. 

"It  is  a  great  shipping  place  and  the 
Empress  line  of  steamers, all  built  on  the 
Clyde,  running  on  the  routes  to  China, 
fap -n  and  India,  is  ths  finest  in  the  Pa- 
citic  waters.  The  only  manufacturing  is 
that  done  by  some  large  sawmills. 
Victoria  is  Very  English. 

"Across  the  sound,  somewhere  near 
eighty  miles  from  \  ancover,  Victoria 
is  situated.  This  city  numbers  about  18,- 
000  people  and  is  intensely  English  in  its 
make  up.  The  people  are  very  wealthy, 
conservative  and  English.  On  the 
streets  you'll  see  them  with  their  Dun- 
dreary sidewhiskers,  knickerbockers  and 
brierwood  pipes.  Tne  clanate,  too,  is 
iiuiie  that  of  Southern  England  being 
mild,  but  possessed  of  plenty  of  rain. 

"The  wholesale  trade  is  one  of  the 
leading  interests.  The  houses  here  sup- 
ply all  the  trade  of  the  North  British 
country.  Sawmills  are  the  only  manu- 
lactunng  institutions  and  the  timber  is 
taken  onto  the  ocean-going  vessels  right 
from  the  mills.  There  are  coal  mmes 
near  at  band  on  the  island  and  this  Van- 
couver island  coal  is  the  best  on  the 
North  Pacific  coast.  San  Francisco  is 
chietly  supplied  from  here  and  many  ves- 
sels are  engaged  in  the  coal  trade.  The 
couutry  is  well  timbered  and  the  city  is 
a  very  pretty  place. 

"At  EsquiraauU,  about  three  miles  out 
from  Victoria,  is  located  the  North  Bri- 
tish naval  station.  A  supply  station  is 
maintained  here  and  also  a  stone  dry 
dock  that  will  take  in  the  largest  vessel 
afioat.  I  saw  one  in  while  there  and 
seven  men-of-war  were  at  anchor.  Vic- 
toria was  full  of  redcoats  and  sailors. 
The  town,  in  fact,  depends  a  great  deal 
on  thesi  for  its  support. 

On  our  voyage  to  San  Francisco,  301 
ca'oin  passengers  were  aboard.  The  sea 
was  very  rough  r.nd  on  New  Year's  day 
only  four  passengers  went  down  to  din- 
ner. I  was  one  of  that  number  and  an- 
other was  a  lady  going  out  for  her 
health — she  claimed  to  be  suffering  from 
nervous  prostration.  . 

Ciiy  oi  San  Francisco. 

"San  Francisco  now  has  a  population 
of  300,000.  The  city  is  built  on  a  lot  of 
hills  and  as  far  as  grade  is  concerned, 
Duluth  is  not  in  it.  In  San  Francisco 
the  electric  cars  run  on  grades  as  steep 
as  12  per  cent.  The  cable  car  system  is 
very  fine  and  extends  all  over  the  city. 

"There  is  one  main  thoroughfare, 
Market  street,  and  all  the  other  streets 
run  into  that.  The  city  has  been  going 
down  for  the  last  three  years.  Los  An- 
geles has  been  stealing  away  the  south- 
ern trad 2  and  the  northern  trade  das 
been  encroached  upon  by  Portland  and 
Seattle. 

"The  lack  of  railway  competition  in 
San  Francisco  and  the  possession  of  it 
in  these  other  cities  causes  this  state  of 
affairs  in  a  great  measure.  This  is  a  one 
road  city  and  not  a  pound  of  freight  goes 
out  without  paying  toll  to  the  Southern 
Pacific.  Thisgreedy  company  controls  all 
entries  into  San  Francisco  and  all  street 
car ,  lines  in  the  city  as  well.  Los 
Angeles  has  the  Santa  Fe  which  gives 
the  Southern  Pacific  competition,  while 
Portland  has  the  Great  Northern,  Cen- 
tral Pacific,  I'nion  Pacific  and  Northern 
Pacific   railways. 

•'San  Francisco  has  the  finest  harbor 
and  is  the  largest  port  of  entry  on  the 
Pacific  coast.  It's  wholesole  trade  is 
large  but  its  manufacturing  interests  are 
insignificant.  There  is  not  the  market, 
as  it  is  impossible  to  get  over  the  moun- 
tains, cross  lore  miles  of  desert  and 
compete  with  the  East.  The  stores  are 
tmc  and  the  streets  are  generally  kept 
in  good  condition. 

"The  city  and  county  building.*!  cost 
$5,000,000,  are  not  yet  completed  and 
tio  one  knows  when  they  will  be.    About 


car  line  from  Oakland  now  runs  rignt 
past  their  door.  They  are  right  in  the 
midst  ot  the  almond  district  of  California. 
The  groves  were  in  blossom  when  1  was 
there  and  they  were  most  beautiful.  The 
Liedel  hoys  grow  cherries  chiefly.  They 
have  other  fruit  and  alsogrow  early  pease 
and  potatoes. 

"I  also  saw  J.  E.  Meyers  formerly 
agent  here  for  the  .Etna  Life  Insurance 
company.  He  is  now  the  Pacific  coast 
man.-iger  for  that  company.  Henry  Bell 
now  has  a  broker's  shop  in  Oakland.  I 
did  not  see  him,  but  I  called  on  Mrs. 
liell  at  their  home.  She  was  well  and  I 
think  Henry  is  prospering. 

"On  my  way  to  Los  Angeles  the 
steamer  stopped  at  Santa  Barbara. 
There  I  saw  a  man-eating  shark  cap- 
tured. The  unlucky  monster  became 
tangled  in  some  fishermen's  net.  a  little 
off  the  coast  and  thus  met  his  fate.  He 
was  twenty-seven  feet  long  and  was 
stuffed  and  taken  to  the  Midwinter  fair 
and  exhibited  in  the  amphibia  of  KUas 
Beckman,  who  built  the  Beckman  block 
here  in  Duluth.  He  had  seventeen  sea 
lions  on  exhibition,  among  other  things. 
"Santa  Barbara  is  a  town  of  6000  or 
7000  people.  It  has  one  very  fine  main 
street,  starting  at  the  dock,  of  good 
width,  paved  with  asphalt,  lined  with 
beautiful  stores  and  extending  on  up  the 
hill.  There  are  some  fine  residences 
there  and  the  climate  talks  for  itself. 
The  residents,  as  you  know,  claim  for 
Santa  Barbara  the  most  ei|uable  climate 
in  the  world. 

Beautiful  Los  Angeles. 

Los  Angeles  has  a  population  of  70,- 
000  and  is  growing,  a  good  many  fine 
residences  are  going  up  this  season. 
This  city  is  in  the  heart  of  the  fruit  and 
millionaire  district.  There  is  no  manu- 
facturing at  all.  The  place  has  been 
built  up  by  wealthy  invalids,  tired  of  the 
rigors  of  Eastern  and  Northern  winters. 
They  go  there  for  health  and  to  enjoy 
their  money.  It  is  purely  a  city  for 
those  who  have  money  already  made,  as 
there  are  no  chances  to  make  it  there. 
Hundreds  and  thousands  of  rich  people 
there  think  they  cannot  live  elsewhere. 
After  a  bit  they  get  restless,  and  go  into 
business.  They  don't  care  to  make 
money  and  as  a  consequence  those  who 
want  to  make  and  have  to  make  cannot 
compete. 

"Los  Angeles  is  a  most  beautiful  city. 
The  finest  residences  are  on  Figuroa 
street.  That  is  three  miles  long  and  100 
feet  wide.  It  is  lined  with  eucalyptus 
and  pepper  trees.  The  people  there 
depend  upon  the  eucalyptus  tree  for  fuel. 
It  will  grow  fourteen  inches  in  diameter 
in  five  years.  If  cut  then,  sprouts  will 
spri.ig  up  and  in  a  short  time  they  will 
be  large  enough  for  wood.  Fuel  is  dear 
out  there,  soft  coal  costing  S10.50  a  ton. 
While  not  needing  much,  they  would 
burn  more  if  it  ■vtie  cheaper.

And   this    con- 
clusion   seems    to    contain    the    lesson 
taught  by  Mrs.  Ward's  new  book,  so  far 
as  it  can  be  said  to  teach  a  lesion  at  all.

The  collection  of  short  tales,  pub- 
lished under  the  name  of  "Bayou  Folk." 
are  not  so  much  completed  stories  as 
studies  from  life.  They  add  a  new 
name,  that  of  Kate  Chopin,  to  our  .al- 
ready long  list  of  successful  women 
writers.  Not  since  Mr.  Cable's  delight- 
ful "Old  Creole  Days  "  have  we  had  such 
charming  descriptions  of  the  queer, 
quaint  people  who  dwell  in  the  Crescent 
city.  The  author  shows  a  great  famili- 
arity with  that  portion  of  the  South  bor- 
dering the  bayous,  and  the  laurels  are 
•about  evenly  divided  between  Grace 
King  and  our  author.  The  South  lends 
itself  more  readily  than  any  other  por- 
tion of  our  country  to  the  pen  of  the  pic- 
turesque story  writer,  and  the  glamour  of 
sunny  skies  and  odor  of  the  jasmine 
cling  to  these  bright  sketches. 

This  is  emphatically  the  age  of  short 
stories.  We  have  no  time  nowadays  for 
the  eight-volume  novel  our  grandpar- 
ents realized  so  keenly.  Richardson, 
were  he  writing  his  pompous  tales  and 
fostering  the  ill-begotten  children. of  his 
br  j.in  upon  the  readers  of  this  latter  part 
of  the  nineteenth  century,  would  hardly 
gain  a  hearing.  No,  we  want  short  tales. 
We  have  no  time  to  be  amused  by 
lengthy  stories. 

The  age  demands  to  be  entertained 
quickly  and  the  supply  is  ever  ready  to 
fill  the  demand.  New  volumes  of  short 
sketches  are  issued  almost  daily  and 
writers  hourly  spring  into  recognition 
whose  existence  was  undreamed  of  the 
hour  before.  Instead  of  the  evolution  of 
the  novel  from  the  short  story  it  is  rather 
the  retrogression  of  the  novel  to  the  short 
story,  and  these  dainty  bits  of  writing 
full  of  local  color  and  teeming  with  witty 
epigrams  sprang  into  existence,  so  to 
speak,  phcLnix-like  from  the  ashes  of  the 
lugubrious  tales  of  our  grandfathers.

Something  About  the  Almond  District  of  South- 
ern California. 
To  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Thinking  your  readers  might  like  to 
hear  something  about  this  faraway  land 
of  sunshine  and  flowers,  and  that  it  may 
possibly  be  pleasant  reading  when  the 
thermometer  touches  the  zero  point  with 
you,  I  have  written  you  the  following 
short  account  of  the  almond  district  of 
California  where  I  am  at  present. 
Manzafna  is  not  a  city  nor  a  town,  nor 
even  a  village.  It  is  a  colony  composed 
ol  two  large  firms  of  fruit  growers— the 
Fruit  Growers'  Mutual  and  the  Manzana. 
They  are  situated  in  Antelope  valley, 
cighiy-five  miles  from  ti.e  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  between  two  ranges  of 
mountains,  Tehachipi  on  the  north  and 
.Sierra  Madre  on  the  south. 

Within  the  memory  of  man  it  was  an 
arid  desert  but  irrigation  has  made  it  to 
blossom  as  a  garden.  Tickle  the  soil  of 
this  valley  with  a  hoe  and  it  will  raise 
anything  that  grows.  The  water  is 
piped  Irom  the  creeks  in  the  hills 
into  tanks  and  distributed  where 
it  is  needed.  The  Fruit  Growers' 
Mutual  company  planted  over 
^{!00  young  almond  trees  this  spring. 
This  colony  of  640  acres  is  plmted 
chiefly  in  almonds,  with  some  prunes, 
and  in  the  home  orchard  are  apples,' 
pears,  peaches,  apricots,  nectarines  and 
grapes.  The  Manzana  colony  of  loco 
acres  have  laid  their  land  out  in  like 
manner. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned  colonies, 
there  are  many  others  whose  chief  in- 
dustry is  the  culture  ot  almonds.  A 
drive  past  one  of  these  incense  ranches 
1  am  sure  would  be  a  welcome  experi- 
ence to  you.  The  climate  here  is  unex- 
celled. The  altitude  is  just  3000  feet 
above  sea  level  and  is  much  sought  by 
consumptives  and  others  in  ill  health. 
Real  estate  transactions  here  are  con- 
ducted on  a  sliding  scale  from  3000  or 
.4000  acres  to  ten  acres.  The  La  Liebre 
colony  have  about  contracted  with  the 
heirs  of  Gen,  Beale  for  an  immense  tract 
of  land  which  they  propose  to  offer  for 
settlement  in  smalt  tracts,  and  anv  Du- 
luth friends  who  would  like  to  know 
more  about  this  beautiful  valley  can 
write  to  me  and  I  will  cheerfully  furnish 
them  with  any  information  in  my  power. 
Antelope  valley  is  not  without  historic 
interest.  When  the  pathfinder,  Gen. 
Fremont  was  hemmed  up  in  the  Tejan 
Pass  by  the  Mexicans  he  evaded  them  by 
crossing  the  mountains,  and  the  old  trail 
over  which  he  passed  is  now  planted  in 
almonds  within  a  stone's  throw  from 
v/here  I  write  this.     Yours  truly,

A  well-known  citizen  not  long  since,  in 
a  conversation  with  congenial  spirits,  in- 
spired by  the  flavor  of  some  choice 
cigars,  became  reminiscent  and  told  this 
t.-ile.  When  the  reader  reaches  the  de- 
nouement it  will  be  understood  why  the 
man  wishes  a  silence  preserved  as  to  his 
identity. 

"There  are  but  few  of  us  that  do  not 
regret    some    features  of    our    boyhood 
days,"  said  he.    "To  be  sure,  they  were 
not    all    enjoyable  entirely.    Our  griefs 
then  were    proportionately  as  great  as 
they    are    now.    We  felt    just  as  badly 
when  the  red-cheeked  little  girl  we  used 
to  write  notes  to  in  school  walked   home 
with  another  fellow  as  we  do  now  when  I 
we  are  long  on  wheat  and  wheat  drops  i  I 
cent,  and  we  are  forced  to  economize  and 
make  last  summer's  suit  do  service  again 
this  summer. 

"But,  nevertheless,  most  of  the  boy's 
joys  are  much  regretted  when  he  be- 
comes a  man.  He  never  has  the  old  ab- 
sorbing appetite  for  gingerbread  and 
baseball  that  he  used  to  have.  He  would 
like  to  snowball  and  slide  down  hill  on  a 
•bob,'  but  his  dignity  will  not  permit. 

"But  one  of  the  most  potent  joys  of 
boyhood  is  stealing  melons,  especially  if 
there  is  a  fierce  old  man  owning  them 
who  looks  on  boys  as  his  natural  ene- 
mies and  whom  the  boys  think  never  was 
a  boy  himself.  The  melons  taste  much 
better  when  they  are  stolen  than  any 
other  way.  It  imparts  a  flavor  of  dan- 
ger, which  is  an  agreeable  and  very  de- 
sirable flavor  to  all  healthy  Ijoys. 

"We  used  to  have  a  good  deal  of  this 
knavery  when  I  was  a  boy,  which  was 
not  so  long  ago  but  that  I  can  remember 
how  vain  life  seemed  when  I,  with  some 
of  the  other  'fellers,'  carried  our  booty  a 
mile  after  risking  our  necks  to  steal  it 
out  of  a  patch  belonging  to  a  grumpy  old 
curmudgeon  whom  it  was  our  delight  to 
annoy,  and  after  settling  down  to  enjoy 
our  feast  with  a  party  of  boys  and  girls 
wc  had  invited  to  a  melon  party  found 
they  were  all  pie  melons.  This  is  a 
large  vegetable  very  similar  to  a  water 
melon,  though  heavier.  It  is  not  at  all 
good  to  eat,  however,  unless  it  is  made 
into  pies.  Otherwise  it  is  much  like  a 
citron.  We  were  a  disgusted  lot  of  fel- 
lows when  we  opened  that  lot  of  pic 
tnelons.  It  was  too  late  to  go  .after  any 
more,  so  the  crowd  broke  up  sadly  and 
went  home.  The  story  got  out  and  we 
used  to  hear  of  it  frecjuently  until  we 
were  afraid  to  go  to  school. 

"Almost  always,  however,  we  were 
more  successful.  I  remember  once  we 
made  a  raid  for  three  successive  nights 
on  a  large  patch.  The  melons  were 
plenty,  and  1  have  no  doubt  that  if  we 
had  asked  for  them  we  could  have  had 
free  all  we  wished.  Such  is  the  de- 
pravity of  boys  that  we  never  thought  of 
that.  We  preferred  to  steal  them.  But 
the  owner  had  what  we  thought  were 
quixotic  notions  on  tht  subject  of  steal- 
ing, and  he  insisted  upon  regarding  the 
theft  of  watermelons  as  dishonest  as 
stealing  money,  so  he  had  threatened  to 
severely  punish  any  boys  caught  in  his 
patch. 

"Well,  en  the  third  night  of  our  raid, 
as  we  left  the  patch,  my  chum  and  I 
were  the  last  ones  out.  We  had  to  go 
through  a  barbed  wire  fence  to  get  out. 
.My  chum  went  first,  and  as  he  got  safely 
over  he  gave  a  warwhooo  and  away 
went  the  crowd.  But  I  had  attempted  to 
crawl  under  the  fence,  and  when  he 
yelled,  I  involuntarily  started.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  seat  of  my  trousers  caught 
firmly  on  a  barb,  and  pull  as  hard  as  I 
could  it  would  not  come  loose. 

"The  back  door  of  the  house  opened, 
sending  my  heart  into  my  throat.  Stand- 
ing in  the  door  was  the  man  who  had 
announced  his  determination  of  making 
i:  warm  for  anyone  caught  in  his  melon 
patch.  The  light  from  the  house 
streamed  out  through  the  door  and 
illuminated  my  painful  position.  At  the 
sight  of  the  man  I  saw  there  was  no  time 
to  think  about  saving  my  trou- 
sers, so  I  pulled  away,  resolved 
to  extricate  myself  at  the  expense  of 
leaving  part  of  my  trousers  behind.  But 
the  tough  jeans,  which  my  economical 
parents  had  provided  on  account  of  my 
facility  for  wearing  out  finer  goods,  re- 
fused to  tear.  In  vain  I  exerted  all  my 
strength.  The  barbs  held  fast.  The 
man  moved  from  the  door  toward  me. 
If  I  did  not  get  away  soon  I  was  lost.

Upon   the   Report 
Manufactory. 


The  fairly  good  sized  crowd  which  ap- 
peared at  the  Bethel  should  have  been 
larcjer  for  the  lecture  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Tho- 
burn  on  "The  Carpenter's  Son"'  con- 
tained thoughts  and  words  worth  going 
many  miles  to  see.  The  distinguished 
speaker  w.-is  introduced  by  Morris  Grif- 
tin,  president  of  the  Federated  Trades 
assembly.  The  speaker  started  out  by 
telling  wh.at  a  humble  workman  a 
Hebrew  carpenter  was  in  those  days. 
gave  an  outline  of  the  story  of  Jesus' 
birth,  early  life  and  the  iniluences  which 
he,  as  a  boy  was  raised,  following  that 
with  a  review  of  his  ministry  and  his 
death. 

"We  are  compelled  to  give  Him  a 
place  in  history,"  said  the  speaker. 
When  history  spe-iks  philosophy  should 
be  silent.  No  man  ever  lived  who  at- 
tracted attention  as  has  this  man.  When 
great  men  die  mankind  ceases  to  speak 
ot  them  except  c.isuallv.  Jesus  has  been 
on  the  tcnpue  of  all  ever  smce.  The 
.-"postate  lalian  acknowledged  his  works. 
Thomas  Paine,  Thomas  Carlyle.  Froude 
and  our  own  Jefferson  all  do  him  homage 
in  words  of  various  kinds.  Such  frag- 
ments as  remain  of  the  life  of  Jesus  show 
him  to  have  been  a  master  workman. 

"Infidels  cannot  let  his  alone  and  the 
rules  of  his  teaching  underlyallour  mod- 
ern civilization.  Within  the  recollection 
of  history  there  have  been  forty  different 
epochs  from  which  men  have  recorded 
time.  All  now  use  the  date  of  Christ's 
birth,  the  heathen  Chinese  nation  even 
adopting  the  "Anno  Domini"  about  ten 
years  ago.  There's  not  a  heathen  or  in- 
iidel  but  that  bears  testimony  unwittingly 
of  Him  every  time  a  date  is  written  or  a 
legal  document  signed." 

Mr.  Thoburn  then  spoke  of  the  very 
common  but  strange  use  of  Jesus'  name 
in  profane  swearing  and  said  that  it  can- 
not be  explained  why  Hu  name  is  used 
instead  that  of  Nero.  Buddha  or  satan. 
Explain  the  phenomenon  who  can.  Re- 
ferring to  the  fact  that  Christ  is  not  un- 
derstood, the  speaker  continued: 

"Why  not  let  the  church  explain  him? 
Many  times  the  church  has  not  under- 
stood him.  I  do  not  wish  to  arraign  the 
church  too  severely,  but  they  have  b.ea 
too  often  responsible  for  the  ignorance 
with  reference  to  His  name  and  great- 
ness. He  has  been  wounded  in  the  house 
of  bis  friends.  In  too  many  churches  He 
is  thought  of  as  a  Christ  of  the  rich  and 
comfortable.  There  are  multitudes  with 
whom  He  is  only  a  vague  character.  It 
people  only  knew  the  real  value  of  the 
name  and  teachings  of  Christ,  the 
churches  would  be  too  small  to  hold 
them. 

'•Jesus  was  a  working  man  and  ever 
since  all  truly  great  men  have  honored 
laboring  men.  The  carpenter 
shop  at  Nazareth  became  the 
throne  room  of  labor.  Next  to 
the  crown  of  thorns  was  the  sweat  by 
which  the  Man  of  Sorrows  earned  his 
daily  bread.  He  taught  that  it  was  just 
as  sinful  to  loaf  as  to  work  on  the  Sab- 
bath. No  one  who  resembles  him  should 
be  afraid  or  ashamed  to  work.  Jesus' 
calling  and  birth  honored  the  common 
people.  I  believe  that  was  a  part  of  the 
great  plan.  He  was  a  man  from  the 
common  people  and  his  companions 
were  men  from  the  humble  ranks  of  life. 
He  was  and  is  on  the  side  of  the  common 
people.  He  came  to  help  the  weak  and 
fallen.  He  addressed  himself  to  the 
minds  of  such.  Jesus  got  down  among 
the  lowest  and  commenced  to  lift  them 
up. 

"It  becomes  more  apparent  every  year 
that  Jesus  Christ  was  a  socialist  of  the 
closest  type — understand  me — I  said 
socialist,  not  anarchist.  True  socialism 
means  the  supremacy  of  the  law;  tr^e 
socialism  is  perfect  organization.  An- 
archy is  the  counterfeit  of  socialism. 
Anarchy  is  the  socialism  of  the  devil. 
W^e  are  in  the  midst  of  a  great  indus- 
trial reform.  This  century  must  free 
labor  from  the  tyranny  of  capital  and 
pave  the  way  to  a  genuine  form  of  dem- 
ocratic government. 

"There  would  be  no  conflict  between 
capital  and  labor  if  the  principles  of  the 
Carpenter  were  practiced  by  both  em- 
ployer and  employed.  What  a  heaven 
this  would  be  if  co-operation  could  sup- 
plant competition.  If  things  wore  as 
they  should  be  labor  would  not  be  a 
drug  on  the  market;  it  would  not  dread 
holidays  and  when  sick,  a  workingman 
could  go  home  feeling  that  capital  was 
sharing  his  loss  and  that  no  deduction 
would  be  made  from  his  earnings. 

"When  Jesus  Christ  came,  he  found 
one-half  of  the  world  mortgaged  to  the 
other  half.  The  only  thincr  that  saves 
the  civic  and  spiritUid  world  from  being 
a  perfect  hell  is  tbe  Christ-like  way  of 
estimating  people.  The  principles'  of 
Jesus  Christ  should  apply  to  the  con- 
duct of  labor  and  capital.  Nearly  all 
the  disputes  between  labor  and  capital 
are  due  to  bad  manners  on  one  side  or 
the  other.  It's  a  case  of  horns  against 
heels.  With  the  office  against  the  shop, 
both  will  be  destroyed  unless  Christ  set- 
tle" the  differences." 

The  lecturer  next  showed  what 
Christ's  inlluence  had  done  towards  the 
founding  of  charitable  in=iitutions  and 
that  such  things  as  asylums,  hospitals, 
etc.,  were  unknown  in  ancient  Rome, 
Greece,  Assyria  and  other  locations. 
"The  Carpenter's  Son"  abolished  the 
nameless  vices  of  paganism  and  de- 
stroyed serfdom  in  Europe.  Arbitration 
has  already  avoided  what  would  be  the 
decisive  and  terrible  battles  of  the  future. 
He  and  not  the  Western  civilization  has 
bettered  the  world. 

In  closing  the  speaker  in  exhortation 
and  advice  lo  labor  organizations  said: 
"Let  each  union  elect  the  Son  of  the  car- 
penter a  member  and  in  all  its  relations 
toUow  the  advice  laid  down  by  him.  It 
means  the  making  or  undoing  of  the 
labor  movement.  Two  wrongs  do  not 
make  a  right,  and  because  the  employer 
has  been    harsh    and  unfair  in  his  rela- 


Thoropoit  of  Mr.  Wilhuu  Mather,  IL 
P.,  of  the  results  of  a  year's  expcrioucd 
wth  the  eight  hour  workday  in  the  Sal- 
ford  iron  works  has  receivetl  considbrtv 
blo  notioo  on  both  sides  of  the  Athmtic. 
A  little  more  than  ii  year  ago  the  firm 
of  Mather  &  Pratt  reduced  the  working 
time  in  the  Salford  works  from  uiue  to 
eight  hours  daily  without  any  rcdnction 
cf  wages,  and  the  fall  details  of  the  elTeet 
of  the  change,  recently  presented  to  the 
government,  are  gratifying  from  the 
staiidpv>iut  of  the  fu-m  as  well  as  from 
that  of  the  employees.  Mr.  Mather  .<hows 
that  the  aggregate  output  for  tho  year 
was  irivater  than  ever  before  with  the 
8:'.nio  number  of  woi-kingnien  and  with 
the  day  shortened  by  one  hour,  and  he 
pronounces  tho  experiment  in  every  re- 
spect a  sueces.'S.  The  employ oes  have  been 
cheerful  under  the  new  rule,  and  there 
has  been  a  feeling  of  mutual  good  will. 


ment  of  all  who  want  work  nece»iary  to 
produce  all  th:it  is  required.  Wo  want 
such  a  workday  for  three  prime  reasons 
— that  tho  work*  rs  nuiy  hfivo  as  luueh 
time  to  themsclve:^  as  possible;  that 
thos<i  who  want  to  earn  u  livinjj  may 
have  theopportunitj',  and  th:Utiio  iivmy 
of  uueinplt>yotl,  which  stands  as  a  meu- 
aec  to  tlio  wajTCS  and  conditions  of  tho 
employed,  m.ny  lxi  wiped  out. 


So  satisfactory  is  tho  report  of  Mr. 
Mather  that  his  recommendation  tliat 
the  government  adopt  the  eight  hour  day 
in  the  arsenals,  dockyards  and  other 
public  works  is  receiving  rather  liberal 
supi>ort  from  tho  press  and  the  public  of 
England.  The  Loudon  Globe,  however, 
does  not  look  irpoa  the  s-acoess  oc  tho  Sal- 
ford  experiment  r.s  strengthening  tlio 
claims  of  tho  eicht  hour  "labor  agitators 
and  politidc-ms  in  sympathy  v.'ith  them. ' ' 
The  prophecies  of  these  gontlemt'n  are 
falsified,  says  The  Globe,  by  the  fact  that 
Mr.  IVIather  has  not  found  it  necessary 
to  enlarge  liis  force  of  employees  on  ac- 
count of  the  reduction  of  tho  wxirkini,' 
day  from  nine  hours  to  eight  hours.  If 
the  eight  hour  champions  ba.sed  their 
agitation  tipou  that  one  point  alone,  and 
if  the  reduction  was  intended  only  for 
ccncems  liko  tha  Salford  iron  works, 
then  The  Globo  could  lay  claim  to  hav- 
ing scored  against  the  eight  hour  "agi- 
tators." 


Tlio  phase  of  this  question  which 
bothers  me  more  than  any  otlur  just 
now  is  that  we  have  been  so  slow  in  se- 
curini^  tho  rcduetion  tuei}j;ht  hours  that 
the  machines  have  go  t  alieiul  of  us.  Sinco 
1885  tho  eight  hour  day  ha.s  Ixvu  secured 
quite  extensively  iu  some  of  tlm  skilled 
ctdliugs,  but  tho  progress  in  Reueral  has 
been  too  slow,  and  wo  have  beta  fulliug 
behind  instead  of  gaining.  I  do  not  bo- 
liovo  I  overestimate  the  growth  in  meth- 
ods of  production  :ind  distribution  wheai 
I  say  that  a  day  of  sevLn  working  hours 
would  about  lit  the  present  situation,  and 
that  we  wilHiavo  to  secure  that  quickly 
and  thoroughly  if  wo  expect  to  keep  up 
with  those  troublesome  inventors.  Those 
gentlemen  never  sleep.  But  wo  have  be- 
come so  accustomed  to  seeing  wonderful 
things  that  wo  are  li.iblo  to  bo  indifferent 
to  announcemonts  that  sliould  miike  ev- 
ery man  who  works  for  a  living  tremble 
for  tho  future  of  his  class. 


WHAT  WOFiKMEN   WANT.

In  the  first  place,  it  is  claimed  that 
the  gi-eatest  and  most  lasting  benefit 
which  will  follow  tho  inauguration  of 
the  eight  hour  workday  will  bo  in  tho 
increased  time  for  recreation  and  re^t 
which  will  l>e  given  to  those  whose  day's 
labor  is  shortened.  Mr.  Mather's  report, 
wherein  it  refers  to  tho  cheerfulness  of 
employees  and  the  mutual  good  v/ill  ex- 
isting under  the  new  order,  emphasizes 
this  point.  Men  v."ould  be  better  and 
happier  if  they  had  only  to  work  four 
hours  a  d.iy  if  in  that  ti;na  they  could 
provid"  for  their  wants,  and  tho  shorter 
hoxtrs  movemeat  vdll  ere  long  change  its 
watchword  from  "eight"  to  "seven"  or 
"six. "  Already  it  is  known  that  a  uni- 
versal application  of  the  eight  hour  mle 
would  give  only  temporary  relief  to  tlie 
overcrowded  labor  market;  that  w^ith 
present  methods  of  production  six  hours 
a  day  conti-ibutcd  by  each  worker  would 
bo  sufficient  to  supply  all  demands.  As 
tho  only  object  of  work  is  to  produce  a 
sufficiency  of  tho  things  needful  to 
man's  comfort,  there  should  be  no  waste 
of  labor  in  a  well  organized  society,  nor 
sliould  there  bo  excessive  labor  by  seme 
and  idleness  by  others. 


Some  such  thoughts  as  theso  came  to 
mo  the  other  day  as  I  wat^'hed  the  move- 
ments of  a  typesetting  machine.  Not 
niore  than  two  years  ago  nine-tenths  of 
tho  compositors  in  this  conntry  sneered 
at  tho  idea  of  machines  ever  inv.ading  to 
any  great  extent  their  domain.  They 
would  set  up  items  about  a  new  loom, 
an  iiupi-oved  phoenitiking  machine  or 
some  sort  of  lalx)r  saver  that  would  do 
tho  work  of  10,  20  or  100  men,  but  they 
gave  no  thought  to  tlio  effect  these  things 
would  havo  upon  the  workers  in  the 
particular  industry  aitected  and  indi- 
rectly upon  the  working  class  as  a  whole. 
But  tsvo  years  have  brought  .ibout  a  great 
change  in  the  composing  room.  The  erst- 
while independent  and  skeptical  com- 
positor now  stands  with  a  look  of  con- 
sternation on  his  face  and  watches  the 
monstor  of  steel,  driven  by  tho  devilish 
little  dynamo,  performing  the  work  his 
brain  was  wont  to  do.  Ho  knows  now 
what  "labor  saving  machinoiy"  means. 
Doubtless  most  of  my  old  fellows  of  the 
stick  and  rule  will  resent  it  (for  your 
comp  was  always  a  spimky  one),  but 
the  feeling  that  comes  over  mo  as  I  see 
tho  machines  at  work  is  one  of  sorrow 
and  pity.

To  what  extent  has  iramiKration  affected  the 
condition  of  workin^men  in  this  country? 

As  thcro  ere  fewer  tlian  17  persons  to  tho 
equare  milj  in  tho  United  Slates,  we  would  say 
that  it  has  had  no  cllect. 


The  statement  of  The  Globe  that  the 
reduction  of  the  workday  fo  eight  houi-s 
does  not  increase  tho  area  of  employ- 
ment is  evidence  that  the  editor  of  that 
pajier  has  never  looked  deeply  into  tho 
subject  or  has  a-ssmued  an  air  of  igno- 
rance for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  his 
readers.  It  is  probable  that  the  condi- 
tions in  the  Salford  iron  works  were  ex- 
ceptional, but  if  the  result  in  all  such 
concerns  was  the  same  as  there  it  would 
not  justify  the  assertion  of  Tho  Globe. 
Only  in  mdimfacturing  where  all  or 
nearly  all  of  the  labor  is  done  by  hand 
will  it  be  possible  to  accomplish  tho 
same  amount  of  work  iu  eight  hours  as 
is  now  accompliiihed  in  nine  hours. 
There  is  a  limit  to  the  capacity  of  the 
machine,  wonderful  as  it  is,  and  as  the 
greater  part  of  production  is  now  car- 
ried on  by  the  use  of  machinery,  with 
human  tenders,  the  product  must  be  re- 
duced one-ninth  v>ith  the  reduction  of 
the  nmning  time  from  nine  to  eight 
hours,  and  tho  machines  are  gensraliy 
run  up  to  their  full  capacity. 


Where  will  it  end?  is  tho  qucstioii 
asked  by  every  man  who  thinks.  A 
thousand  laborers  in  Buffalo  the  other 
day  attempted  in  their  blind  rage  to  de- 
stroy a  road  grading  mriChino.  Hereto- 
fore the  gi-adiug  of  Buffalo's  streets  has 
been  dona  by  manual  labor.  Isow  they 
havo  a  machine  which  will  do  the  work 
of  50  men  in,  it  is  claimed,  a  more  sat- 
isfactory manner.  A  thousand  Polish  la- 
borers set  out  to  demolish  it,  but  were 
beaten  oflf  by  the  police.  History  repeats 
itself.  Something  like  00  years  ago  the 
weavers  in  Eugl.aud  tried  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  ix>wor  looms,  and  many 
of  the  machines  were  destroyed  before 
tho  opposition  to  their  use  was  crushed. 
Tho  weavers  could  not  read  tho  future 
and  lacked  experience.  The  Polish  la- 
borers at  Buffalo  ra-e  ignorant,  but  tlie 
American  workingman  is  supposed  to  be 
intelligent.  He  should  know  how  to 
deal  with  the  labor  saving  machine  prob- 
lem.' Probably  when  ho  gets  real  hungry 
he  will  try  the  remedy  of  the  weavers 
and  the  Poles — and  get  licked  just  like 
they  did.  The  thing  is  easy  to  handle, 
but  there  must  be  thorough  orgimizaliou 
and  unity  first  Talking  about  a  shorter 
■workday Jos.  E.  Bl'CHanan.

Last  week  B:*Hctt(), 
who  is  a  labcr  1>rokcr,  received  a  cou- 
signmont  of  50  stahvart  men  from  south- 
ern Italy.  For  theiio  men  ho  had  previ- 
ously received  orders,  and  without  bein.;j 
givt  u  time  to  unstrap  their  luggage  they 
were  hurried  vAon-^  to  do  tho  bidding  of 
this  Americiui  Tippo  Tib. 

Signer  Biiilctto  lias  a  letterhead.  It 
announces  by  waycf  preamble,  "Italian 
laborers  provided  for  railroads  and  pub- 
lic worlffi. "  Upon  thii  he%vritos  to  mu- 
nicipalities and  corporations  through  tho 
west.  One  of  them  sent  out  recently 
says,  "In  rogai-d  to  the  pay  for  the  men, 
I  am  sure  that  I  ecai  fui-uish  you  good 
men  at  10  per  cent  cheaper  than  you  can 
get  thciu  anywhere  else." 

Three  years  ago  ho  was  foreman  of  & 
railroad  construcrion  gang  and  had  noth- 
ing:. Ho  begoji  importing  his  countiy- 
muu,  and  now 
tenements  and 
has  been  conducted. with  the  ^Tcatest  se 
crecy,  and  even  hh  neighbors  could  not 
account  for  his  prosperity.  He  has  a  cor- 
respondent who  herds  tho  men  together 
and  sliips  them  to  this  country,  and  Bal- 
letto  di.«po:-.es  of  them  as  he  Kees  fit.  His 
business  is  increasing,  and  ho  estimates 
that  he  will  bring  over  more  than  1,000 
men  this  ve:u'. — Chicago  Special.

A  large  part  of  tho  army  of  labor  is 
engaged  not  iu  production,  btit  in  dis- 
tributing products,  and  labor  is  of  the 
least  consideration  in  detcmiinin{<  the 
speed  at  which  distribution  shall  be 
carried  on.  In  other  words,  it  is  not  to 
be  suppoised  that  those  engaged  in  dis- 
tributive labor  could  accomplish  any 
more  x>erhourinan  eic^hthour  day  than 
they  can  in  a  day  of  nine  hours.  A  com- 
positor may  not  be  able  to  keep  up  in 
his  ninth  hour  the  average  of  the  pre- 
ceding eight  hours,  but  a  pressman  can- 
not avoid  doing  so.  A  bricklayer  may 
get  a  livelier  move  ou  for  a  short  dp.y, 
but  a  car  driver  couldn't  if  he  would. 
Hundreds  of  illustrations  of  this  point 
will  occur  to  the  reader,  and  I  need  not 
tidce  up  space  with  further  examples. 
To  say  that  a  reduction  of  tho  hom-s  of 
labor  to  eight  -pev  day  would  fail  to  cre- 
ate a  demand  for  additional  workers  is 
tho  same  as  .saying  that  the  results  would 
be  the  Eame  if  men  didn't  work  at  all, 
for  that  is  where  such  logic  will  lead 
you  if  you  stai't  dowii  the  grade  and 
travel  in  one  hour,  half  hour  or  five 
minute  stages. 


Many  of  the  eight  hour  advocates  iu 
this  country  wero  unwilling  for  a  long 
time  to  admit  that  there  was  anything 
more  in  their  aims  than  a  desire  to  give 
the  men  who  were  working  more  lei- 
sure for  recreation  and  improvement. 
But  there  is  no  sense  iu  attempting  to 
■whip  the  devil  arotmd  tho  stump  any 
longer.  If  labor  is  ever  to  secure  a  etand- 
ard  short  hour  workday,  it  must  mako 
and  win  •  the  fight  itself.  Little  assist- 
ance will  come  from  tho  employing 
cJass.  Let  it  be  tmderstood  that  we  want 
a  day  short  enough  to  make  the  employ- 


The  BeneOts  of  ItisU  Wages. 

A  prominent  political  economist  in  a 
recent  lecture  argited  that  high  wages 
would  be  found  after  a  fair  trial  to  be 
true  economy. 

High  wages  imply  high  production, 
and  it  is  cheaper  to  employ  a  laborer  at 
$3  a  day  who  does  more  than  twice  as 
much  work  as  tiie  laborer  who  gets  only 
$1  a  day.  It  does  not  follow  that  high 
wages  will  increase  the  cost  of  products. 
It  is  mainly  a  question  cf  improved  ma- 
chinery. In  some  lines  of  production 
wages  may  rise  to  a  very  high  figure,  but 
labor  savins  machinery  will  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  manufactured  output.  The 
lecturer  went  on  to  say: 

Beef  is  200  per  cent  higher  now  than  it  was 
in.  1S"X)  because  beef  cannot  be  made  by  ma- 
chinery. Hand  sewed  shoes  aro  dearer  bcca'use 
the  shoemaker  gets  moro  pay  and  takes  no 
more  stitches  than  he  did  20  years  aRO.  E\  ery 
improvement  in  machinery  in  this  country 
helps  to  protect  tho  wages  of  the  man  who 
works  only  with  his  hands.  Hicrh  wases  mean 
incrcaEcd  consumption,  tho  spending  of  moro 
money  and  tho  increase  of  intelligence  by  tho 
reading  of  moro  books  and  newsi)apcr3.  High 
wages  mako  dearer  men,  but  dearer  men  are  of 
bettor  skilL 

All  of  this  is  suggestive.  When  we 
expand  our  currency  into  a  volume  that 
will  meet  the  business  neevis  of  the 
countr}',  the  era  of  high  wages  will  be  re- 
stored, and  the  results  will  be  beneficial 
^  to  all  classes,  from  the  capitalists  down 
to  the  laborers.  High  wages  purchase 
tlie  best  skill,  the  best  work  and  its 
maximum  quantity.  Tho  money  thus 
paid  out  does  not  remain  in  tho  pockets 
of  the  toilers.  It  leaps  into  ci'rculatlon 
and  goes  to  tho  retail  merchant,  the 
wholesale  dealer  and  the  capitalist.  All 
classes  profit  by  it. 

If  wages  could  be  doubled  all  over  the 
United  States  at  this  time,  with  an  in- 
creased volume  of  currencj',  commerce 
and  industry  would  at  once  revive,  and 
general  prosperity  would  be  restored. 

When  we  commit  ourselves  to  the  pol- 
icy of  low  wages,  the  coxmtry  will  start 
on  tho  down  grade. — Atlanta  Constitu- 
tion.   _^

ir.any  cases  retiiruwl  unrea<l  or  with  only  a 
few  pages  ijlancfd  over.  He  will  i;a  the 
rounds  from  manaj^er  to  manager,  from 
star  to  star,  until  liually,  baffled  and  beaten, 
he  throws  his  luckless  manuscript  fiside. 

Almost  every  dramatic  author  has  to  pass 
tiirou^ih  this  ordtal.  Lucky  is  lie  if  he  at 
last  secures  an  ojH'ninij  for  his  play.  Even 
then  his  troubles  are  not  over,  Ui^  i'k'-y 
may  fall  into  the  hands  of  a  iiianayer  who 
will  not  be  willing, to  K've  it  the  proper 
cast,  and  the  poor  author  sees  his  work 
mined  Ly  the  inefiQciency  of  the  actors. 
Even  if  the  play  succeed-  there  will  be  a 
puzzling  diversity  of  opinion  jus  to  its  mer- 
les. One  critic  will  praise  the  liir-lcgue; 
iinother  will  condemn  it  uncquivr.cally. 
One  will  ^peak  of  the  plot  as  interesting;- 
and  original;  anoth'erwill  pronounce  itdull 
and  threadljare.  Even  if  the  critics  agree 
the  public  may  refuse  to  come  to  see  it, 
i.nd  an  artistic  .micccss  is  sm;ill  cou.solation 
for  a  financial  failure.  Tiie  impossibility 
cf  pausiing  the  merits  of  a  play  by  a  mere 
readiny  is  shown  by  the  frequency  with 
wliich  managers  accept  plays  which  turn 
out  to  be  failures  and  reject  others  which 
fcventu'illy  win  frreat  success.  My  experi- 
ence with  "In  Old  Kentucky"  may  be  of 
value  as  a  case  in  jxiint.  That  play  was 
orisinnlb"  written  for  Katie  Putnam,  a 
ci'.firmingsoubrette  actress  very  popular  in 
the  west  and  south,  for  whom  I  ha<l  already 
written  two  plays,  each  of  which  had  been 
fairly  successful.  In  Kivin;<  me  a  commis- 
sion for  a  third  play  she  asked  me  to  write 
her  a  play  strong  enough  to  command  suc- 
cess in  new  dramatic  territory  which  she 
proposed  entering.  This  I  coiiscientiously 
tried  to  do.  But  when  the  manuscript  of 
"In  Old  Kentucky"  was  ollL-rtd  her  the 
heavy  expenses  of  mounting  the  play  and 
of  giving  it  a  prcj-or  profluction  caused  her 
to  propose  to  take  in  place  of  it  another 
play  of  mine,  "The  Little  JIaverick,"  ia 
which  ?.Iai:gie  Mitchell  had  successfully 
starred  during  her  last  season  on  the  stage. 

"In  Old  Kentucky"'  was  then  sent  to  .sev- 
eral managers,  ail  of  whom  aresuppo.-ed  to 
possess  excellent  judgment,  but  who  for 
various  rea.%ons  could  see  little  chance  for 
success  with  the  play.  It  was  not  until  it 
fell  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jacob  Litt,  one 
of  the  most  enterprising  and  shrewd  of 
American  managers,  that  any  proposition 
for  a  produclion  was  made,  and  even  he 
states  frankly  that  he  hiid  no  iilea  cf  the 
success  V,  hich  the  play  was  aftcrv.urd  to  at- 
tain. But  there  is  this  consolation  to  t lie 
dramatic  author.  No  matter  how  haid 
may  be  his  struirgles  to  place  his  plays, 
when  once  he  haa  achieved  a  great  success 
all  doors  fly  open.  To  place  "Rival  Candi- 
dates"—a  play  v. fit  ten  by  IVIr.  J.  N.  Morris 
and  myself— in  one  of  the  best  New  York 
theaters  on  my  own  terms  was  an  easy 
task,  as  it  was  .also  to  ."ecure  commissions 
for  other  plays*  from  prominent  managers. 

To  sum  up  the  matter,  it  may  be  .«;iid  that 
sncce.ss  is  not  to  be  \rcn  as  a  rule  without 
suffering  pungs  and  rebuffs  which  may  be 
endured,  but  cannot  be  forgotten.  Still  the 
prize,  if  gaiue<l,  is  worth  the  struggle,  and 
the  chance  a3  affording  the  entertainment 
of  the  masses  and  as  teaching  necessarily 
lessons  of  either  good  or  evil  needs  the  best 
brains  and  the  most  conscientious  work 
that  can  be  enlisted  in  its  service.

It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are  in 
this  country  at  least  .'i.OOJ  men  and  women 
who  are  attempting  to  write  for  the  stajje. 
To  this  class  anythingcr»ncerninglhe<itrug- 
gles  of  a  fellow  author  is  of  interrat,  and  it 
iB  on  that  account  that  I  cheerfully  comply 
with  the  request  which  has  been  made  <-f 
me  to  give  some  of  the  results  of  my  e;:peri- 
eac2  and  observation  in  the  dramatic  field. 

To  a  person  of  literary  tastes  no  other 
branch  of  work  offers  the  pame  imlr.cfments 
as  does  that  of  a  dramatist.  The  demand 
for  good  plays  and  the  large  pecuniary  rc- 
wanls  are  among  the  most  temptiug  of  its 
possibilitier?. 

It  is  only  when  one  Ix'gins  to  evolve  a 
play  that  the  tremendous  difficulties  of  the 
task  are  realized.  In  the  sp.nce  of  two  and  a 
half  hours  or  three  at  the  utmost  the  life 
histories  of  from  eight  to  a  dozen  people 
must  be  revealed.  Tbsir  past  and  present  as 
well  as  their  future  must  interest  or  amuse. 
Their  entrances  and  ctits  must  be  natural 
and  characteristic.  The  story  of  the  play 
must  be  clear,  and,  above  all,  eaciiact  muit 
be  cumulative,  growing  from  curtain  to 
curtain  in  strength  and  power,  and  at  the 
last  the  problem  mujrt  be  solved  in  such  a 
way  as  to  send  the  spectators  home  satisfied 
■V^ith  the  general  effect  of  the  play.     .

A  Journey  Undcttaltan  b-/  Two  Arrcrican  St'J- 
dents. 

With  no  parade,  and  scarcely  them- 
selves realizing  the  importance  of  what 
they  proposed  to  do,  two  young  Ameri- 
can studenis  started  from  New  York, 
June  23,  if^'p,  ou  one  of  the  most  remark- 
able journeys  of  tbe  century.  Three 
years,  afterward,  Lickini^  tw-cnty  days, 
these  young  men  returned  to  New  York, 
bv  way  of  .San  Francisco,  Arizona  and 
>sev/  Mexico,  having  encompassed  the 
world.  They  had  traveled  on  bicycles 
no  less  than  15,041  miles,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  longest  continuous  land  jour- 
ney ever  made  around  the  world,  I5ut 
ibis  wjs  incidental;  they  were  inspired 
by  higher  purFK)ses  than  "record-break- 
ing."^ 

Messrs,  Allen  and  fjachtlebsn,  aged  22 
and  24  yeats  respectively,  were  gradu- 
ated from  Washington  university  i.x  St. 
Louis  cu  June  13,  l8cp.  They  had  ob- 
tained a"  thorough  theoretical  college 
training,  and  they  wanted  to  see  the 
practical  side  ot  life  and  to  study  the 
peoples  of  the  Old  World.  They  decided 
to  do  all  cf  the  traveling    possible  on  bi- 


Venetian  traveler.  Civilization  has  made 
but  little  progress  in  this  region  of  the 
world  since  the  thirteenth  century,  and 
their  eves  rested  on  many  of  the  self- 
same sights  that  awoke  the  astonishment 
of  the  emissary  of  Kublai  Khan. 

Messrs,  Alien  and  Sacbtleben  have 
written  a  graphic  account  of  their  re- 
markable jfjurney  from  Constantinople  to 
I'eking,  and  this  will  be  published  in  the 
Century,  beginning  with  the  May  num- 
ber. They  met  with  many  curious  and 
startling  adventures,  and  these  they  tell 
v.-ith  a  simplicity  and  modesty  as  if  they 
were  not  unusual  episodes  in  the  round- 
ing out  of  a  college  education.  They 
took  more  than  2500  photographs  of 
scenery  and  phases  of  \\ii  that  curious 
European  eyes  had  never  looked  upon 
before,  and  many  of  these  will  be  repro- 
duced. 

The  young  men  served,  in  a  measure, 
as  the  advance  couriers  of  American 
progress,  Thev  bore  the  "stars  and 
stripes"  strapped  to  the  handle-bars  of 
their  bicycles,  to  people  v/bo  learned  for 
the  first  time  of  its  sisrnificance.

peoples  of  the  Old  Wc 
o  do  all  cf  the  traveling  possi 
cycles,  although  neither  ont;  of  them  had 
ever  lidden  a  wheel,  in  order  to  see  the 
ccuntiies  through  which  they  parsed 
more  thoroughly,  and  to  come  into  closer 
relation  wilh  the  inhabitants.

The  most 
difficult  part  of  their  jojrney,  they  well 
knew,  would  be  that  portion  of  the  route 
which  lay  tbrough  western  and  central 
China  at:d  the  desert  of  Gobi.  ■  By  the 
kindly  aid  01  Minister  Lincoln,  who  en- 
deavored to  convince  ihem  of  the  dan- 
gers that  were  in  the  way  and  to  dissuade 
them  from  thtir  attempt,  thev  obtained  a 
special  passport  from  the  Chinese  am- 
basjador  in  London, 

When  they  had  seen  Southern  Europe 
from  a  belter  point  of  vantJtgp  than  a 
car  window,  they  set  out  from  Constanti- 
nople on  their  long,  perilous  and  ardu- 
ous journey.  They  were  the  firit  from 
another  cor.lirent  since  the  d.iys  of 
Marco  Polo  to  cro^s  the  Chines;  empire 
from  the  western  boundary  to  the  aapi-

Last  week  we  were  in  the  Tennessee 
moniitaiiw.  so  often  referred  to  by  Charles 
Egbert  Cradikx-k.  Surelj-  Charles  has  a 
wonderful  field  in  wliich  to  work.  A 
bride  and  groom  rode  in  our  cai*  all  the 
forenoon  from  the  extreme  east  of  the 
st.Ht*  to  Memphis.

And  so,  with  a  flush  of  shame,  crushed 
in  the  prese];ice  of  his  new  wife  while  he 
was  in  the  act  of  being  honest  in  order 
to  impress  her,  he  slid  back  in  his  seat, 
gave  the  little  ruptured  satchel  a  kick, 
and  putting  his  arm  back  around  her 
waist_he  spat  out  of  the  window  i^  time 
to  leave  a  small^  washout  for  the  next 
train  and  said  nothing.

He  had  reatl  that  the  cost  of  rui-ing  a 
mule  in  Kentucky  v.as  coni{)arativ<Iy 
nothing,  but  wlifen  grown  si.*)0  tvi  iJSOO 
per  Jiair  was  a  very  Ci>minon  price.  Ho 
wondered  why  no  one  had  .seen  that  be- 
fore and  taken  advantage  of  it. 

So  he  went  to  Spain  and  bo'.ight  a 
beautiful  jack  called  Ferdinand  II,  and 
tlie  two  came  over  together,  the  Earl  of 
Tinktum  and  Ferdinand  II. 

Both  of  them  were  seasick  most  of  the 
way  over.  The  earl  suffered  most,  for 
he  did  not  have  the  mental  resources 
that  Ferdinand  did  to  occupy  himself 
with.

fopic  For  the  Week  Beginningr  April   ?3. 
Comment  by  Rev.  S.  H,  Doyle. 

Topic— What  and  hov.-  to  provide  for  the 
fature.    Math,  xxv,  31-30. 

In  the  twcuty-fotu-th  chapter  of  Mat- 
thew Christ,  in  answer  to  a  question  of 
His  di.sciples,  speaks  to  them  coucemiug 
the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  and  His 
second  coming  and  tho  destruction  of 
Hie  ■worlcL  In  the  beginning  of  the 
twenty-fifth,  by  the  pai-ablo  of  the  ten 
virgins.  He  teacl'.es  the  importance  of 
being  prepared  for  His  coming  at  all 
times,  since  no  one  knows  the  time  of 
His  coming.  In  the  closing  words  of 
this  chapter,  which  is  our  lesson,  He 
describes  the  concluding  act  of  the  judg- 
ments described  iu  His  jn-evious  dis- 
course.?. It  is  a  solemn  reality  and  not 
merely  a  parable,  though  it  speaks  fig- 
uratively of  a  shepherd  dividing  the 
sheep  from  the  goats.  In  this  descrip- 
tion of  the  final  judgment  we  may  leam 
what  and  how  to  provide  for  the  future. 

1.  We  should  pro\'ide  for  the  judg- 
ment of  Christ.  "When  the  Son  of  Man 
shall  come  in  His  glory  and  all  the  holy 
angels  w'itli  Him,  then  shall  Ho  sit 
upon  the  throne  of  His  glory,  and  beforo 
Him  shall  be  gatliered  all  nations,  and 
Ho  shall  separate  them  one  from  an- 
other, as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep 
from  the  goats. "  This  istlje  description 
of  the  judgment.  All  nations  before 
Christ  as  judge,  and  those  who  are  His 
are  separated  from  those  who  are  not 
his.  The  Bible  teaches  us  emphatically 
that  there  shall  be  such  a  judgment,  be- 
fore which  each  one  of  us  must  appear, 
for  every  one  shall  stand  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ.  It  teaches  us 
also  that  we  should  make  provision  for 
that  judgment.  It  is  important  that  W6 
do  so,  because  of  the  tremendous  results 
that  follow  it.  On  one  side  is  eternal 
life,  on  the  other  eternal  death,  and  the 
verdict  of  the  judgment  can  never  be 
reversed  or  changed.  Provision  must  be 
made  for  this  judgment  in  this  life. 
There  is  no  opportunity  beyond  tho 
grave.  Are  wo  providing  for  the  judg- 
ment of  Christ? 

2,  How  may  thi.s  provision  bo  made? 
The  lesson  before  us  teaches  us  that  it 
is  to  be  made  by  good  works,  founded 
upon  faith  iu  Christ.  Works  of  charity 
are  hero  described,  but  only  as  an  ex- 
ample and  meant  to  include  all  other 
works.  Some  may  never  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  perform  such  acts  in 
Christ's  name,  but  they  have  obeyed 
him  in  other  things,  which  is  the  same. 
The  works  here  described  do  not  of 
theni.selves  merit  Falvation.  They  were 
done  in  Christ's  name  and  for  His  sake 
and  because  of  faith  and  trust  in  Him. 
Human  philanthropy  cannot  save  tho 
soul.  Tho  works  must  l)o  founded  uiK)n 
faith.  We  obey  not  to  be  save<i  but  be. 
cause  we  are  sjived.  Works  do  not  take 
the  place  of  faith,  but  they  are  t^o  re- 
sults of  faith
